City of Newark do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. There shall be issued 
pursuant to the provisions of the act 
entitled “An Act concerning the issu- 
ance of bonds by municipalities to 
pay, fund or refund certain bonds or 
other indebtedness,” approved April 4, 
1934, and constituting Chapter 60 of 
the Laws of 1934 of New Jersey, 
negotiable bonds of The City of New- 
ark, in the aggregate principal 
amount of $10,500,000, which bonds 
are authorized by said act to be is- 
sued for the purposes hereinafter de- 
scribed. 


Section 2. Said bonds shall be des- 
ignated “Serial Funding Bonds,” 
shall be dated February 1, 1985, shall 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 
four and one-half per centum (44%) 
per annum, which shall be hereafter 
determined, and which shall be pay- 
able semi-annually on February ist 
and August 1st, and shall mature in 
annual installments on February 1st 
in each year as follows, viz.: $500,000 
in 1936, $600,000 in 1937, $700,000 in 
each of the years 1988 to 1944, inclu- 
sive, and 750,000 in each of the years 
1945 to 1950, inclusive. 


Section 3. It is hereby determined 
that. the gross amount of uncollected ` 
and unabated taxes of the four fiscal 
years 1930, 1931, 1982 and 1933, in- 
cluding the amount of such taxes rep- 
resented by tax titles standing in the 
name of The City of Newark, which 
were unpaid and owing to said City, 
or the collector of said City, as of the 


31st day of December, 1933, was 
€20,573,040.56. 
Section 4. It is hereby determined 


that the gross amount of uncollected 
and unabated taxes of the four fiscal 
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years 1931, 1932, 1933 and 1934, in- 
cluding the amount of such taxes rep- 
resented by tax titles standing in the 
name of the City of Newark, which 
were unpaid and owing to said City, 
or the Collector of said City, as of the 
31st day of December 1984 was 
$18,248,574.01. 


Section 5. It is hereby determined 
that the principal amount of all bonds 
issued by said City under said act 
which will be outstanding after the 
bonds authorized by this ordinance 
have been sold and. delivered, will be 
$16,500,600. 


Section 6. The proceeds of said 
_bonds shall be applied (a) to the pay- 
ment, funding or refunding of all or 
any part of the Tax Revenue Bonds of 
The City of Newark which are now 
outstanding and which either were is- 
sued in anticipation of the receipt of 
delinquent taxes levied upon the tax- 
able property within said City for the 
fiscal years 1931, 1932, 1983 and 1934 
for municipal purposes, for local 
school purposes and for State and 
County purposes and which are col- 
lectible by the tax collector of said 
City, and which recite that they are 
issued pursuant to an act of the Leg- 
islature of New Jersey entitled “An 
Act concerning municipal and county 
finances,” approved March 28, 1917, 
as amended and supplemented, and a 
resolution or resolutions of the Board 
ef Commissioners of said City, or to 
the payment of any tax revenue bonds 
hereafter issued in renewal of said 
outstanding tax revenue bonds, or (b) 
to the payment of the cost of issuing 
said bends.

Mayor Ellenstein: What is the cost 
of the improvement ?

We believe if a funeral home is 
conducted at these premises there is 
bound to be an increase of traffic, an 
increase of cars parked, regardless of 
what effort may be made by the one 
who is conducting the funeral home 
te have the cars pulled into his drive- 
way. 


Mr. John M. Leavens, Lum, Tam- 
blyn & Fairlie, 605 Broad Street: If 
the Commissioners please, I appear on 
behalf of the applicant. We have al- 
ready submitted to the Board of Ad- 
justment a petition signed by 13 of 
those people living in the immediate 
vicinity of the two hundred foot area. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And you say you 
submitted that to the Zoning Board? 


Mr. Leavens: That is correct, to the 
Board of Adjustment. It should be in 
their files. . 


Mayor Ellenstein: Here is the re- 
port that states that property owners 
who signed in favor of the application 
were ten in number, and fifteen signed 
in opposition, and of those three 
signed both petitions. 


Mr. Leavens: I think the figures are 
the other way around, ten opposed to 
it, and fifteen in favor of it. It think 
Mr. Rankin can verify it by showing 
you a statement— 


` Mr. Rankin: There are some on your 
petition I don’t find as owners of 
property. I think that is also true of 
the objectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This is your re- 
vised report? Mr. Rankin reports 
ten property owners signed in favor 
of the application and fifteen signed 
in opposition, and that three signed 
both petitions, so that would reduce it 
to seven and twelve. 
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Commissioner Franklin: Where is 
the nearest place of business? 


Mr. Leavens: Right next door to it, 
the property at 335. 


Commissioner Franklin: What busi- 
ness is that? 


Mr. Leavens: There are stores, and 
there is a row of stores, 327, 325, and 
the apartment, This property on 
Fourth Avenue at 387 and 391 is a 
large apartment which backs right up 
to this property, so that the vista as 
you look on the west of the property, 
you see the back of the apartment, - 
and on the front you see these stores. 


Mr. Michael DelGuercio, 332 North 
7th Street: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, I. object to the application for 
a funeral home on Roseville Avenue. 
It is a private residential section and 
we want to keep it that way if pos- 
sible. f 


Mayor Ellenstein: There seems to 
be some confusion as to what property 
owners are opposed and what are in 
favor of it. I would suggest you get 
rew petitions and have them brought 
here and adjourn the matter for a 
week with the consent of the Com- 
mission. . 


Commissioner Parnell: I know the 
neighborhood and, I move that we 
deny the application, 


Commissioner Minisi: I second the 
motion. = 


Mayor Ellenstein: The effect of your 
motion is that the Board does not con- 
cur in the recommendation of the Zon- 
ing Board. My own views are I think 
there ought to be a fair hearing on it 
to: determine from the people in the 
locality just what their objection is. 


Commissioner Minisi: This doesn’t 
involve any technical matter; it is not

Section 394—Projecting Signs. 


1. Signs may project from the 
walls of buildings, providing they are 
designed to conform with all the re- 
quirements of this Article. 


Il. Projecting signs incorporated in 
the design of fixed awnings or mar- 
quees may be permitted at the dis- 
cretion of the Superintendent of 
Buildings, provided no such sign is 
more than an average height of eight 
(8) feet in vertical dimensions, and is 
designed as herein specified in para- 
graphs I, IV, V, VI of this Section. 


III. Projecting signs other than 
those atached to fixed awnings or 
marquees may be erected, provided 
they shall be at right angles to the 
street building line, excepting at 
street corners. They shall not project 
more than six (6) feet beyond tha 
building line. Any sign over twenty- 
five (25) sq. ft. which projects more 
than four (4) ft. shall for the entire 
sign present a closed: surface to be af- 
fected by wind pressure not exceeding 
66 2/3% of the face of the sign. All 
such signs shall be designed as herein 
specified and in paragraphs I, IV, V 
and VI of this section 


IV. No projecting sign shall be 
more than fourteen (14) inches in 
thickness, nor be less than ten (10) 
ft. above the sidewalk. No sign shall 
project to within one (1) ft. of the 
curb line. 


V. The percentage of surface af- 
fected by wind pressure shall be cal- 
culated to include all the space bound- 
ed by the building line and top, bottom 
and outer edge of the sign. 


VI. No projecting sign shall be 
placed nearer to an interior property 
line than a distance equal to its pro- 
jection. 


Section 5. That Section 395 (Ar- 
ticle XXII) paragraph I, of said ordi- 
nance, entitled “Flat or Curved Pro- 
jecting Signs” be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 395—Flat or Curved Project- 
ing Signs. 


I. Hollow signs of glass and metal 
with alluminated letters, fastened for 
their whole length parallel to the 
front of a building and projecting 
therefrom, may be erected, but shall 
not be more than 60 inches in least 
dimension, and shall not project more 
than 14 inches. 


Section 6. That Section 398 (Arti- 
cle XXII) paragraphs II and IV, of 
said Ordinance, entitled “Roof Signs” 
be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 398—Roof Signs. 


II. Roof signs not having a closed 
or solid surface may be erected upon 
non-fireproof buildings to a height not 
exceeding twenty-five (25) feet above 
the roof level, and upon fireproof 
buildings to a height not exceeding 
seventy-five (75} feet above the roof 
level. All such signs shall be 50% 
open and shall be constructed so as 
to leave a clear open space between 
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supports for a height of six (6) feet 
above the roof level and all such signs 
shall be set back at least four (4) feet 
from the face of the nearest wall of 
the building upon which it is erected. 


IV. The term “closed” or “solid sur- 
face” shall be construed to include 
any closed surface or 150 square feet. 


Section 7. That Section 399 (Arti- 
cle XXII) of said Ordinance, entitled 
“Temporary Signs” be and the same 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 39¢—-Temporary Signs. 


I. The Superintendent of Buildings 
may grant temporary and conditional 
permits to erect for not more than 
thirty (80) days temporary signs, 
other than those specified in para- 
graph II and III of this section, vf 
greater area than thirty (380) square 
feet, to be constructed of wood or can- 
vass; provided no such temporary 
signs have been erected upon the prop- 
erty in question for prior period of 
five months. 


Ii. The Superintendent of Build-

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 


the Commissioners’ Chamber, City 
Hall, Newark, at 11 A. M. 
Present: Commissioners Duffy, 


Franklin, Minisi, Parnell. 
Absent: Mayor Ellenstein. ` 
Commissioner Parnell, presiding. 


The minutes of meeting of March 
6th were read and approved. 


The City Clerk presented An Ordi- 
nance Relating to Taxes for the year 
1935, and stated that today was the 
time fixed for hearing on the same. 


The Board then entered upon said 
hearing. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Does any- 
body wish to be heard upon the ordi- 
nance. 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South 18th 
Street: Gentlemen, I am here to ask 
you to defer the adoption of the tax 
ordinance until you set the amount of 
money that you are going to penalize 
the delinquent taxpayers in the year 
1985. Conditions are more favorable 
towards City financing at the present 
time. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: We are not 
borrowing any money and are not go- 
ing to borrow any money. You are 
referring to the interest penalty? 


Mr. Zemel: Yes. 
Acting Mayor Parnell: That can be 


taken care of at any time. Under the 
law we must have our tax ordinance 
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passed by March 16th so our rate can 
be fixed. Does any other citizen wisn 
to be heard? ` 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor, how 
many delinquent taxpayers are there 
whose houses are being sold out? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Oh, I sup- 
pose four thousand, forty-five hun- 
dred, something like that. 


Mr. Abraham Gwosdof, 810 Broad 
Street: Mr. Mayor and members of 
the Board of Commissioners, I appear 
in behalf of the Taxpayers Protective. 
League of the City of Newark and the- 
City Manager League of the City of 
Newark. During the past two years, 
I believe it is, the Commission has 
ceased publishing the budget—not the 
budget, the book showing the annual 
expenditures of the City of Newark,- 
and therefore I would like to ask: 
you— 


Acting Mayor Parnell: I would like 
to say to you first, that is not correct. 
The City publishes its annual report 
every year and you can get a copy 
of the report for 1933 any time you 
would like to come to my office. The 
1934 report will be out some time in 
July. 


Mr. Gwosdof: The 1984 report is 
what I am interested in. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Of course, 
we cannot publish the report until the 
year closes. The fiscal year closed 
January 1st, and our books then are 
audited by Price, Waterhouse & Com- 
pany, which takes three or four 
months. Then the report is published. 
You can have that in July. 


Mr. Gwosdof: Can you please tell 
me the total indebtedness of the City 
of Newark from March 16, 1933? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: You mean 
the gross debt or net debt? 


Mr. Gwosdof: The gross debt. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: The gross 
debt of the City of Newark—what 
date do you want? 


Mr. Gwosdof: At the time you folks 
took office. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: It was $140,- 
000,000. 


Mr. Gwosdof: Will you please tell 
me the gross debt at the present time? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: The gross 
debt was reduced $4,000,000 in 1933, 
and $5,000,000 in 1984, so that the 
gross debt now is about $131,000,000. 
It has been reduced $9,000,000 since 
this Commission took office. 


Mr. Gwosdof: Has the City already 
taken care of its committments in the 
form of contributions to the State 
Highway Department for work done 
in and around the City of Newark? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: We have no 
committments or contributions to 
make to the State Highway Depart- 
ment. 


Mr. Gwosdof: Do I understand from 
that that the State Highway, in mak- 
ing these improvements in the vicinity 
of Mulberry Street, does not get any 
contribution ? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: The State 
Highway is claiming a million dollars 
from the City of Newark, and we 
claim because the State Highway did 
not exact any such contribution from 
other municipalities. It must give the 
City of Newark the same deal it gave 
any other municipality, and we refuse 
to recognize any such demand. 


Mr. Gwosdof: Can you give us an 
approximate amount paid to the City 
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by the Home Owners’ Loan Corpora- 
tion, through the refinancing of mort- 
gages? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: A little less 
than a million dollars. Is there any 
other citizen who wishes to be heard 
on the tax ordinance? 


Mr. John Dennis, 43 Camp Street: 
Honorable Mayor and Commissioners, 
T also represent the Newark Taxpay- 
ers Protective League and the City 
Manager League of Newark. What is 
the just share of the City for relief 
for this year, and has it been included 
in the budget? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: All that the 
City is going to contribute towards 
relief this year is now in the budget. 
All that we are going to ask the tax- 
payers to contribute, as far as we 
know, is now in the budget. 


Mr. Dennis: What is the total carry- 
ing charges to the people for the sub- 
way for the City of Newark and the 
Airport and Port Newark? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: The total 
charges, the subway is about $15,- 
000,000, the Airport is about $23,000,- 
000. What else did you want, now? 


Mr. Dennis: Port Newark. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: $23,000,000. 
So we will add $23,000,000 to $15,- 
000,000. That is $38,000,000. $38,- 
000,000 multiplied by five per cent. 
will give you the total carrying 
charges. That does not, however, pro- 
vide for amortization. 


Mr. Dennis: How do.you arrive at 
the conclusion that the City is better 
cff financially now then when you 
took office? What is the total amount 
of money each year set aside for pen- 
sion funds? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: We will an- 
swer one question, first. We account 


o 
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for the reason that the City is m 
a better financia] condition for the 
reason when we took office the City 
of Newark had $50,000 in the Treas- 
ury, it was missing its payrolls, 
it owed $24,000,000 in notes to the 
banks and debts to the merchants. It 
owed $2,000,000 by the way, to the 
merchants. It had a $1,000,000 note 
in default. It was financing at that 
time at six per cent., and its bonds 
were selling at 70. Today the City of 
Newark does not owe a dollar to any 
bank or any merchant; it is financing 
at three and three-quarters per cent; 
it had the greatest tax collection year 
in its long history of one hundred 
year, in 1984, which was the greatest 
year in the history of this City. Its 
bills and obligations are paid in full; 
payrolls have been met on time; its 
bonds and notes have all been taken 
care of, and we have no floating in- 
debtedness at the present time, and 
there is enough money in the City of 
Newark to carry it this year until 
July 1st of this year. And the City 
of Newark has led the entire United 
States of America for financial re- 
covery in 1934, and there isn’t a page 
in the history of this country to equal 
or parallel it. And your bonds are 
now back at par and selling at a 
premium, and put in the super league 
class for investment in the great State 
of New York, a classification they 
have never had before. 


Dr. Dennis: Now, Mr. Parnell, you 
stated 19384 was one of the greatest 
years for collection of taxes? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: It was the 
greatest year for receipts in the City 
of Newark, which will be one hundred 
years old in May, 1936. 


Mr. Dennis: I think you made the 
statement at one time that we have 
collected $42,000,000 in that year. 


Acting Mayor Parnell- Last year? 
A httle better than that. 
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Mr. Dennis: And out of that $42, 
000,000 we spent $21,000,000. ` 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Oh, no. The 
City always spends everything it gets, 
you can always rely on that. 


Mr. Dennis: Then, Mr. Parnell, do 
you mean to tell me that you spent 
$42,000,000 that you collected last 
year? You spent that $42,000,000, 
every penny of it? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: What are 


you getting at? 


Mr. Dennis: Well, you said the City 
spends every penny it gets. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: I told you 
the City lived within its means last 
year and had a surplus. After paying 
all the bills the City had $2,666,00 
cash in the banks, after meeting all 
cbligations. 


Mr. Dennis: Left from the $42,000,- 
000 you collected in 1934? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Yes. We 
lived within our income and borrowed 
no money on short term notes. 


Mr. Dennis: What is the total 
amount of moneys each year set aside 
for pension funds for various city 
employees? 


Acting Mayor Parnell: It will be 
about $600,000 this year. This is by 
law, of course; we have no alternative. 


Mr. Dennis: What is the exact num- 
ber of employees the City of Newark 
has to conduct its business. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Approxi- 
mately nine thousand. That includes 
the Board of Education, teachers, fire- 
men, library and everything. 


Mr William Miller, 496 Jelliff Ave- 
nue Now, Mr. Mayor and Honorable 


Board, I come here to find out if a 
taxpayer really got relief in 1935. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Yes, sir, we 
are hoping the tax rate will be down 
thirty points this year, 


Mr. Miller: It will be more than last 
year. We had $3.28. 


Aeting Mayor Parnell: Oh, no, we 
did not, $8.65 last year, and that was 
not the full tax rate. That would only 
carry the schools for a half year. That 
was a little political trick that was 
pulled on us. 


Is there any other citizen who 
wishes to be heard? 
(No response).

We 
have nine stores, and we were not able 
to rent four or five of the stores dur- 
ing the entire time, that the building 
has been in existence. For the last 
two or three years we have had three 
or four stores there vacant. 


Mr. Harry Kaplan, 116 Market 
Street, representing Samuel Kaplan: 
Gentlemen, I represent my father, 
Samuel Kaplan, and Samuel G. 
Schwartz the owners of the apart- 
ment house at Sixth Avenue, corner 
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of Roseville Avenue, which ıs about 
150 feet from the property of the ap- 
plicant. I want to stress one point 
that on the corner where the applicant 
now has his business, where there are 
some six or seven stores, there have 
been four or five vacancies for a per- 
iod of over two years. In other words, 
there is no necessity for another store. 


Mrs. Leona Douglas, 310 Sixth Ave- 
nue: Gentlemen, I live at 310 Sixth 
Avenue, and Mr. Douglas and I have 
spent a great deal of money on our 
place. Mr. Douglas paid off the mort- 
gage last spring, so I will feel very 
badly if this application is approved. 


Mr. Nathan Kantorowitz, 10 Cres- 
cent Avenue: I don’t see what they 
need the stores for. 


Acting Mayor Parnell: Does any- 
body else wish to be heard?

Mr. Hackett: All these people have 
a misunderstanding of this. These 
houses are put up all over the country. 
We had on in Florida, we had one in 
California, and there is no trouble put- 
ting this up. There is no corporation 
putting this up; they are all under the 
auspices of the Federal Housing, un- 
cer their supervision. They have to 
be done through the campaign in each 
city, that is all. There is no public 
property. If the City wants to let us 
have the parkway or let us have the 
space opposite the Public Service 
Building,—it don’t have to be placed 
in the park, it can be placed anywhere 
in that area.

Mayor Ellenstein: That is not the 
raising of wages, the restoration of 
the cut. 


Mr. Orgo: That means an increase 
of $34,000. I think we ought to have 
all the Commissioners here before you 
pass that ordinance. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I might say to 
you the matter has been taken up with 
the other Commissioners, and they are 
in accord with the ordinance. I first 
want to present to you and the others 
present here, that this actually is not 
an increase in wages of $34,000. Or- 
iginally, when I came into the depart- 
ment, we had forty-five engineers 
here. They had had the cut that the 
other City employees had, and then 
their salaries had been cut further by 
me from thirty to seventy per cent. 
Since that time, instead of forty-five 
engineers we have thirty-five engi- 
neers, and the remaining thirty-five 
have taken up the duties of the ten. 
Now, I feel at this time, after making 
a survey of the department, that the 
cut made at that time was too drastic, 
and this partial restoration is made, so 
that it will not cost the taxpayers of 
the City of Newark any more money. 
As a matter of fact, the amount ex- 
pended will be less than it was when 
the forty-five engineers were tanc 
tioning in the department. I feel thes 
men have been cut too much, and they 
are taking up the duties of those other 
ten, and that is a saving in that direc- 
tion, and it is a saving to the tax- 
payers. 


Commissioner Franklin: Here is an 
illustration, that man sitting right 
here, Mr. Edward Rankin, He has been 
engineer of the Sewer Department, to 
my knowledge, for over forty years. 
He has devoted his entire life to the 
City of Newark. His knowledge of 
the sewer system of Newark is indis- 
pensible to this City. His knowledge 
goes beyond the records of the City 
of Newark. And; he has been getting 
$4,000. And he was getting $8,500 


after forty years of service, and went 
down to $4,000, and this partial res- 
toration will bring him up to $5,300, a 
man who has devoted his entire life, 
a maz who has highly specialized in 
his line, and a man, who, if he passes 
on, will be almost indispensible. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If you can find 
any department that is overmanned, 
you come to me and I can promise you 
you will get action and get it quick. 


Does any other person desire to be 
heard 


Mr. Valentime Kane: Mr. Mayor 
and Commissioners, I received yester- 
day, or the day before, my tax bill, 
and I notice in the tax a saving of $30. 
That led me to believe that the Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark had 
enacted a saving whereby I as one 
taxpayer amongst thousands, had ob- 
tained a saving. Now, I am or have 
been an employer of men, a large 
number of men, and I say that the en- 
gineering department of the City of 
Newark, with my knowledge of cities 
in the East, east of the Mississippi 
River, is well manned, efficiently man- 
ned and poorly paid. Now, I had 
made a survey of institutions from 
Canada to Florida in order to put in 
savings. I am somewhat familiar 
with savings. And I find that poorly 
paid men do not go to make savings. 
I would say to restore the pay cuts of 
these men, and these men knowing 
that the taxpayers of the City want to 
pay them honestly, they will get from 
those men a fair day’s work, and you 
will get greater savings. I think that 
every citizen in the City of Newark 
should come right over to the City 
Hall to put their vote of approval on 
the efforts of this City Commission to 
reduce taxes. Let the City of Newark 
be the first to come out of this depres- 
sion. J want to say this City is the 
talk of the country. These are not 
idle words, it is the talk of the coun- 
try, we are in such fine financial 
shape, and the men responsible for 
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that are the City Commissioners of 
the City of Newark. And that is my 
only thought. And I want to thank 
you for allowing me to say it. 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor, not 
long ago we adopted a budget for the 
City of Newark. Would you kindly 
tell me are these men included in the 
budget ? 


Mayor Ellenstein:. No, the budget 
was not based upon that. It is only 


the reductions in the force that enable 


us to take-up the slack between that. 
And, of course, four months have al- 
ready elapsed. 


Don’t you know, Mr. Green, the 
general cut was suffered by these en- 
gineers, and then there was a further 
cut after that 


Mr. Milton Handler: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of this Commission, I have 
no objections to anybody receiving a 
full amount of money for services ren- 
dered. But I centainly do have ob- 
jection to men being employed that 
are not needed. I know something 
about engineering, I know something 
about construction, and I do know that 
thirty-five men are too many men to 
have on the payrolls, in addition to as- 
sistants, and also using experts from 
time to time. 


Mr. Austin Waldron: I would like to 
have all the Commissioners present to 
vote on this salary increase. There 
are three Commissioners sitting. I do 
not think it is fair for them to ex- 
press their opinion on this vital issue. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anyone 
else who desires to be heard? 


Mr. Emanuel P. Scheck, 24 Com- 
merce Street: Mr. Mayor and Com- 
missioners. J represent thirty-five 
men -who are vitally affected by this. 
We find that the decreases of the thir- 
ty-five men, originally forty-five men, 
started at seventeen per cent. and 
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went as high as sixty per cent. And 
most of the cuts average forty per 
cent. What you propose to do is to 
restore some of these cuts. And after 
you restore it through the enactment 
of this ordinance, the decreases which 
will be in effect will be from a mini- 
mum of twelve per: cent. to a maxi- 
mum of about thirty per cent. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard? 


Mr. Louis Freeman, 242 Florence 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor, Directors Frank- 
lin and Parnell. You ought to be com- 
mended on the job you have done. ¥ou 
have cut your taxes down twenty-nine 
points this year regardless of the thir- 
ty points which the people don’t know, 
and the Newark debt, which makes a 
total, practically, of fifty-nine points. 
I think in all fairness to you gentle- 
men if the people would get in back of 
you instead of arguing with you, that 
it would be a better city to live in.

Mrs. Pauline Schwartz, 633 Spring- 
field Avenue: I call that a slaughter 
house and not a chicken market. No 
matter how sanitary it may be there 
will be a terrible odor. f 


Dr. Milton A. Meyer, 640 Spring- 
field Avenue: I have had an office at 


640 Springfield Avenue for many 
years. There is no need for the mar- 
ket. 


Albert Steckman, 635 Springfield 
Avenue; I have a diner right across 
the street from there and persons will 
not patronize me if the chicken mar- 
ket is across the street. 


Mrs. Anna Gottlieb, 708 South 17th 
Street: I am sure the neighborhood 
will be ruined by another chicken 
market. We already have one on 17th 
Street. There are also butchers there 
who have chickens. There is one on 
18th Street, and I don’t see why we 
need another one. 


Mr. David Honeyman, 718 South 
16th Street: I have been a tenant 
there for thirteen years and I got a 
market back there, I should judge, 
about three hundred feet away, and 
this market will be around a hundred 
feet from the front door. Now, as a 
tenant, being there for thirteen years, 
I wouldn’t stay there. 


Mr. Matthew J. Fox, 277 Clifton 
Avenue: I represent the Hahne Build- 
ing and Loan Association, vice-presi- 
dent of that. We have a mortgage on 
the chicken market on 17th Street. We 
also have a mortgage on property in 
that neighborhood, about $90,000. I 
want to protest about any more 
chicken markets in that neighborhood. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anybody 
else who desires to object to this ap- 
plication ? 


Mr. Meyer Zemel, 826 South 13th 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commissioners, 
a new situation in that neighborhood 
has been created since the last time I 
was here and withdrew that applica- 
tion. That situation was created by 
the objectors that created all this 
agitation and paid this counsel, Mr. 
Heller. . Mr. Heller, formerly con- 
ducted a balogna factory in the celler 
of a tenament house at 725-727 
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Springfield Avenue. He made balogna 
there and smoked it, for human con- 
sumption. 


Mayor Ellenstein: This Board is not 
sitting here to hear a history of New- 
ark. You will confine yourself to the 
merits of the application. 


Mr. Zemel: Mr. Heller was com- 
pelled by the State Commissioner of 
Labor to vacate those premises, and he 
converted a four-car garage into a 
balogna factory and smoke house 
right within a residential zone, with- 
out any permission. I appealed to the 
enforcement officer, Mr. Dougherty, 
and he said to me that if Mr. Heller 
only confined himself to the retail 
business, selling his balogna at retail 
only, he did not have to submit his ap- 
plication through the regular chan- 
nels, to the Zoning Board and the City 
Commission. All he had to do was to 
file an affidavit that he was selling his 
balogna at retail only and he got a 
permit to manufacture balogna and 
smoke it, creating another nuisance in 
the neighborhood since the last time I 
was here. Now, that same law that 
protects Heller in his business should 
apply to Mr. Zemel and to the Madison 
Realty Company, too. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are you basing 
your application now on the fact that 
somebody else is permitted to violate 
a law? 


Mr. Zemel: He is not violating the 
law. If he filed an affidavit with the 
enforcement officer— 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know the 
procedure of this Board and the law.

Your appli- 
cation is for the ‘slaughtering of 
chickens, and Judge Boettner rules 
that there is no enforcement officer 
can decide that sort of permit or has 
authority to give that sort of permit, 
so it is entirely within the province of 
this Board of Commissioners. Is that 
your ruling ?

Mayor Ellenstein: Fellow citizens, 
as you observe we have with us today 
not a Commissioner pro tem, but a 
distinguished visitor in the personage 
of Amelia Earhart. 


We are very familiar with the 
epochal flight that Miss Amelia Ear- 
_hart made in the past few days from 

Mexico City to the Newark Airport, 
and. we know the contribution that she 
has made to the advancement of 
aviation and the welfare of the entire 
country, just as the pioneers did way 
back in the days of their going out by 
wagon and similar means of convey- 
ance, and through such accomplish- 
ments this country has grown to the 
proportions that it now enjoys. 


I could do nothing better to serve 
the purpose at hand than to read the 
resolution as presented by my col- 
leagues, which will be recorded and 
returned to Miss Earhart in the form 
of an engraved resolution. We find 
that the engravement is not ready. 
Engravers are not so punctual as 
aviatrixes are, and they do not break 
records, so that the actual presenta- 
tion of the engraved resolution will 
take place in a few days. 


In the meantime, Miss Earhart, I 
present you with the original of the 
resolution as presented by the City 
Commission. 


The resolution was then read by 
Mayor Ellenstein as follows: 


WHEREAS, Amelia Earhart, the 
world’s most celebrated aviatrix, com- 
pleted her epochal non-stop flight 
from Mexico City, Mexico, at the 
Newark Metropolitan Airport, the

WHEREAS, Amelia Earhart, in the 
accomplishment of that hazardous un- 
dertaking, brought new laurels to her 
fame and a new distinction to the 
Newark Metropolitan Airport;

as representative of the citizenry of

Kosher Butcher Stores in the City of 
Newark, from Monday to Saturday, 
inclusive, and providing penalties for 
the violation theréof, and stated that 
today was the time fixed for hearing 
on the same.

Mr. Herman J. Harris, Lefcourt 
Building: Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of 
the Board of Commissioners, I appear 
for the opponents of this ordinance. 
We object to the hours fixed for the 
days of Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, 
and Thursday; the other days we have 
no objection to. I represent a group of 
butchers who conduct businesses on 
Prince Street. And the have been on 
that street for many, many years. 


The neighborhood butchers are of. 


the opinion that the butchers of Prince 
Street who keep late hours take the 
business which would go to neighbor- 
hood butchers. The street has done 
business mostly at night, and to a 
great degree today the business is 
done with residents from out of town 
who come to the street at night when 
they close their businesses in the small 
towns, to do their shopping on Prince 
Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Whom do you rep- 
resent? 


Mr. Harris: Harry Boxer, 64 Prince 
Street; Sam Taylor, 68 Prince Street, 
who bought that building about eight- 
een or twenty years ago, demolished 
it, and erected, a modern up-to-date 
limestone building; J. Tischler of 70 
Prince Street, wko has been on the 
street for many years; Charles Boxer 
of No. 80 Prince Street; Nathan Win- 
arsky, 82 Prince Street; Abe Goldman 
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of 108 Prince Street; Novak & Pittle 
of 124;-Herbert & Paul, Inc., of 228; 
Louis Dobbin of 216; and Sam Katz 
of 231. There are ten butchers in all. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anybody 
else that wants to speak in opposition 
to the ordinance ? 


Mr. Henry Green: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission. I am 
in favor of the people working short 
hours, and I believe in early closing 
hours. I believe in better conditions 
and the human side of things. But I 
believe that this ordinance drawn for 
Kosher Butcher Shops, has no place in 
here. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anybody 
else who desires to be heard in op- 
position?

Commissioner Minisi; I am going to 
make a motion. There are only two 
arguments which the opposition has 
raised which, in my opinion, are en- 
titled to any consideration at all. One 
is the constitutional element, and I 
think that was disposed of by the 
statement made by Mr. Abramson, 
which was not challenged, that he took 
this matter up wih the Law Depart- . 
ment and they are convinced that the 
ordinance as framed is constitutional.

We, the undersigned, neighbors and 
property owners in the vicinity of No. 
793 Summer Avenue, Newark, New 
Jersey, at which place Nick Ricca cos- 
ducts an ice depot, appeal to the Board 
of Commissioners of The City of New- 
ark to remove the restrictions recently 
placed on the operation of the said ice 
dock by the aforesaid Nick Ricca wit 
respect to opening and closing hours. 
The usual hours involved in similar 
businesses throughout the City of 
Newark and elsewhere are from 7 tv 
11 on week days and from 8 to 5 on 


16 


Sundays. The restrictions placed in 
conjunction with the granting of the 
permit to Nick Ricca specified that 
they open at 6 A. M. and close at 7 
P. M. on week days and open at 9 A. 
M. and close at 12 noon on Sundays. 


We feel that we should not suffer 
or be inconvenienced in our dealings 
with. the said Nick Ricca because of 
personal objections offered by one lone 
property owner who appeared before 
the City Commissioners at the recent 
hearing. This man, Mr. Ciccone, owns 
the property at No. 795 Summer Ave- 
nue but does not live on said premises. 


His married daughter lives on these 
premises but selfishly, because of the 
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fact that she has the good fortune to 
be the possessor of a frigidaire and 
does not. have to purchase ice, joins 
along with her father in his objections. 
If these people were in the same posi- 
tion that we are and would have to 
do business with Nick Ricca or else be 
seriously inconvenienced in going else- 
where, they would probably desist in 
their objections. The proof is in the 
fact that two other tenants in the 
aforementioned No. 795 Summer Avz2- 
nue owned by Mr. Ciccone purchase ice 
and. do business with Nick Ricca. 


We feel that the 7 .o’clock closing 
hour works a severe hardship upon us 
because many of us, being housewives, 
must await the homecoming of our 
husbands before we send out for ice. 
By the time our husbands finish dinner 
and are ready to go for ice it is past 
7 o’clock and they are forced to go at 
greater dictances to purchase the 
same, We feel that inasmuch as Ricca 
is permitted to operate an ice dock at 


_those premises mentioned, certainty 


there can be no additional inconven- 
ience, hardship or disturbance caused 
to the neighborhood by his being per- 
mitted to operate until 9 P. M., espec- 
jally in these days of daylight saving 
time and the hot summer. We feel 
that the spite work of Mr. Ciccone who 
has a personal grudge against the 
Ricca family should not be permitted 
to prevail with the City Commission sv 
as to cause an inconvenience to al- 
most 100% of the rest of the neigh- 
borhood. 


We cannot understand why, afier 
many years of operation of the ice 
dock at No. 798 Summer Avenue by 
Nick Ricca, during the usual hours 
permitted for such type of. business, 
that the said hours should suddenly 
be curtailed due to the wilful, pernicu- 
ous and obstinate objections by one 
person such as Mr. Ciccone. We feel 
that we, as rent payers, tax payers 
and property owners of this neighbor- 
hood should be given the benefit of 
the protection of the law which says 


in effect “where the greatest good cam, 
be done to the greatest number of’ 
people.” 


_For the above reasons we respect- 
fully urge the Honorable Fathers of 
the City of Newark that they remove- 
the restrictions placed upon the opera-- 
tion of the aforesaid ice depot by Nick. 
Ricca as to the limitation of hours 
and permit said business to operate as 
such businesses are usually operated 
throughout the rest of the City of 


’ Newark and its environs. 
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(Signed by 88 persons). 


Mr. Nathaniel Klein, 24 Commerce 
Street: Myr. Mayor and, Honorable 
Commissioners, several weeks ago the 
Board of Adjustment recommended 
the granting of this license. The City 
Commission, after hearing, lengthy 
arguments of the two principal ob- 
jectors, sort of compromised and 
granted the license or permit with. 
reservations. These reservations lim- 
ited the closing hovrs to seven P. M. 


My clients have operated for weeks: 
under these restrictions, and they have- 
been obliged to turn away customers: 
at seven P. M., and they find three- 
fourths of their daily business arrives. 
at their place between seven P. M. and 
nine P. M. I have a petition here 
signed by some eighty-five neighbors 
and property owners in, the neighbor-- 
hood, setting forth that they are 
greatly inconvenienced, that they have 
to ‘travel considerable distance to ob- 
tain their ice; that the women, 
especially, find that their husbands 
come home from work abvat six-thir- 
ty, and by the time they finish their 
dinner it is after seven and they can- 
not get ice at the nearest place, which: 
is Ricca’s. 


Mr. Frank Ciccone, 92 First Street: 
The people who live in the house can- - 
not stay on the front porch. Anybody 
wants fifteen cents worth of ice blow 
the horn. n 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is it necessary to 
‘blow the horn? 


Mr. Ciccone: It is necessary to blow 
the horn. People coming from any- 
where want ice, the man is inside and 
cannot see them, they have to blow 
‘the horn anyhow. 


Mayor Ellensteine Thé Commission- 
vers want to help you, they want to 
protect your rights, too, if it does not 
interfere with you and it helps ail 
those people in the neighborhood. 
Some of those people are poor people 
they do not buy large quantities of 
ice, and they may run out of ice at 
eight o’clock. Suppose they have a 


sick child; suppose the aoctor comes in 
.and prescribes an ice pack and they 
«cannot get ice in the ieighborhood. 
You would not want that, would you? 


Mr. Ciccone: He has a couple of ice 
docks besides that. 


Mr. O’Connor: I live on the first 
-floor next door and I like to get ice 
after nine o’clock. My ice don’t run 
out until after nine. I like it then. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Isn’t it a fact the 
people in that neighborhood are poor? 
The people have small ice boxes and 
they may buy ice on a hot day early 
in the morning, and on a hot day ice 
runs out about eight or nine o’clock. 
Don’t you think that is a hardship and 
unfair to think that they are unable 
to get ice in that locality? 


Mrs. Angie Miglirase, 795 Summer 
Avenue: Your Honor, Mayor, they 
have thirteen hours to buy ice. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Some days are 
warmer than others. 


Mrs. Miglirase: They haven’t lost 
any business. People if they come 
there with cars they have turned them 
away to their éther docks. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose they did 
sell ice after eight o’clock, would that 
interfere with you? 


Mrs. Miglirase: Yes, it is very noisy.

“I am writing these few lines to 
intercede on behalf of my friend, Mr. 
Joseph Mueller, who is opposing the 
granting of an ice house and coal per- 
mit of Max Bardin of Watson Avenue, 
Newark. 


“Mr. Mueller has a considerable in- 
vestment in the immediate neighbor- 
hood where Bardin is seeking this per- 
mit, and the granting of this permit 
will cause a decrease in his property 
valuation as well as other properties 
immediately adjoining. Furthermore, 
there is an ice and coal business one- 
half block away from the address 
where Bardin is seeking his permit, 
which, obviously, precludes the neces- 
sity for another ice house at Bardin’s 
address. To one who is so well in- 
formed in civic matters as you are I 
know it is needless to point out any 
further just how an ice and coal busi- 
ness would have an effect on the valu- 
ation of adjoining property. 


“Mr. Mueller has been an honorable 
business man at 186 Watson Avenue 
(grocer and butcher) for twenty-eight 
years, and I assure you that any as- 
sistance you can give him opposing 
this permit of Bardin’s will be most 
gratefully appreciated by him and 
myself.” 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in opposi- 
tion to this application ? 


Mr. Arthur F. Herrigel: Mr, Mayor 
and gentlemen of the Board. Your 
Honor instructed me to bring about a 
settlement of this argument. I have 
been unable to do that. The objectors 
don’t see how a compromise will af- 
fect them in the slightest. They know 
that if he is allowed to have this per- 
mit he would not restrict the noise of 
trucks in the middle of the night, the 
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parking of trucks next to the house, 
the raising of coal dust, or even elim- 
inate water. 


They also know that there are not 
125 people in the neighborhood who 
have signed his petition. There could 
not be. If you will peruse the petition 
you will find no more than twenty-five 
or thirty people living in that neigh- 
borhood who have not objected. I 
don’t mean within two hundred feet, 
I mean a great distance away. It 
calls for addresses as far as Schley 
Street, and Schley Street is fully two 
miles away from there. The business 
people in the neighborhood will be 
hampered by competition which is un- 
fair. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is the applicant 
or his representative here? 


Mr. Edward J. Abromson, 786 
Broad Street: Mr. Mayor and gentle- 
men of the Board: I wrote Mr. Her- 
rigel a letter which I will read to this 
Board: 


“In compliance with the suggestion 
of the Board of Commissioners, will 
you please advise me on behalf of 
your client as to exactly the objections 
your clients have against the issuance 
of the ice and coal permit, provided 
a drain is placed from the garage to 
the sewer to drain off the water, and 
provided further no bagging of coal 
is done on the premises. 


“My client, as I have made known 
to the Commission, is desirous of be- 
ing perfectly fair in this matter, and 
is satisfied to meet any reasonable re- 
quests that might be made, as all he 
is interested in is to continue his 
business so as to make a living for 
himself and his family.” 


This was on July 24th, the day of 
the Commission meeting, immediately 
following the meeting. The neighbor- 
hood is not a residential zone. It is 
purely industry. There are garages 


és 


w 
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in the vicinity, a livery stable immed- 
iately behind Mr. Bardin’s premises, 
a manufacturing plant alongside of 
Mr. Mueller’s place of business, and 
he is one of the chief objectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The acting Sec- 
retary of the Adjustment Board says 
that there are twelve owners of prop- 
erty within two hundred feet and fif- 
ty-four tenants within two hundred 
feet that object, as against two own- 
ers of properties and thirty-five ten- 
ants within two hundred feet that are 
in favor of granting the permit. Of 
course, the property owner has a vital 
interest. 


Mr. Abromson: There are 125 peo- 
ple in the vicinity who signed the 
petition which ,was produced at the 
last meeting, and that petititon signi- 
fied a desire to have an ice and. coal 
depot. 


‘Mayor Ellenstein: That is outside 
of the two hundred feet. Mr. Bates 
checked those over and this report 
says, of the other names, two property 
owners and thirty-five tenants within 
two hundred feet are favorable. All 
of the other tenants are outside of the 
two hundred feet, and some of them 
are as far away as Dewey Street. 
What is the disposition of the Board? 


Commissioner Parnell: I move that 
we do not concur in the action of the 
Zoning Board. 


Commissioner Minisi: I second the 
motion.

Mayor Ellenstein: This application, 
as I understand it, was deferred to 
give the applicant an opportunity to 
file a petition is that right? 


Mr. Giallanella: Yes. The City 
Clerk hag just mentioned the fact that 
four of the signatures on the petition 
of the applicant for the ice permit 
were on our application or petition ob- 
jecting to it. Commissioner Duffy had 
an investigation made last week, and 
after several people covered the neigh- 
borhood it was reported that all were 
original signatures and those signa- 
tures were the signatures of persons 
within two hundred, feet, and it is en- 
tirely a surprise to me to know at 


‘this time that four of them deny sign- 


ing the petition. 


The City Clerk: I didn’t say that. 
They waive their objection. 


Mr. Giallanella: They changed their 
minds since then? 


The City Clerk: Yes. 


Mayor Ellenstein: .What are your 
objections based upon? 


Mr. Gialanella: The futility of an- 
other ice house in that locality. There 
are about eight or ten within a radius 


of about seven blocks, from Tenth 
‘Street to Fourteenth Avenue. The dis- 
trict is a congested district, with num- 
-erous children, and the applicant has 
an ice house on Seventh Street, which 
is conducted under the name of P. Pa- 
lumbo; he has two trucks with which 
he conducts business selling ice from 
‘house to house, so that if this applica- 
tion is denied we do not harm him. 


Mr. Dominick M. Acocella, 9 Clinton 
‘Street: May it please the honorable 
gentlemen of the Board, I have in- 
vestigated everyone of the objectors, 


and I have discovered that there are- 


forty-eight property owners listed 
within two hundred feet. Out of them, 
we find, of the property owners listed 
on Fourteenth Avenue, none appear 
as objectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: None on Four- 
teenth Avenue proper? 


Mr. Acocella: Yes. There are fif- 
teen property owners listed on South 
Ninth Street and four appear as ob- 
jectors,

Said Bonds shall be de- 
signated “School Bonds,” and shall be 
coupon bonds, with privilege of reg- 
istration as to principal only or as to 
both principal and interest. They 
shall be eleven hundred, and seventeen 
in number, numbered from 1 to 1117, 
inclusive, in the order of their matur- 
ity, and shall be of the denomination 
of $1,000 each. They shall be dated 
November i, 1935, shall bear interest 
at the rate of four per centum (4%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually on 
each May ist and November 1st sub-

I. GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Prerequisites to Government’s 
Obligation—The United States of 


- America (hereinafter called the “Gov- 


ernment”) shal] be under no obliga- 
tion to the applicent to take up and 
pay for any bends which it offers to 
purchase (heerinafter called the 
“Bonds“) or to make any grant: 


(a) Representations.—If any repre- 
sentation made by the applicant. in its 
application or in any supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, or in 
any document submitted to the Gov- 
ernment by the applicant shall be 
found by the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works (herein- 
after called the “Administrator”’) to 
be incorrect or incomplete in any ma- 
‘terial respect; 


(b) Financial Cordition.—If, in the 


f judgment of the Administrator, the 


financial condition of the applicant 
shall have changed unfavorably in a 
material degree from its condition as 
theretofore represented to the Govern- 
ment; 


(c) Cost of Project—If the Ad- 
ministrator shall not be satisfied that 
the applicant will be able to complete 
the project described in the Govern- 
ment’s offer (herinafter referred to 
as the “Project”) for the sum allotted 
by the Government, or that the appli- 
cant will be able to obtain in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the Administrator, 
any funds which, in addition to such 
sum, the Administrator shall estimate 
to be necessary to complete the Pro- 


„ject; 


(d) Legal Matters—If the Admin- 
istrator shall not be satisfied as ic all 
legal matters affecting the applica- 
tion, the Project and the construction 
thereof, the grant, the loan, and the 
transcript of the proceedings auther- 
izing the issuance of the Bonds which 


-Shall be furnished by the applicant;

(e) Governor’s Letter—If the Gov- 
ernor of the State in which tha appli- 
cant is located shall not write a letter 
to the Administrator stating that if, 
in the judgment of the Administrator, 
it may be advisable to enact legisla- 
tion to empower the applicant to is- 
sue Bonds or to remedy any defects, 
illegalities or irregularities in the pro- 
ceedings of the applicant relative 
thereto or to validate the same, said 
Governor will recommend and co- 
operate in the enactment of such leg- 
islation. 


2. Expenses.—The Government 
shall be under no obligation to pay 
any costs, charges, or expenses incid- 
ent to compliance with any of the 
duties or obligations of the applicant, 
including, without limiting the gener- 
ality of the foregoing, the cost of pre- 
paring, executing, and delivering any 
Bonds, and any legal, engineering, and 
accounting costs, charges or expenses 
incurred by or on behalf of the ap- 
plicant. 


3. Interest of Member of Congress. 
—No Member of or Delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of 
America shall be admitted to any 


share or part of any agreement or 
contract made by the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of 
the Project or to any benefit arising 
from any such agreement or contract. 


4. Bonus or Commission.—The ap- 
plicant shall not pay any bonus or 
commission for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an approval of the application. 


5.  Information—The applicant 
shall furnish the Government with all 
such information and data as the Ad- 
ministrator may request as to the con- 
struction, cost, and progress of the 
work. The applicant shall also fur- 
nish the Government, and any pur- 
chaser from the Government of 25 per 
cent of the Bonds, with such financia? 
statements and other mformation and 


data relating to the applicant as the 
Administrator or any such purchaser 
may at any time reasonably requve. 


6. Bond Circular—The applicant 
shall furnish all such information in 
proper form for the preparation of a 
bond circular and shall take all such 
steps as the Government or any pur- 
chaser or purchasers from the Gov- 
ernment of not less than 25 percent of 
the Bonds may reasonably require to 
aid in the sale by the Government or 
any such purchaser or purchasers of 
any or all of the Bonds. 


7. Advance Grant.—At any time 
after the acceptance by the applicant 
of an offer from the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of a 
Project by a loan and grant, the ap- 
plicant may request an advance on 
account of the grant of not exceeding 
15 percent of the previously approved 
estimated cost of the Project. ‘This 
advance grant may be used for pay- 
ing architectural, engineering and 
planning fees, costs of surveys, bor- 
ings, and other preliminary investi- 
gations, costs of preparation of plans, 
specifications, and other forms of 
proposed contract documents, and 
costs of advertisements for bids for 
contracts and the printing of the 
Bonds, but not in payment for the as- 
quisition of lands, easements, or 
rights-of-way. The request for this 
advance grant must be accompanied 
by a signed certificate of purposes in 
which must appear in reasonable de- 
tail the purposes for which such ad- 
vance grant will be used. 


8. Payment for Bonds.—A requisi- 
tion requesting the Government to 
take up and pay for Bonds will be 
honored as soon as possible after such 
Bonds are ready for delivery, if the 
documents supporting such requisition 
are satisfactory to the Administrator. 
All the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for at one time in cases where 
the offer is to purchase Bonds in an 
aggregate principal amount of nov 


more than $1,000,000. In all other 
cases, the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for in more than one installraent 
and each installment, insofar as pos- 
sible, shall be for an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of not less “han 
$1,000,000. 


9. Intermediate Grant Requisitions. 
—Simultaneously with the delivery of 
and payment for the Bonds by the 
Government or, where Bonds ars 
taken up and paid for in more thaa 
one installment, simultaneously with 
the delivery of and payment for the 
final installment, if the applicant has 
so requisitioned. and if such requisitio2 
is accompanied by a signed certificate 
of purposes in which appear in rez- 
sonable detail the purposes for which 
the funds will be used, the Goverr- 
ment will make a grant of an amour’ 
representing the difference between 
the advance grant and an amourt 
equal to 25 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Prc- 
ject. When the Project shall be ap- 
proximately 70 per cent completed, as 
determined by the Administrator, the 
applicant may file its requisitior. fcr 
an additional grant in an amourt 
equal to 10 percent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. 


The intermediate grant requisi:ions 
will be honored if the documents sug- 
porting such requisitions are satis- 
factory to the Administrator and 
work on the Project has progressed. in 
accordance with the Rules and Regt- 
lations relating thereto. 


10. Final Grant Payment.—At any 
time after completing the Project, the 
applicant may file a requisitior. re- 
questing the remainder of the grart 
which, together with all previous pay- 
ments on account of such grant, shall 
be an amount equal to 45 percent cf 
the cost of the Project upon comple- 
tion as determined by the Administrz- 
tor, but not to exceed, in any event, 
the amount of the grant set forth in 


the Government’s offer to make a loan 
and grant. The final grant requisition 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting it are satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator and work on the Project 


has progressed in accordance with - 


the Rules and Regulations relating 
thereto. 


11. Construction Account.—The ap- 
plicant shall set up a separate account 
or accounts (herein collectively called 
the “Construction Account”) in a bank 
or banks which are members of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion and of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and which shall be satisfactory at 
all times to the Administrator. The 
applicant shall deposit in the Con- 
struction Account, promptly upon re- 
ceipt thereof, the advance grant, the 
intermediate grants, the proceeds 
from the sale of the Bonds (exclusive 
of accrued interest and an amount, if 
any, representing interest during con- 
struction), the final grant, and any 
other moneys which shall be required 
in addition to the foregoing to pay the 
cost of constructing the Project. All 
accrued interest paid by the Govern- 
ment at the time of delivery of the 
Bonds shall be paid into a separate 
account (herein called the “Bond 
Fund”). Payments for the construc- 
tion of the Project shall be made only 
from the Construction Account. 


12. Disbursement of Moneys in 
Construction Account.—Moneys in the 
Construction Account shall be expend- 
ed only for such purposes as shall 
have been previously specified in a 
certificate of purposes filed with the 
Government and as shall have been 
approved by the Government. All 
moneys remaining in the Construction 
Account after ail costs incurred in 
connection with the Project have been 
paid shall be used, with the approval 
of the Administrator, either to repur- 
chase Bonds, if sny of such Bonds are 
then held by the Government, or be 
transferred to the Bond Fund. In the 
event of the repurchase of Bonds with 
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funds remaining in the Construction 
Account, the Administrator reserves 
the right to determine which of the 
Bonds shal) be available for repur- 
chase by the applicant. 


13. Use of Moneys in Bond Fund.— 
Moneys in the Bond Fund shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on and principal of Bonds. 


14. Insurance.—If, in the judg- 
ment of the Administrator, the pay- 
ment of the Bonds end interest there- 
on is dependent, in whole or in major 
part, upon revenues to be derived 
from the Project or the system of 
which the Project is a part, the appli- 
cant shall carry insurance upon such 
completed Project or such system, of 
such types and in such amounts as 
shal] be satisfactory ot the Adminis- 
trator. 


II. CONSTRUCTION CONDITIONS 


1. Approval of Plans and Specifica- 
tions.—The applicant’ shall not ad- 
vertise for construction, material or 
equipment contracts, nor shall any 
work be undertaken on the Project, 
by contract or otherwise, until such 
proposed contract documents, includ- 
ing the plans and specifications, as 
the State Director may require, shall 
have been submitted to and approved 
by such officer. 


2. Wage Rates.—Minimum or other 
wage rates required to be pre-deter- 
mined by State law or local ordinance 
shall be predetermined in accordance 
therewith, and incorporated in the ap- 
propriate contract documents. In the 
absence of applicable law or ordi- 
nance, the applicant shall predeter- 


The term “applicant” as used in 
the “Construction Conditions” is syn- 
onymous with the term “Owner” as 
used in the “Construction Regula- 
tions ” 


mine minimum wage rates, in accord- 
ance with customary local rates, for 
all the trades and occupations to be 
employed on the Project, and sub- 
mit such rates to the State Director 
for approval before incorporating 
them in the appropriate contract 
documents. 


If, in the opinion of the State Di- 
rector, work of any specific type has 
generally been done under union con- 
ditions in the political sub-division in 
which the Project is to be constructed, 
the State Director may disapprove 
any rate to be paid on such type of 
work, other than a rate predeter- 
mined under law or ordinance, if it is 
less than the present prevailing union 
rate. 


3. Construction by Contract.—If 
the Project is to be constructed under 
contract, the applicant shall commence 
advertising for bids as soon as prac- 
ticable after approval of the proposed 
contract documents, andevery oppor- 
tunity shall be given for free, open, 
and competitive bidding. If, in the 
case where the Government has offer- 
ed to make a loan, the first bond requi- 
sition has not been honored prior to 
the time of the first advertisement 
for bids for any contract, the adver- 
tisement and the form of proposal 
shall provide that the award of the 
contract shall be conditioned upon 
funds being made available for such 
construction and upon the applicant 
having the right to hold the bids for 
a period of 60 days from the date of 
the opening thereof, unless otherwise 
required by law. 

@ 

Advertisements for bids for a con- 
ract or group of contracts shall be 
made once a week for two consecutive 
weeks in such newspapers or other 
publications as will insure adequate 
publicity, and shall require bids to be 
opened within a reasonable time after 
14 days from the date of first publica- 
tion, unless otherwise approved by 
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the State Director. Each contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as soon as practic- 
able after the opening of bids brt not 
until the State Director shall have au- 
thorized the award: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the selection of materials 
and equipment, the applicant may, in 
the interest of standardization and ul- 
timate economy, request the Stale Di- 
rector to authorize an award of a con- 
tract to a responsible bidder other 
than the lowest and the State Di:-ector 
shall make such authorization in writ- 
ing if he deems it a proper economy. 


In determining the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, the following elenents 
shall be considered: Whether the bid- 
der involved (a) maintains a peman- 
ent place of business; (b) has ade- 
quate plant equipment to do the work 
properly and expeditiously; (c) has a 
suitable financial status to meet obli- 
gations incident to the work; and (d) 
has appropriate technical experience. 


4. Performance Bond.—On all con- 
struction contracts, except as other- 
wise approved by the State Director, 
the applicant shall require a perform- 
ance bond in a anmount equal to 100 
percent of the contract price zondi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance 
of the contract and upon the pa;yment 
of all persons supplying labor and fur- 
nishing materials for the constriction 
of the Project, except where it is re- 
quired by local law thav protection for 
labor and materizlmen be provided by 
a bond separate from the perform- 
ance bond. In the latter case, a per- 
formance bond in an amount equal 
to 100 per cent of the contract price 
supplemented by a separate labor and 
materialmen’s bond, in an amouat not 
less than 50 percent of the contract 
price will be required. Surities for 
performance of contracts shall ke sub- 
mitted to the State Director for ap- 
proval prior to execution of the con- 
tracts. 
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5. Public Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance.—If the work to be 
performed, under any proposed con- 
struction contract is not sufficiently 
hazardous, in the opinion of.the State 
Director, to warrant the requirement 
of Public Liability Insurance and 
Property Damage Insurance, or either 
of them, al] reference to.the insurance 
not required may be deleted from Par- 
agraph 6 (b) of the Construction Reg- 
ulations chapter, of such proposed con- 
tract. The desired types of insurance 
and amounts of coverage to be re- 
quired shall be inserted in the appro- 
priate blank or blanks in Paragraph 
6 thereof prior to publication of the 
advertisement for bids. 


6. Execution of Documents.—Every 
contract and surety bond or other 
document guaranteeing performance 
of contracts shall provide that the 
document shall not be effective until 
it has been approved as to final ex- 
ecution by the State Director. 


7. Commencement of Construction. 
—Work shall be commenced as early 
as possible after funds are available 
and shall thereafter be continued: to 
completion with all practicable dis- 
patch in an efficient. and economical 
manner, The commencement of work 
prior to the receipt of a bond pay- 
ment in the case where the Govern- 
ment has offered to make a loan shall 
not in any way obligate the Govern- 
ment to purchase any Bonds. 


8. Professional Services.—Contracts 
for architectural, engineering, or legal 
services shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Director as to 
form, substance, execution, and 
amount payable thereunder. 


9. Extra or change orders.—Except 
in an emergency, when work must be 
commenced immediately mo extra 
or. change order will be consider- 
ed in the cost of the Project 
unless the order shall have been 


approved by the Admnnistrator or 
his authorized agent prior to its 
issuance if the amount thereof is in 
excess of 10 percent of the amount of 
the contract, nor unless similarly ap- 
proved by the State Director if the 
order is in a lesser amount. All extra 
or change orders which constitute a 
substantial change in the contract 
must have the consent of the surety, 
unless the surety has waived in writ- 
ing its right to notification of such 
extras or changes, ` 


10. Force Account.—In the event 
that the applicant requests and is 
granted permission by the State Di- 
rector, or is required by the Adminis- 
trator, to, construct the whole or any 
part of the Project on force-account 
basis, that is, directly by the applicant 
rather than by contract, all work so 
performed shall be done in accord- 
ance with all the following rules and 
regulations designated “Construction 
Regulations,” with the following ex- 
ceptions; ` 


(a) With the consent of the Works 
Progress Administrator or the State 
Works Progress Administrator, all 
persons to be employed on the Pro- 
ject need not be employed through the 
United States Employment Service. 


(b) Employees .of the applicant 
may be paid in accordance with Civil 
Service or other statutory or charter 
provisions without regard to any rates 
which may be written into a construc- 
tion contract for work on the Project 
under Paragraphs 4 (a). 


(c) Paragraphs 6 (b), 11 (b), (c), 
and (d), 12, 15, 16, 17, and 18 do not 
apply. 


[CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS 


The following rules and regulations 
shall be incorported verbatim as a 
separate chapter in all contracts (ex- 
cept sub-contracts) foe work to be 
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performed at the site of any project 
financed in whole or in part by the 
Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works under the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935: 


1. Employment Services and Labor 
Preferences.—With respect to all per- 
sons employed on projects,’ except as 
otherwise’ provided in Regulation 
No. 2: 


(a) ‘Such persons shall be referred 
for assignment to such work by 
the United States Employment 
Services, and 


Preference in employment shall 
be given to persons from the 
public relief rolls, and, except 
with the specific authorization 
of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, at least 90 percent of 
the persons employed on any 
project? shall have been taken 
from the public relief rolls: 


(b) 


Provided, however, that, expressly sub- 
ject to the requirement of sub-division 
(b), the supervisory, administrative, 
and highly skilled workers on the pro- 
ject,’ as defined, in the specifications,’ 
need not be so referred by the United 
States Employment Service. 


2. Qualifications for Employment. 
—(a) No persons currently serving 
sentence to a penal or correctional in- 
stitution shall be employed on the pro- 
ject.’ 


(b) No person under the age of six- 
teen (16) years, and on one whose age 
or physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to 
his health or safety, or the health or 
safety of others may be employed on 
the project.1. This paragraph shall not 
be construed to operate against the 
employment of physically handicap- 
ped persons, otherwise employable, 
where such persons may be safely as- 
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signed to work which they can ably 
perform. 


(c) Except as specifically provided 
above, workers who are qualitied by 
training and experience and certified 
for work on the project by the Um ted 
States Employment Service shall not 
be discriminated against on any 
grounds whatsoever. The contractor 
may dismiss any employee not quali- 
fied to perform the work for which he 
has been referred, subject to disap- 
proval by the Owner. 


(d) Employees shall have the right 
to organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint, or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such represent- 
atives or in self organization or in 
other concerted, activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining or other 
mutual aid or protection. No em- 
ployee and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required as a con- 
dition of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain f:om 
joining, organizing, or assisting; a 
labor organization of his own choos- 
ing. 


3. Hours of Work.—(a) Except in 
case of Emergency: 


The term “project” or “projects” 
as here used means the portion of the 
project covered by this contract. 


? Exception relates only to em- 
ployees of the Owner. Regulation No. 
2 is Executive Order No. 7060, ap- 
proved by the President June 5, 1985. 


? The term “specifications” as here 
used means any one of the contract 
documents. 
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(1) The maximum hours of work 
for manual labor shall be 8 
hours per day and 130 hours 
per month. On projects located 
at points so remote and inacces- 
sible that camps or floating 
plants are necessary, the maxi- 
mum hours of work for manual 
labor shall be 8 hours per day 
and 40 hours per week. 


(2) The maximum hours of work 
for cooks, camp assistants, and 
clerical and other nonmanual 
employees such as watchmen, 


policemen, and messengers, 
shall be 8 hours per day and 40 
hours per week. 


(8) Administrative and supervisory 
employees, including executive 
employees, timekeepers, and 
storekeepers, who perform in a 
work-week not more than 15 
hours of manual labor (or, in 
case the project is being con- 
structed on a 40-hour week 
basis, not more than 20 hours) 
shall not be subject to any lim- 
itation of hours of work. 


(4) Wherever practicable, the con- 
tractor shall perform the work 
in at least double shifts of 
labor, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this contract. The con- 
tractor shall not knowingly em- 
ploy under this contract any 
person engaged in any other 
gainful occupation whose week- 
ly hours of labor on such occu- 
pation, together with his hours 
of labor on the project, exceed 
the limitations of hours pre- 
seribed for employees of his 
classification under this con- 
tract. 


(b) Nothing in these regulations is 
intended to authorize hours or days of 
work in excess of the limitations of 
any applicable law or regulation. 


4. Wages and Pay Rolls.—(a) 
There shall be paid each employee en- 
gaged in the trade or occupation listed 
below not less than the hourly wage 
rate set opposite the same, namely: 


Trade or Hourly wage 
occupation rate 


If after the award of this contract 
it becomes necessary to employ any 
person in a trade or occupation not 
herein listed, such person shall be 
paid not less than such hourly rate of 
wage, fairly comparable to the above 
rates, as shall be approved by the State 
Director, and such minimum wage 
rate shall be retroactive to the time of 
the initial employment of such per- 
son in such trade or occupation. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by 
law, claims or disputes pertaining to 
the classification of labor under this 
contract shall be decided by the Own- 
er, subject to the right of final review 
by the State Director whose decision 
shall be binding ow all parties con- 
cerned. 


(c) All employees shall be paid in 
full, at least once each week within 3 
days after the close of the pay-roll 
period, in lawful money of the United 
States, unless otherwise authorized in 


writing by the State Director: Pro- 
vided, however, that this paragraph 
shall not be construed to prohibit de- 
ductions required by law and collec- 
tion of obligations by legal process. 


(d) A clearly legible statement of 
the minimum wage rate to be paid 
each trade and occupation employed 
under this contract and of the author- 
ized deductions therefrom, if any, 
shall be posted by the contractor in a 
prominent and easily accessible place 
at the site of the work. 


(e) The contractor and each sub- 
contractor shall prepare the pay rolls 
upon forms to be prescribed and in ac- 
cordance with instructions to be fur- 
nished by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. Not later than the day fol- 
lowing the payment of the wages a 
certified legible copy of each pay roll, 
whether paid. by the contractor of any 
subcontractor, shall be transmitted by 
the contractor to such office as may be 
designated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. The contractor and each 
subcontractor shall submit reports at 
such times and on such forms as may 
be required by the Works Progress 
Administration, covering purchases of, 
and requisitions for, materials, to- 
gether with such other information as 
may be required to determine the 
progress and status of the completion 
of the work on the project. Such pay 
rolls shall be sworn to in accordance 
with the “Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called Kick-back Statute,” 
issued jointly by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the In- 
terior on January 12, 1985, a copy of 
which is herein elsewhere set forth. 


5. Accicent Prevention.—Precau- 
tion shall be exercised at all times for 
the protection of persons and prop- 
erty. The safety provisions of applic- 
able laws, building and construction 
codes shall be observed. Machinery 
and equipment and other hazards shall 
be guarded in accordance with the 
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safety provisions of the Manua o:? 
Accident Prevention in Construction, 
published by the Associated Genera. 
Contractors of America, to the exten: 
that such provisions are not inconsist- 
ent with applicable law or regulation. 


6. Insurance.—The contractor shall 
not commence work under this con- 
tract until he has obtained all irsur- 
ance required under this paragrap 
and such insurance has been approvel 
by the Owner and the State Director, 
nor shall the contractor allow any sukt- 
contractor to commence work on his 
subcontract until all similar insurance 
required of the subcontractor has 
been so obtained and approved. 


(a) Compensation Insurance.-Tre 
contractor shall take out and maintain 
during the life of this contract ade- 
quate Workmen’s Compensation Wn- 
surance for all his employees employ- 
ed at the site of the project and, :n 
case any work is sublet, the contractor 
shall require the subcontractor sirailar- 
ly to provide Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance for the latter’s era- 
ployees, unless such employees are 
covered by the protection afforded by 
the contractor. In case any class of 
employees engaged in hazardous work 
under the contract at the site cf tie 
project is not protected unde: tie 
Workmen’s Compensation statute, or 
in case there is no applicable Work- 
men’s Compensatior: statute, the ccn- 
tractor shall provide, and shall cavse 


each subcontractor to provide,............ 


for the protection of his employees 
not otherwise protected. 


(b) Public Liability and Prope:ty 
Damage Insurance-—The contractor 
shall take out and maintain dur.ng 
the life of this contract such Public 
Liability and Property Damage insur- 
ance as shall protect him and any sub- 
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contractor performmg work covered 
by this contract, from claims for dam- 
ages for personal injury, including 
wrongful death, 
claims for property damages, which 
may arise from operations under this 
contract, whether such operations þe 
by himself or by any subcontractor or 
anyone directly or indirectly employed 
by either of them. The amounts of 
such insurance shall be as follows: 
Public Liability Insurance in an 
amount not less than $ 
for injuries, including wrongful 
death, to any one person, and, 
subject to the same limit for each 
person, in an amount not less 
than $ Lo , on ac- 
count of one accident, and Prop- 
erty Damage Insurance in an 
amount not less than $ 


Provided, however, that the Owner, 
with the approval of the State Direc- 
tor, may accept insurance covering 
a subcontractor in character and 
amounts less than the standard re- 
quirements set forth under this sub- 
paragraph (b) where such standard 
requirements appear excessive because 
of the character or extent of the work 
to be performed by such subcontrac- 
tor. 


(c) The following special hazards 
shall be covered by rider or riders to 
the policy or policies required under 
subparagraph (b) hereof or by separ- 
ate policies of insurance in amounts 
as follows: 


7. Materials.—(a) Domestic.—In 
the performance of this contract the 
contractor, subconstractors, material- 
men, or suppliers shall use only such 
unmanufactured articles, materials, 
and supplies as have been mined or 
produced m the United States, and 


as well as from. 
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only such manufactured articles, ma- 
terials, and supplies as have been 
manufactured in the United States 
substantially all from articles, ma- 
terials, or supplies mined, produced, 
or manufactured, as the case may be, 
in the United States, except, unless 
otherwise required by law, foreign | 
materials, articles, or supplies may be 
purchased if the foreign materials, 
articles, or supplies are lower in cost 
after the following differentials are 
applied in favor of domestic articles, 
materials, or supplies: 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
is $100 or less, a differential of 
100% will apply; 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
exceeds $100, but is less than 
$10,000, a differential of 25% will 


apply; 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
is $10,000 or more, a differential 
of 15% will apply. 


(b) Convict Made.——No materials 
manufactured or produced in a penal 
or correctional institution shall be 
used on or incorporated in the project, 
unless required by law. 


8. Inspection.—(a) The Adminis- 
trator, through his authorized agents, 
and the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, through its authorized agents, 
shall have the right to inspect all 
work and materials, shall have access 
to all pay rolls, records of personnel, 
invoices of material, and all other data 
and records relevant to the perform- 
ance of this contract. 


(b) Facilities shall be provided as 
set forth in the specification for the 
use of the Government Inspector. 


9. Construction Reports.—The con- 
tractor shall submit to the Owner 
schedules of the cost of labor, costs 
and quantities of materials and other 


items, supported as to correctness by 
such evidence as, and in such form as, 
the Administrator through his author- 
ized agents may require. Submission 
-f this information shall be a condi- 
tion precedent to any payment under 
this contract. In addition to any rec- 
words herein required, the following 
records, on forms to be furnished bv 
the Public Works Administration, are 
required: 


(1) Detailed Estimate 
“break-down”). 


(Contract 


(2) Construction Schedule (Chart 
of Contemplated Progress). 


(3) Periodical Estimates for Par- 
tial Payment. 


10. Department of Labor Reports. 
—tThe contractor and each sub-con- 
tractor shall report to the United 
States Department of Labor monthly, 
within five days after the close of 
each calendar month upon forms to be 
prescribed, and in accordance with in- 
structions to be furnished, by the 
United States Department of Labor, 
covering the number of persons on 
their respective pay rolls directly con- 
nected with the project, the aggregate 
amounts of such pay rolls and the 
the man-hours worked, and an item- 
ized statement of the total expendi- 
tures for materials. The contractor 
shall also furnish to the United States 
Department of Labor the names and 
addresses of all subcontractors on the 
work at the earliest date practicable. 


11. Payments.—(a)} The contractor 
‘shall provide all labor, services, ma- 
terials, and equipment necessary to 
perform and complete the work under 
this contract. Except as otherwise 
approved by the Owner and State Di- 
rector, the contractor (1) shall pay 
for in full all transportation and util- 
ity services on or before the 20th 
day of the month following the cal- 
endar month in which such services 
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are rendered, and (2) shall pay for all 
materials, tools, and other expendible 
equipment, to the extent of 90 percent 
of the cost thereof, on or before the 
20th day of the month following the 
calendar month in which such ma- 
terials, tools, and equipment are de- 
livered to the Project, and the halence 
of the cost within 30 days after com- 
pletion of that part of the work in or 
on which such materials, tools, and 
other equipment are incorporated or 
used. 


(b) In the absence of other provi- 
sions in this contract more favorable 
to the subcontractor, the contra:tor 
shall pay each subcontractor, wishin 
five days after each payment made to 
the contractor, the amount allowed 
the contractor for and on account: of 
the work performed by the subron- 
tractor, to the extent of the subcon- 
tractor’s interest therein. 


(c) Within the first 15 days of each 
calendar month the Owner will make 
partial payment to the contractor for 
work performed during the preceding 
calendar month on estimate certified 
by the contractor, the Owner, and the 
Government Inspector. Except as 
otherwise provided by law, 10 percent 
of each approved estimate shal. be re- 
tained by the Owner until final com- 
pletion and acceptance of all work 
covered by this contract, prov.ded 
that at any time after 50 per cent of 
the work covered by this contract has 
been completed, if progress satisfac- 
tory to the Owner and the Govern- 
ment Inspector is being made in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this von- 
tract, subsequent approved estimates 
will be paid in full unless otherwise 
provided in this contract 


(d) Compliance with the provisions 
of subparagraphs (a) and (b) of this 
paragraph in a condition precedent to 
partial payment under subparagraph 
(c) hereof. 
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12. Wage Claims and Adjustments. 
—In cases of underpayment of wages, 
the Owner will withhold from the con- 
tractor out of payments due an 
amount sufficient to pay persons em- 
ployed on the work covered by this 
contract the difference between the 
wages required to be, paid under this 
contract and the wages actually paid 
such employees for the total number 
of hours worked. The amounts with- 
held shall be disbursed by the Owner, 
for and on account of the contractor, 
to the respective employees to whom 
they are due. 


13. Signs.—The ° contractor shall 


furnish signs bearing the legend: 


“Federal Works Project No........... 
Public Works Administration” 


as required in the specifications and 
shall erect the same at such locations 
as may be designated by the Govern- 
ment Inspector. 


14. Observance of Rules.—All rea- 
sonable requirements which the Ad- 
ministrator or his authorizea agents 
may make toward the effectuation of 
the matters covered in these Construc- 
tion Regulations shall be observed in 
the performance of the work. 


15. Subcontracts.—-(a) The con- 
tractor shall perform, directly and 
without subcontracting, not less than 
25 percent of the construction, to be 
caleulated on the basis of the total 
contract price. No part of this con- 
tract shall be sublet without the ap- 
proval of the Owner and the State Di- 
rector. 


(b) If the contractor shall sublet 
any part of this contract, the contrac- 
tor shall be as fully responsible to the 
Owner for the acts and omissions of 
his subcontractor and of the persons 
either directly or indirectly employed 
by his subcontractor, as he is for the 
acts and omissions of persons directly 
employed by himself. 
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(c) Paragraphs 1 to 5 inclusive, 7 
to 10 inclusive, 11 (a) and (b), 14, 18, 
19, 20, the Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called “Kick Back Statute” 
and the penalty clauses set forth in - 
Section 9 of the Act and Section 35 of 
the Criminal Code, as amended, shall 
be inserted verbatim in all construc- 
tion subcontracts under this contract. 


16. Assignment of Contract.—The 
contractor shall not assign this con- 
tract or any part hereof without the 
approval of the Owner and State Di- 
rector, nor without the consent of 
surety unless the surety has waived 
its right to notice of assignment. - 


17. Termination for Breach.—In 
the event that any of the provisions 
of- this contract are violated by the 
contractor or by any of his subcon- 
tractors, the Owner may, subject to 
the approval of the State Director, 
and shall, upon request of the Ad- 
ministrator, serve written notice upon 
the contractor and the surety of its in- 
tention to terminate such contract, 
such notices to contain the rea- 
sons for such intention to term- 
inate the contract, and unless 
within 10 days after the serving of 
such notice upon the contractor such 
violation shall cease and satisfactory 
arrangement for correction be made, 
the contract shall, upon the expiration 
of said 10 days, cease and terminate. 
In the event of any such termination, 
the Owner shall immediately serve 
notice thereof upon the surety and the 
contractor, and the surety shall have 
the right to take over and perform the 
contract, provided however, that if the 
surety does not commence perform- | 
ance thereof within 30 days from the 
date of the mailing to such surety of 
notice of termination, the Owner may 
take over the work and prosecute the 
same to completion by contract for the 
account and at the expense.of the con- 
tractor, and the contractor and his 
surety shall be liable to the Owner for 
any excess cost occasioned the Owner 


thereby, and in such event the Owner 
may take possession of and utilize in 
completing the work, such materials, 
appliances, and plant as may be on the 
site of the work and necessary there- 
for, 


18. Priority of Construction Regu- 
lations.—Any provisions of this con- 
tract in conflict or inconsistent with 
the requirements of these Regulations, 
except such provisions as are required 
by applicable law or regulation, shall 
be void to the extent of such conflict 
or inconsistency. 


19. Definitions—The following 
terms as used in this contract are re- 
spectively defined as follows:

“Emergency”; A temporary unfor- 
seen occurrence or combination of cir- 
cumstances which endangers life or 
property and calls for immediate ac- 
tion or remedy. l 


“Material”: Materials incorporated

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in the project, or used or consumed in 
the performance of tae work. 


“Subcontractor”: A person, firm, cr 
corporation supplying labor and ma- 
terials or labor for work at the site 
of the project. 


“Work at Site of Project”: Work 1o 
be performed, including work normal- 
ly done, on the location of the project. 


20. Paragraphs 1, 2(a), (b) ard

REGULATIONS ISSUED PURSIJ- 
ANT TO SO-CALLED “KICK-BACK 
STATUTE” 


Pursuant to the provsiions of Pub- 
lic Act No. 324, Seventy-third Con- 
gress, approved June 13, 1934 (48 
Stat. 948), concerning rates of pay 
for labor, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Secretary of the Interior 
hereby jointly promulgate the follow- 
ing regulations: 

Section 1. Said Act to read as 
follows; 


To effectuate the purpose of certain 
statutes concerning rates of pay 
for labor, by making it unlawi‘ul 
to prevent anyone from receiving 


compensation contracted for 
thereunder, and for other pur- 
poses, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That whoever shall 
induce any person employed in the 
construction, prosecution, or com- 
pletion of any public building, pub- 
lie work, or building or work fi- 
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nanced in whole or in part by loans 
or grants from the United States, 
or in the repair thereof to give up 
any part of the compensation to 
which he is entitled under his con- 
tract of employment, by force, in- 
timidation, threat of procuring dis- 
missal from such employment, or by 
any other manner whatsoever, shall 
be fined not more than $5,000, or 
imprisoned not more than five 
years, or both. 


Sec. 2. To aid in the enforcement 
of the above section, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Interior jointly shall make 
reasonable regulations for contrac- 
tors or subcontractors on any such 
building or work, including a pro- 
vision that each contractor and sub- 
contractor shall furnish weekly a 
Sworn affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid each employee during 
the preceding week. 


Section 2. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion, prosecution, or completion of any 
building or work of the United States 
or of any building or work financed 
in whole or in part by loans or grants 
from the United States, in in the re- 
pair thereof, shall furnish each week 
an affidavit with respect to the wages 
paid each employee during the preced- 
ing week. Said affiidavit shall be in 
the following form:

Section 3. Said affidavit shall be. 


executed and sworn to by the officer 
of employee of the contractor or sub- 
contractor who supervises the pay- 
ment of its employees. 


Said affidavit shall be delivered, 
within three days after the payment 
of the pay roll to which it is attached, 
to the Government representative in 
charge at the site of the particular 
project ın respect of which ıt is fur- 


nished, who shall forward the same 
promptly to the Federal agency hav- 
ing control of such project. If no 
Government representative is in 
charge at the site, such affidavit shail 
be mailed within such three-day per- 
iod to the Federal agency having con- 
trol of the project. 


Section 4. At the time upon which 
the first affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid to employees is required 
to be filed by a contractor or subcon- 
tractor pursuant to the requirements 
of these regulations, there shall also 
be filed in the manner required by 
Section 3 hereof a statement under 
oath by the contractor or subcontrac- 
tor, setting forth the name of its of- 
ficer or employee who supervises the 
payment of employees, and that such 
officer or employee is in a position to 
have full knowledge of the facts set 
forth in the form of affidavit required 
by Section 2 heerof. A similar affi- 
davit shall be immediately filed in the 
event of a change in the officer or 
employee who supervises the payment 
of employees. In the event that the 
contractor or subcontractor is a cor- 
poration, such affidavit shall be ev- 
ecuted by its president or a vice-presi- 
dent. In the event that the contractor 
or subcontractor is a partnership, such 
affidavit shall be executed by a mem- 
ber of the firm. 


Section 5. These regulations shall 
be made a part of each contract ex- 
ecuted after the effective date hereof 
by the Government for any of the 
purposes enumerated in Section 2 
hereof. . 


Section 6. These regulations shall 
become effective on January 15, 1985. 


The clause in the pay roll affidavit 
which reads “* * * that the attached 
pay roll is a true and accurate report 
of the full weekly wages due and paid 
to each person employed by the said 
contractor * * * js construed by 
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the Public Works Administration to 
mean: 


(a) Wages due are the wages 
earned during the pay period by 
each person employed by the cor- 
tractor, less any deductions required 
by law. 


(b) At the time of signing the 
affidavit, the wages due each eni- 
ployee have either been paidi tc hin 
in full or are being held subject tio 
claim by him. 


(c) Such unpaid wages wil le 
paid in full on demand of the em- 
ployee entitled to receive them. 


The clause “* * * that no rebates 
or deductions from any wages due any 
such person as set out on the attached 
pay roll have been directly or indirect- 
ly made” does not apply to any legiti- 
mate deductions mentioned above 
which enter into the computation of 
full weekly wages due. 


The “Regulations Issued Pursua.it 
to So-called Kickback Statute” shell 
not be construed to prohibit deductions 
required by law or duductions for 
health, sickness, unemploymen:, or 
other similar benefits voluntarily a1- 
thorized by permanent employees f 
equipment suppliers engaged. in instal- 
lation of the equipment at the site f

\J PENALTY 


Section 9 of the Emergency Reli2f 
Appropriation Act of 1935, reads as 
follows: 


“Any person who knowingly and 
with intent to defraud the United 
States makes any false statement in 
connection with any application for 
any project, employment, or relief 
aid under the provisions of this joiat 
resolution, or diverts, or attempts 
to divert, or assists in diverting 


@ 
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for the benefit of any person or per- 
sons not entitled thereto, any 
moneys appropriated by this joint 
resolution, or any services or real 
or personal property acquired there- 
under, or who knowingly, by means 
of any fraud, force, threat, intimi- 
dation, or boycott, deprives any 
person of any of the benefits to 
which he may be entitled under the 
provisions of this joint resolution, 
„or attempts so to do, or assists in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $2,000 or imprisoned not 
more than 1 year, or both.” 


Section 35 of the Criminal Code, as 
amended, provides a penalty of not 
more than $10,000 or imprisonment of 
not more than 10 years, or. both, for 
knowingly and willfully making or 
causing to be made “any false or

I. GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Prerequisites to Government’s 
Obligation.—The United States of 
America (hereinafter called the “Gov- 
ernment”) shall be under no obliga- 
tion to the applicant to take up and 
pay for any bonds which it offers to 
purchaser (hereinafter called the 


_ “Bonds”) or to make any grant: 


(a) Representations.—If any repre- 
sentation made by the applicant in its 
application or in any supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, or in 
any document submitted to the Gov- 
ernment by the applicant shall be 
found by the Federal Emergency Ad- 


‘ministrator of Public Works (herein- 


after called the “Administrator’) to 
be ineorrect or incomplete in any ma- 
terial respect; 


(b) Financial Condition.—If, in the 
judgment of the Administrator, the 
financial condition of the applicant 
shall have changed unfavorably in a 
material degree from its condition as 
theretofore represented to the Govern- 
ment; 


(ce) Cost of Project—If the Ad- 
ministrator shall not be satisfied that 
the applicant will be able to complete 
the project described in the Govern- 


ment’s offer (herinafter referred to 
as the “Project’’) for the sum allotted 
by the Government, or that the appli- 
cant will be able to obtain in a man- 
ner satisfactory to the Administrator, 
any funds which, in addition to such 
sum, the Administrator shall estimate 
to be necessary to complete the Pro- 
ject; . 


(d) Legal Matters——lHf the Admin- 
istrator shall not be satisfied as ic all 
legal matters affecting the applica- 
tion, the Project and the construction 
thereof, the grant, the loan, and the 
transcript of the proceedings auther- 
izing the issuance of the Bonds which 
shall be furnished by the applicant; 
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(e) Governor’s Letter.—If the Gov- 
ernor of the State in which the appli- 
cant is located shall not write a letter 
to the Administrator stating that if, 
in the judgment of the. Administrator, 
it may be advisable to enact legisla- 
tion to empower the applicant to is- 
sue Bonds or to remedy any defects, 
illegalities or irregularities in the pro- 
ceedings of the applicant relative 
thereto or to validate the same, said 
Governor will recommend and co- 
operate in the enactment of such leg- 
islation. 


2. Expenses.—The Government 
shall be under no obligation to pay 
any costs, charges, or expenses incid- 
ent to compliance with any of the 
duties or obligations of the applicant, 
including, without limiting the gener- 
ality of the foregoing, the cost of pre- 
paring, executing, and delivering any 
Bonds, and any legal, engineering, and 
accounting costs, charges or expenses 
incurred by or on behalf of the ap- 
plicant. 


3. Interest of Member of Congress. 
—No Member of or Delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of 
America shall be admitted to any — 


share or part of any agreement or 
contract made by the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of 
the Project or to any benefit arising 
from any such agreement or contract. 


4, Bonus or Commission.—The ap- 
plicant shall not pay any bonus or 
commission for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an approval of the application. 


‘5, Information.—The applicant 
shall furnish the Government with all 
such information and data as the Ad- 
ministrator may request as to the con- 
struction, cost, and progress of the 
work. The applicant shall also fur- 
nish the- Government, and any pur- 
chaser from the Government of 25 per 
cent of the Bonds, with such financial! 
statements and other information and 


data relating to the applicant as the 
Administrator or any such purchaser 
may at any time reasonably require. 


6. Bond Circular.—The applicant 
shall furnish all such information in 
proper form for the preparation of a 
bond circular and shall take all such 
steps as the Government or any pur- 
chaser or purchasers from the Gov- 
ernment of not less than 25 percent of 
the Bonds may reasonably require to 
aid in the sale by the Government or 
any such purchaser or purchasers of 
any or all of the Bonds. 


7. Advance Grant.—At any time 
after the acceptance by the applicant 
of an offer from the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of a 
Project by a loan and grant, the ap- 
plicant may request an advance on 
account of the grant of not exceeding 
15 percent of the previously approved 
estimated cost of the Project. ‘This 
advance grant may be used for pay- 
ing architectural, engineering and 
planning fees, costs of surveys, bor- 
ings, and other preliminary investi- 
gations, costs of preparation of plans, 
specifications, and other forms of 
proposed contract documents, and 
costs of advertisements for bids for 
contracts and the printing of the 
Bonds, but not in payment for the ac- 
quisition of lands, easements, or 
rights-of-way. The request for this 
advance grant must be accompanied 
by a signed certificate of purposes in 
which must appear in reasonable de- 
tail the purposes for which such ad- 
vance grant will be used. 


8. Payment for Bonds.—A requisi- 
tion requesting the Government to 
take up and pay for Bonds will be 
honored as soon as possible after such 
Bonds are ready for delivery, if the 
documents supporting such requisition 
are satisfactory to the Administrator. 
All the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for at one time in cases where 
the offer is to purchase Bonds in an 
aggregate principal amount of not 
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more than $1,000,000. In all other 
cases, the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for in more than one installment 
and each installment, insofar as pos- 
sible, shall be for an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of not less taan 
$1,000,000. 


9. Intermediate Grant Requisitions. 
—Simultaneously with the delivery of 
and payment for the Bonds by the 
Government or, where Bonds are 
taken up and paid for in more than 
one installment, simultaneously with 
the delivery of and payment for the 
final installment, if the applicant has 
so requisitioned and if such requisivion 
is accompanied by a signed certificate 
of purposes in which appear in rea- 
sonable detail the purposes for which 
the funds will be used, the Govern- 
ment will make a grant of an amount 


representing the difference between’ 


the advance grant and an amount 
equal to 25 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. When the Project shall be ap- 
proximately 70 per cent completed, as 
determined by the Administrator, the 
applicant may file its requisition for 
an additional grant in an amount 
equal to 10 percent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. 


The intermediate grant requisitions 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting such requisitions are satis- 
factory to the Administrator and 
work on the Project has progressed in 
accordance with the Rules and Regu- 
lations relating thereto. 


10. Final Grant Payment.—At any 
time after completing the Project, the 
applicant may file a requisition re- 
questing the remainder of the grant 
which, together with all previous pay- 
ments on account of such grant, shall 
be an amount equal to 45 percent of 
the cost of the Project upon comple- 
tion as determined by the Administra- 
tor, but not to exceed, in any event, 
the amount of the grant set forth in 
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the Government’s offer to make a loan 
and grant. The final grant requisition 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting it are satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator and work on the Project 
has progressed in accordance with 
the Rules and Regulations relating 
thereto. 


11. Construction Account.—The ap- 
plicant shall set up a separate account 
or accounts (herein collectively called 
the “Construction Account”) in a bank 
or banks which are members of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion and of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and which shall be satisfactory at 
all times to the Administrator. The 
applicant shall deposit in the Con- 
struction Account, promptly upon re- 
ceipt thereof, the advance grant, the 
intermediate grants, the proceeds 
from the sale of the Bonds (exclusive 
of accrued interest and an amount, if 
any, representing interest during con- 
struction), the final grant, and any 
other moneys which shal] be required 
in addition to the foregoing to pay the 
cost of constructing the Project. All 
accrued interest paid by the Govern- 


ment at the time of delivery of the. 


Bonds shall be paid into a separate 
account (herein called the “Bond 
Fund”). Payments for the construc- 
tion of the Project shall be made only 
from the Construction Account. 


12. Disbursement of Moneys in 
Construction Account.—Moneys in the 
Construction Account shall be expend- 
ed only for such purposes as shall 
have been previously specified ia a 
certificate of purposes filed with the 
Government and as shall have been 
approved by the Government. All 
moneys remaining in the Construction 
Account after all costs incurred in 
connection with the Project have been 
paid shall be-used, with the approval 
of the Administrator, either to repur- 
chase Bonds, if any of such Bonds are 
then held by the Government, or be 
transferred to the Bond Fund In the 
event of the repurchase of Bonds with 


funds remaining in the Construction 
Account, the Administrator reserves 
the right to determine which of the 
Bonds shall be available for repur- 
chase by the applicant. 


13. Use of Moneys in Bond Fund.— 
Moneys in the Bond Fund shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on and principal of Bonds. 


14. Insurance.—If, in the judg- 
ment of the Administrator, the pay- 
ment of the Bonds znd interest there- 
on is dependent, in whole or in major 
part, upon revenues to be derived 
from the Project or the system of 
which the Project is a part, the appli- 
cant shall carry insurance upon such 
completed Project or such system, of 
such types and in such amounts as 
shall be satisfactory to the Adminis- 
trator. 


1Y. CONSTRUCTION CONDITIONS 


1. Approval of Plans and Specifica- 
tions.—The applicant’ shall not ad- 
vertise for construction, material or 
equipment contracts, nor shall any 
work be undertaken on the Project, 
by contract or otherwise, until such 
proposed contract documents, includ- 
ing the plans and specifications, as 
the State Directoy may require, shall 
have been submitted to and approved 
by such officer. 


2. Wage Rates.—Minimum or other 


- wage rates required to be pre-deter- 


mined by State law or local ordinance 
shall be predetermined in accordance 
therewith, and. incorporated in the ap- 
propriate contract documents. In the 
absence of applicable law or ordi- 
mance, the applicant shall predeter- 


The term “applicant” as used in 
the “Construction Conditions” is syn- 
onymous with the term “Owner” as 
used in the “Construction Regula- 
tions.” 


mine minimum wage rates, in accord- 
ance with customary local rates, for 
all the trades and occupations to be 
employed on the Project, and sub- 
mit such rates to the State Director 
for approval before incorporating 
them in the appropriate contract 
documents. 


If, in the opinion of the State Di- 
rector, work of any specific type has 
generally been done under union con- 
ditions in the political sub-division in 
which the Projec’ is to be constructed, 
the State Director may disapprove 
any rate to be paid on such type of 
work, other than a rate predeter- 
mined under law or ordinance, if it is 
less than the present prevailing union 
rate. 


3. Construction by Contract.—If 
the Project is to be constructed under 


contract, the applicant shall commence 
advertising for bids as soon as prac- 
ticable after approval of the proposed 
contract documents, and every oppor- 
tunity shall be given for free, open, 
and competitive bidding. If, in the 
case where the Government has offer- 
ed to make a loan, the first bond requi- 
sition has not been honored prior to 
the time of the first advertisement 
for bids for any contract, the adver- 
tisement and the form of proposal 
shall provide that the award of the 
contract shall be conditioned upon 
funds being made available for such 
construction and upon the applicant 
having the right to hold the bids for 
a period of 60 days from the date of 
the opening thereof, unless otherwise 
required by law. 


Advertisements for bids for a con- 
tract or group of contracts shall be 
made once a week for two consecutive 
weeks in such newspapers or other 
publications as will insure adequate 
publicity, and shall require bids to be 
opened within a reasonable time after 
14 days from the date of first publica- 
tion, unless otherwise approved by 
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the State Director. Each contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as soon as practic- 
able after the opening of bids but not 
until the State Director shall have au- 
thorized the award: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the selection of materials 
and equipment, the applicant may, in 
the interest of standardization and ul- 
timate economy, request the State Di- 
rector to authorize an award of a con- 
tract to a responsible bidder other 
than the lowest and the State Director 
shall make such authorization in writ- 
ing if he deems it a proper economy. 


In determining the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, the following elements 
shall be considered: Whether the bid- 


der involved (a) maintains a perman- 
ent place of business; (b) has ade- 
quate plant equipment to do the work 
properly and expeditiously; (c) has a 
suitable financial status to meet obli- 
gations incident to the work; and (d) 
has appropriate technical experience. 


4. Performance Bond.—On all con- 
struction contracts, except as other- 
wise approved Ly the State Director, 
the applicant shall require a perform- 
ance bond in an amount equal to 100 
percent of the contract price condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance 
of the contract and upon the payment 
of all persons supplying labor and fur- 
nishing materials for the construction 
of the Project, except where it is re- 
quired by local law that protection for 
labor and materialmen be provided by 
a bond separate from the perform- 
ance bond. In the latter case, a per- 
formance bond in an amount equal 
to 100 per cent of the contract price 
supplemented by a separate labor and 
materialmen’s bond in an amount not 
less than 50 percent of the contract 
price will be required. Sur‘ties for 
performance of contracts shall be sub- 
mitted to the State Director for ap- 
proval prior to execution of the con- 
tracts. 
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5. Public Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance.—If the work to be 
performed under any proposed con- 
struction contract is not sufficiently 
hazardous, in the opinion of the State 
Director, to warrant the requirement 
of Public Liability Insurance and 
Property Damage Insurance, or either 
of them, all reference to the insurance 
not required may be deleted from Par- 
agraph 6 (b) of the Construction Reg- 
ulations chapter of such proposed con- 
tract. The desired types of insurance 
and amounts of coverage to be re- 
quired shall be inserted in the appro- 
priate blank or blanks in Paragraph 
6 thereof prior to publication of the 
advertisement for bids. 


6. Execution of Documents.—Every 
contract and surety bond or other 
document guaranteeing performance 
of contracts shall provide that the 
document shall not be effective until 
it has been approved ag to final ex- 
ecution by the State Director. 


7. Commencement of Construction. 
—Work shall be commenced as early 
as possible after funds are available 
and shall thereafter be ‘continued to 
completion with all practicable dis- 
patch in an efficient and. economical 
manner. The commencement of work 
prior to the receipt of a bond pay- 
ment in the case where the Govern- 
ment has offered to make a loan shall 
not in any way obligate the Govern- 
ment to purchase any Bonds. 


8. Professional Services.—Contracts 
for architectural, engineering, or legal 
services shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Director as to 
form, substance, execution, and 
amount payable thereunder. 


9. Extra or change orders.—Except 
in an emergency, when work must be 
commenced immediately no extra 
or change order will be consider- 
ed in the cost of the Project 
unless the order shall have been 


approved by the Administrator or 
his authorized agent prior to its 
issuance if the amount thereof is in 
excess of 10 percent of the amount of 
the contract; nor unless similarly ap- 
proved by the State Director if the 
order is in a lesser amount. All extra 
or change orders which constitute a 
substantial change in the contract 
must have the consent of the surety, 
unless the surety has waived in writ- 


_ing its right to notification of such 
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extras or changes. 


10. Force Account.—In the event 
that the applicant requests and is 
granted permission by the State Di- 
rector, or is required by the Adminis- 
trator, to construct the whole or any 
part of the Project on force-account 
basis, that is, directly by the applicant 
rather than by contract, all work so 
performed shall be done in accord- 
ance with all the following rules and 
regulations designated “Construction 
Regulations,” with the following ex- 
ceptions: 


(a) With the consent of the Works 
Progress Administrator or the State 
Works Progress Administrator, all 
persons to be employed on the Pro- 
ject need not be employed through the 
United States Employment Service. 


(b) Employees of the applicant 
may be paid in accordance with Civil 
Service or other statutory or charter 
provisions without regard to any rates 
which may be written into a construc- 
tion contract for work on the Project 
under Paragraphs 4 (a). i 


(c) Paragraphs 6 (b), 11 (b), (c), 
and (d), 12, 15, 16, 17, and 18 do not 
apply. 


CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS 


The following rules and regulations 
shall be incorported verbatim as a 
separate chapter in all contracts (ex- 
cept sub-contracts) for work to be 


performed at the site of any project 
financed in whole or in part by the 
Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works under the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935: 


1. Empleyment Services and Labor 
Preferences.-_With respect to all per- 
sons employed on projects,’ except as 
otherwise? provided in Regulation 
No. 2: 


(a) Such persons shall be referred 
for assignment to such work by 
the United States Employment 
Services, and 


Preference in employment shall 
be given to perscns from the 
public relief rolls, and, except 
with the specific authorization 
of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, at least 90 percent of 
the persons employed on any 
project? shall have been taken 
from the public relief rolls: 


(b) 


Provided, however, that, expressly sub- 
ject to the requirement of sub-division 
(b), the supervisory, administrative, 
and highly skilled workers on the pro- 
ject; as defined in the specifications,’ 
need not be so referred by the United 
States Employment Service. 


2. Qualifications for Employment. 
—(a) No persons currently serving 
sentence to a penal or correctional in- 
stitution shal] be employed on the pro- 
ject.’ 


(b) No person under the age of six- 
teen (16) years, and no one whose age 
or physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to 
his health or safety, or the health or 
safety of others may be employed on 
the project’ This paragraph shall not 
be construed to operate against the 
employment of physically handicap- 
ped persons, otherwise employable, 
where such persons may be safely as- 
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signed to work which they cen ably 
perform. 


(c) Except as specifically provided 
above, workers who are qualified by 
training and experience and. certified 
for work on the project by the United 
States Employment Service shall not 
be discriminated against on any 
grounds whatsoever. The contractor 
may dismiss any employee not quali- 
fied to perform the work for which he 
has been referred, subject te disap- 
proval by the Owner. 


(d) Employees shall have the right 
to organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint, or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such represent- 
atives or in self organization or in 
other concerted, activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining or other 
mutual zid or protection. No em- 
ployee and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required as a con- 
dition of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain from 
joining, organizing, or assisting a 
labor organization of his own choos- 
ing. 


3. Hours of Work.—(a) Except in 
case of Emergency: 


! The term “project” or “projects” 
as here used means the portion of the 
project covered by this contract. 


? Exception relates only to em- 
ployees of the Owner. Regulation No. 
2 is Executive Order No. 7(60, ap- 
proved by the President June 5, 1935. 


°? The term “specifications” as here 
used means any one of the contract 
documents, 
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(1) The maximum hours of work 
for manual labor shall be 8 
hours per day and 130 hours 
per month. On projects located 
at points so remote and inacces- 
sible that camps or floating 
plants are necessary, the maxi- 
mum hours of work for manual 
labor shall be 8 hours per day 
and 40 hours per week. 


(2) The maximum hours of work 
- for cooks, camp assistants, and 
clerical and other nonmanual 
employees such as watchmen, 


policemen, and messengers, 
shall be 8 hours per day and 40 
hours per week. 


(3) Administrative and supervisory 
employees, including executive 
employees, timekeepers, and 
storekeepers, who perform in a 
work-week not more than 15 
hours of manual labor (or, in 
case the project is being con- 
structed on a 40-hour week 
basis, not more than 20 hours) 
shall not be subject to any lim- 
itation of hours of work. 


(4) Wherever practicable, the con- 
tractor shall perform the work 
in at least double shifts of 
labor, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this contract. The con- 
tractor shall not knowingly em- 
ploy under this contract any 
person engaged in any other 
gainful occupation whose week- 
ly hours of labor on such occu- 
pation, together with his hours 
of labor on the project, exceed 
the limitations of hours pre- 
scribed for employees of his 
classification under this con- 
tract. 


(b) Nothing in these regulations is 
intended to authorize hours or days of 
work in excess of the limitations of 
any applicable law or regulation.

4. Wages and Pay _Rolls.—(a) 
There shall be paid each employee en- 
gaged in the trade or occupation listed 
below not less than the hourly wage 
rate set opposite the same, namely:

If after the award of this contract 
it becomes necessary to employ any 
person in a trade or occupation not 
herein listed, such person shall be 
paid not less than such hourly rate of 
wage, fairly comparable to the above 
rates, as shall be approved by the State 
Director, and such minimum wage 
rate shall be retroactive to the time of 
the initial employment of such per- 
son in such trade or occupation. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by 
law, claims or disputes pertaining to 
the classification of labor under this 
contract shall be decided by the Own- 
er, subject to the right of final review 
by the State Director whose decision 
shall be binding om all parties con- 
cerned. 


(c) All employees shall be paid in 
full, at least once each week within 3 
days after the close of the pay-roll 
period, in lawful money of the United 
States, unless otherwise authorized in 


writing by the State Director: Pro- 
vided, however, that this paragraph 
shall not be construed to prohibit de- 
ductions required by law and collec- 
tion of obligations by legal process. 


(d) A clearly legible statement of 
the minimum wage rate to be paid 
each trade and occupation employed 
under this contract and of the author- 
jzed deductions therefrom, if any, 
shall be posted by the contractor in a 
prominent and easily accessible place 
at the site of the work. 


(e) The contractor and each sub- 
contractor shall prepare the pay rolls 
upon forms to be prescribed and in ac- 
cordance with instructions to be fur- 
nished by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. Not later than the day fol- 
lowing the payment of the wages a 
certified legible copy of each pay roll, 
whether paid by the contractor of any 
subcontractor, shall be transmitted by 
the contractor to such office as may be 
designated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. The contractor and each 
subcontractor shall submit reports at 
such times and om such forms as may 
be required by the Works Progress 
Administration, covering purchases of, 
and requisitions for, materials, to- 
gether with such other information as 
may be required to determine the 
progress and status of the completion 
of the work on the project. Such pay 
rolls shall be sworn to in accordance 
with the “Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called Kick-back Statute,” 
issued jointly by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the In- 
terior on January 12, 1985, a copy of 
which is herein elsewhere set forth. 


5. Accident Prevention.—Precau- 
tion shall be exercised at all times for 
the protection of persons and prop- 
erty. The safety provisions of applic- 
able laws, building and construction 
codes shall be observed. Machinery 
and equipment and other hazards shall 
be guarded in accordance with the 
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safety provisions of the Manual of 
Accident Prevention in Construction, 
published by the Associated General 
Contractors of America, to the extent 
that such provisions are not inconsist- 
ent with applicable law or regulation. 


6. Insurance.—-The contractor shall 
not commence work under this con- 
tract until he has obtained all insur- 
ance required under this paragraph 
and such insurance has been approved 
by the Owner and the State Director, 
nor shall the contractor allow any sub- 
contractor to commence work or his 
subcontract until all similar insurance 
required of the subcontractor has 
been so obtained and approved. 


(a) Compensation Insurance.—The 
contractor shall take out and maintain 
during the life of this contract ade- 
quate Workmen’s Compensation In- 
surance for all his employees employ- 
ed at the site of the project and, in 
case any work is sublet, the contractor 
shall require the subcontractor similar- 
ly to provide Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance for the latter’s em- 
ployees, unless such employees are 
covered by the protection afforded by 
the contractor. In case any class of 
employees engaged in hazardous work 
under the contract at the site of the 
project is not protected under the 
Workmen’s Compensation statute, or 
in case there is no applicable Work- 
men’s Compensation statute, the con- 
tractor shall provide, and shall cause 


each subcontractor to provide,............ 


for the protection of his employees 
not otherwise protected. 


(b) Publice Liability and Prcperty 
Damage Insurance.—The contractor 
shall take out and maintain curing 
the life of this contract such Public 
Liability and Property Damage insur- 
ance as shall protect him and any sub- 
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contractor performing work covered 
by this contract, from claims for dam- 
ages for personal injury, including 
wrongful death, as well as from 
claims for property damages, -which 
may arise from operations under this 
contract, whether such operations be 
by himself or by any subcontractor or 
anyone directly or indirectly employed 
by either of them. The amounts of 
‘such insurance shall be as follows: 
Public Liability Insurance in an 
amount not less than $ 
for injuries, including wrongful 
death, to any one person, and, 
subject to the same limit for each 
person, in an amount not less 
than $ , on ac-

To aid in the enforcement 
of the above section, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Interior jointly shall make 
reasonable regulations for contrac- 
tors or subcontractors on any such 
building or work, including a pro- 
vision that each contractor and sub- 
contractor shall furnish weekly a 
Sworn affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid each employee during 
the preceding week. 


Section 2. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion, prosecution, or completion of any 
building or work of the United States 
or of any building or work financed 
in whole or in part by loans or grants 
from the United States, in the re- 
pair thereof, shall furnish each week 
an affidavit with respect to the wages 
paid each employee during the preced- 
ing week.

(c) Such unpaid wages will be 
paid in full on demand of the em- 
ployee entitled to receive them. 


The clause “* * * that no revates

\} PENALTY 


Section 9 of the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1935, reads as 
follows: 


“Any person who knowingly and 
with intent to defraud the United 
States makes any false statement in 
connection with any application for 
any project, employment, or relief 
aid under the provisions of this joint 
resolution, or diverts, or attempts 
to divert, or assists in diverting 
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for the benefit of any person or per- 
sons not entitled thereto, any 
moneys appropriated by this joint 
resolution, or any services or real 
or personal property acquired there- 
under, or who knowingly, by means 
of any fraud, force, threat, intimi- 
dation, or boycott, deprives any 
person of any of the benefits to 
which he may be entitled under the 
provisions of this joint resolution, 
or attempts so to do, or assists in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $2,000 or imprisoned not 
more than 1 year, or both.” 


Section 85 of the Criminal Code, as

Mr. Reilly: Other than the five 
corners on Thirteenth Avenue, all 
property owners are here objecting, 
and they are most vitally interested. 
It won’t affect the property owners on 
Littleton Avenue but very little, but if 
will affect the property owners on 
Thirteenth Avenue. They are restric- 
ted against all kinds of business, even 
apartment houses. 


Mayor Elienstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? 


Commissionr Duffy: I made a mo- 
tion and nobody would second it. Go 
ahead and make a motion. 


I desire to be consistent with my ac- 
tions in the past, so far as permitting 
business in a residential zone, so I will 
move non-concurrence in the action of 
the Zoning Board. 


Commissioner Franklin: I will sec- 
ond the motion.

rence in the action of the Zoning 
Board will signify by saying aye; con- 
trary no; the Clerk will call the roll.

be of fireproof construction as defined 
in Section 301 of The Local Bond Act. 
The maximum amount of money to be 
raised for said purpose by the issuance 
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of said bonds is $1,700,000. Not more 
than $300,000.00 of said sum may be 
used, to pay interest on obligations, 
whether temporary or permanert, is- 
sued to finance the cost of said build- 
ing or buildings, or to pay engineer- 
ing and inspection costs and legel ex- 
penses, or to pay the cost of the issu- 
ance of said obligations, as provided 
in Section 602 of The Local Bond Act. 


Section 2. The said bonds shell be 
dated December 1, 1935, and shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding six 
per centum (6%) per annum. 


Section 8. It is hereby determined 
that the period of usefulness of the 
building or buildings for the financing 
of which said bonds are to be issued 
is forty years, computed from the date 
of said boncs.

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 


son who desires to be heard on this- 


ordinance? — 


Mr. William Hamilton Osborne, Jr.: 
Gentlemen, I represent the Ridge 
Street Parent Teachers Association. 


‘I want to call to your attention the 


fact that at the present time the pro- 
visions for schooling in this City are 
so inadequate that some step must be 
taken. The Board of Edueation fig- 
ures point, out, in 1925 there was an 
“enrollment of 7,700 pupils and a ca- 
pacity in the high schools of 5,500. 
In 1933, when the last high school was 
put into commission, there was an en- 
rollment of 15,000 and. a capacity of 
9,000. In February of this year, 17,- 
000 pupils were enrolled in the high 
schools. 


We do not want at this time to give 
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luxurious quarters to the students, 
but it is necessary to give them a seat 
and to give them the ability to learn 
the rudiments of education that the 
high schools provide. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition to this ordinance? 


Mr. Fred Harries, Executive Secre- 
tary, Broad Street Association: Mr. 
Mayor and ‘Commissioners, I have a 
resolution here, sir, but it embraces 
both issues, the City Hospital and the 
high school. Shall I read it? 


l Mayor Ellenstein; You can have the 
City Clerk read it if you want to. 


The City Clerk then read the reso- 
lution as follows: 


WHEREAS, A Special Committee 
of this Association on May 20, 1932, 
submitted a comprehensive report 
which was adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the Association and þul- 
letined to members, which report in 
part was as follows; 


LY our Committee hopes the 
Broad Street Association instead of 
jumping at any hasty conclusions or 
meting out ill-considéred criticism 
and, censure upon our municipal of- 
` ficers, will go about its own share in 
the deliberate effort that must be 
made to prevent repetition of past 
mistakes. We earnestly recommend 
that the Association immediately in- 
augurate and consistently follow the 
practice of obtaining early reports 
` of all ordinances and proposed or- 
dinances ‘involving appropriations 
for new undertakings, projects or 
commitments by the City or for the ` 
continuation of services that may 
possibly be better dispensed with. 
Such reports, we hope, will be 
promptly studied by the Directors 
and the proper committee; called 
to the attention of the the member- 


ship; and made the subject of such 
comment as may seem best; to the 
end that the voice and influence of 
this Association shall be heard and 
felt at the opportune moment, 
rather than after the event. And 
finally, we express the hope that the 
Association itself, in its considera- 
tion of future municipal proposals 
for spending or borrowing, will be 
found always on the side of con- 
servatism, prudence and economy, 
not allowing itself to forget the les- 
sons in the past,” and 


WHEREAS members of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of New- 
ark are now contemplating the issu- 
ance of additional bonds, the proceeds 
of which are to be used to pay for a 
new City Hospital and a new Public 
High School, and 


WHEREAS this contemplated bond 
issue will increase the bonded debt of 
the City of Newark and raise the tax 
rate of the City, and, 


WHEREAS the essential need for 
the immediate construction of a new 
Hospital and a new High School has 
not been reasonably demonstrated, 
and 


WHEREAS no conclusive evidence 
has been produced to prove that the 
present City Hospital cannot be suc- 
cessfully altered and renovated to 
meet sound requirements, all reason- 
able conditions of safety and service, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RE- 
SOLVED, That the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Broad Street Associa- 
tion record itself as opposed to the in- 
auguration, at this time, of any pro- 
gram of expenditures for a new City 
Hospital or a new Public High School, 
or the issuance of bonds to meet such 
expenditures, on the ground that no 
immediate need for such rebuilding 
has been proven and that such expend- 
itures will unwarrantably increase the 
bonded indebtedness of the City with 
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a resultant increase in an already 
burdensome tax rate, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that 
a copy of this resolution be presented 
to the Board of Cemmissioners of the 
City of Newark and to each member 
thereof and to the City Clerk.

Mayor Ellenstein: Mr. Harries, I do 
not know whether you speak officially 
for the Broad Street Association, but 
it was always my impression that the 
Broad Street Association was inter- 
ested in the growth of the City. Of 
course, you are not one of the Di- 
rectors, you are the executive secre- 
tary. 


Mr. Harries: Right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It is too bad some 
of the Directors are not here. 


But I would ask you this question: 
If you were going to move to the City 
of Newark, if you had a family who 
required secondary school ecucation, 
and you found instead of a class room 
with a capacity of forty, it was neces- 
sary to have seventy-five or eighty, 
and that you could find better high 
school facilities in Irvington or Belle- 
ville or one of the other municipalities 
surrounding this City, then I would 
ask you, where would you reside, would 
you reside in the City of Newark or 
would ou reside in one of tne other 
municipalities? That is a fair ques- 
tion. 


Mr. Harries: Mr. Mayor, that is an 
unfair question to put to me, because 
I am only a medium. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I do not want to 
place you in any embarrassing posi- 
tion, But the City Clerk will be in- 
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structed to write to the Broad Street 
Association that the Board of Com- 
missioners has thoroughly considered 
these projects. 


And even during the wave of econ- 
omies in the last legislature, they 
recognized the fact that education was 
an absolutely necessary function and 
placed that in a separate category al- 
together from all other public im- 
provements generally. The bond is- 
sue of the City of Newark for school 
purposes is $19,000,000, and under the 
law as passed by the legislature last 
year the City of Newark could still 
spend $32,000,000 additional and be 
within the law. , 


Now, if it was within the contem- 
plation of the legislators, although 


they were impressed with the fact’ 


that economy must be practised, that 
public education is very important, 
and of paramount importance to every 
single City, certainly the addition of 
$1,117,000 that the City will contribute 
and receive forty-five per cent. from 
the government, which will not be 
available in the future, is not only a 
necessary thing but is good business 
policy. And I feel further, that I 
know that as a parent that I would go 
to extremes to permit my children to 
have a high school education, even if 
it jeopardized my credit position. And 
I would do more than that, I would 
even deprive myself of clothing and 
food. 


-And if the City is to progress in 
any way at all, you certainly have got 
to give the children, in an industrial 
city, made up of the cosmopolitan pop- 
ulation this city is, the opportunity to 
have a high school education. 


Now, if I do that for my own im- 
mediate family, I certainly owe a sim- 
ilar duty to every single child in the 
City. So, as far as the merits are 
concerned, the City Commission has 
thoroughly considered it, and if the 


City is to advanee we must have ample 
school facilities. 


Other than that, with all these ad- 
ditions there will be insufficient room 
for 4,000 pupils. As you will recall, 
the Board of Education first recom- 
mended that two high schools be built, 
and they have endeavored to use every 
possible economy and tried to get 
along with one high school and the 
alteration of these other high schools, 
increasing the facilities there. 


So I think perhaps the Broad Street 
Association has not been fully an- 
alytic of the true situation. We have 
a report from the Superintendent of 
Schools that there are more than 15,- 
000 enrolled in the high schools and 
they have a seating capacity of only 
eight thousand. Now, surely, any rea- 
sonable person would arrive at the 
conclusion that it is absolutely neces- 
sary that at least one high school be 
added, to the city. 


Commissioner Franklin: Just a 
word to convey to the Broad Street 
Association concerning the City Hos- 
pital. The grand jury of 1934, Decem- 
ber, made a presentment that some- 


thing must be done immediately with 
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respect to hospitalization at the City 
Hospital; and that a citizens’ commit- 
tee thereafter, in its report, said that 
to have the condition continue at the 
City Hospital was unthinkable. 


The estimates of reputable people, 
and people who have had experience 
in the renovation of hospitals and 


‘building hospitals, say it would cost, 


for an 850 bed hospital in renovation, 
$2,050,000, and it will cost the City of 
Newark, in order to obtain this new 
up-to-date, fireproof modern structure, 
$1,700,000, which is a couple of hun- 
dred thousand dollars less than it 
would cost us to renovate that build- 
ing for an 850 bed, hospital. And the 
consensus of opinion, as far as I have 
been able to determine from my long 


study of the situation, is that the City 
Hospital, when renovated would still 
be an old structure. 


I want to set you right on the in- 
crease in the tax rate. The $1,700,- 
000 that would be required to be ex- 
pended, and which must be expended 
in view of the demand and the indict- 
ment by the grand jury and other 
bodies, the $1,700,000 would be spread 
over a period of thirty years. The in- 
terest and amortization will average 
two-thirds of one point in the tax rate. 
In the first two years the interest 
alone must be paid, and thereafter 
amortization and interest. 


So that the maximum that would 
have to be paid would be slightly over 
one point graduated down to nothing, 
and that the average over a period of 
thirty years is two-thirds of a point 
in the tax rate, and less, in order to 
obtain a new City Hospital. And I 
stand ready to defend. two-thirds of a 
point in the tax rate of the City of 
Newark in order to get a City Hos- 
pital which has been a long felt want 
as far back as 1907 when a grand jury 
of that year said that the hospital was 
a fire hazard, and it still is a fire haz- 


ard. And the new City Hospital will 


only create an average of two-thirds 
of a point in the tax rate. 


And I can say the same thing for 
the schools, because I have studied 
that situation, and the amount of 
money involved in giving these new 
schools in this program, will create 
approximately the same increase in 
the tax rate of the City of Newark, 
an average of two-thirds of a point. 
So that those two items are not going 
to raise the tax to $4 this year or any 
other year. Those two items are go- 
ing to affect the tax rate two-thirds of 
one point. 


As far as the City Hospital is con- 
cerned, a great deal of it will be ab- 
sorbed in the lessening of the main- 
tenance expenditure, because of a 
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great deal of expense is going to be 
eliminated by bringing the out-patient 
department of the Health Department 
up to the City Hospital, thereby avoid- 
ing the necessity of hiring outside 
buildings around the Health Depart- 
ment in order to care for the vast 
amount of services that have to be 
taken care of over there. So that we 
may be able to save the tax rate even 
something less than two-thirds of one 
point by reason of the saving in main- 
tenance. 


And I wish you would convey that 
to the Broad Street Association. 


Mr. Harries: Mr. Mayor and Di- 
rector Frenklin, we are glad to have 
that information. And I am going to 
ask, sir, that I may have a transcript 
of what you gentlemen have said to 
put before the Directors. I know the 
bugaboo has been raised in the tax 
rate, but as you have so carefully ex- 
plained it, I think I should have a 
transcript of it to present to the Di- 
rectors. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want it 
sent directly to you, Mr. Harries? 


Mr. Harries: Yes, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein:; The City Clerk 
will see that that is done. 


Ir. Henry Green, Mr. A. J. Coz-

VA GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Prerequisites to Government’s 
Obligation—The United States of 
America (hereinafter called the “Gov- 
ernment”) shall be under no obliga- 
tion to the applicant to take up and 
pay for any bonds which it offers to 
purchaser (hereinafter called the 
“Bonds”) or to make any grant:

(a) Representations.—If any repre- 
sentation made by the applicant in its 
application or in any supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, or in 
any document submitted to the Gov- 
ernment by the applicant shall be 
found by the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works (herein- 
after called the “Administrator’’) to 
be incorrect or incomplete in any ma- 
terial respect; 


(b) Financial Condition—If, in the 
judgment of the Administrator, the 
financial condition of the applicant 
shall have changed unfavorably in a 
material degree from its condition as 
theretofore represented to the Govern- 
ment; ` 


(e) Cost of Project—If the Ad- 
ministrator shall not be satisfied that 
the applicant will be able to complete 
the project described in the Govern- 
ment’s offer (hereinafter referred to 
as the “Project”) for the sum allotted 
by the Government, or that the appli- 
cant will be able to obtain in a man. 
ner satisfactory to the Administrator, 
any funds which, in addition to such 
sum, the Administrator shall estimate 
to be necessary to complete the Pro- 
ject; 


(d) Legal Matters.—If the Admin- 
istrator shall not be satisfied as to all 
legal matters affecting the applica- 
tion, the Project and the construction 
thereof, the grant, the loan, and the 
transcript of the proceedings author- 
izing the issuance of the Bonds which 
shall be furnished by the applicant; 


(e) Governor’s Letter.—If the Gov- 
ernor of the State in which the appli- 
cant is located shall not write a letter 
to the Administrator stating that if, 
in the judgment of the Administrator, 
it may be advisable to enact legisla- 
tion to empower the applicant to is- 
sue Bonds or to remedy any defects, 
illegalities or irregularities in the pro- 
ceedings of the applicant relative 
thereto or to validate the same, said 


Governor will recommend and co- 
operate in the enactment of such leg- 
islation. 


2. Expenses.—The Government 
shall be under nc obligation to pay 
any costs, charges, or expenses incid- 
ent to compliance with any of the 
duties or obligations of the applicant, 
including, without limiting the gener- 
ality of the foregoing, the cost of pre- 
paring, executing, and delivering any 
Bonds, and any legal, engineering, and 
accounting costs, charges or expenses 
incurred by or on behalf of the ap- 
plicant. 


3. Interest of Member of Congress. 
—No Member of or Delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of 
America shall be admitted to any 
share or part of any agreement or 
contract made by the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of 
the Project or to any benefit arising 
from ‘any such agreement or contract. 


4. Bonus or Commission.—-The ap- 
plicant’ shall not pay any bonus or 
commission for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an approval of the applicavion. 


5. Information—The applicant 
shall furnish the Government with all 
such information and data as the Ad- 
ministrator may request as to the con- 
struction, cost, and progress of the 
work. The applicant shall also fur- 
nish the Government, and any pur- 
chaser from the Government of 25 per 
cent of the Bonds, with such financial 
statements and other information and 
data relating to the applicant as the 
Administrator or any such purchaser 
may at any time reasonably require. 


6. Bond Circular.—The applicant 
shall furnish all such information in 
proper form for the preparation of a 
bond circular and shall take all such 
steps as the Government or any pur- 
chaser or purchasers from the Gov- 
ernment of not less than 25 percent of 
the Bonds may reasonably recuire to 
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aid in the sale by the Government or 
any such purchaser or purchasers of 
any or all of the Bonds. 


7. Advance Grant—At any time 
after the acceptance by the applicant 
of an offer from the Government’ to 
aid in financing the construction of a 
Project by a loan and grant, the ap- 
plicant may request an advance on 
account of the grant of not exceeding 
15 percent of the previously approved 
estimated cost of the Project. This 
advance grant may be used for pay- 
ing architectural, engineering and 
planning fees, costs of surveys, bor- 
ings, and other preliminary investi- 
gations, costs of preparation of plans, 
specifications and other forms of 
proposed contract documents, and 
costs of advertisements for bids for 
contracts and the printing of the 
Bonds, but not in payment for the ac- 
quisition of lands, easements, or 
The request for this 
advance grant must be accompanied 
by a signed certificate of purposes in 
which must appear in reasonable de- 
tail the purposes for which such ad- 
vance grant will be used. 


8 Payment for Bonds.—A requisi- 
tion requesting the Government to 
take up and pay for Bonds will be 
honored as soon as possible after such 
Bonds are ready for delivery, if the 
documents supporting such requisition 
are satisfactory to.the Administrator. 
All the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for at one time in cases where 
the offer is to purchase Bonds in an 
aggregate principal amount -of not 
more than $1,000,000. In all other 
eases, the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for in more than one installment 
and each installment, insofar as pos- 
sible, shall be for an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of of not less than 
$1,000,000. 


9. Intermediate Grant Requisitions. 
—Simultaneously with the delivery of 
and payment for the Bonds by the 
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Government or, where Bonds are 
taken up and paid for in more than 
one installment, simultaneously with 
the delivery of and payment for the 
final installment, if the applicant has 
so requisitioned and.if such requisition 
is accompanied by a signed certificate 
of purposes in which appear in rea- 
sonable detail the purposes for which 
the funds will be used, the Govern- 
ment will make a grant of an amount 
representing the difference between 
the advance grant and an amount 
equal to 25 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the pro- 
ject. When the Project shall be ap- 
proximately 70 per cent completed, as 
determined by the Administrator, the 
applicant may file its requisition for 
an additional grant in an amount 
equal to 10 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. 


The intermediate grant requisitions 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting such requisitions are satis- 
factory to the Administrator and 
work on the Project has progressed in 
accordance with the Rules and Regu- 
lations relating thereto. 


10. Final Grant Payment.—At any. 
time after completing the Project, the 
applicant may file a requisition re- 
questing the remainder of the grant 
which, together with all previous pay- 
ments on account of such grant, shall 
be an amount equal to 45 per cent of 
the cost of the Project upon comple- 
tion as determined by the Administra- 
tor, but not to exceed, in any event, 
the amount of the grant set forth in 
the Government’s offer to make a loan 
and grant. The final grant requisition 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting it are satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator and work on the Project 
has progressed in accordance with 
the Rules and Regulations. relating 
thereto. 


11. Construction Account.—The ap- 


plicant shall set up a separate account 
or accounts (herein collectively called 
the “Construction Account”) in a bank 
or banks which are members of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion and of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and which shall be satisfactory at 
all times to the Administrator. The 
applicant shall deposit in the Con- 
struction Account, promptly upon re- 
ceipt thereof, the advance grant, the 
intermediate grants, and proceeds 
from the sale of the Bonds (exclusive 
of accrued interest and an amount, if 
any, representing interest during con- 
struction), the final grant, and any 
other moneys which shall be required 
in addition to the foregoing to pay the 
cost of constructing the Project. All 
accrued interest paid by the Govern- 
ment at the time of delivery of the 
Bonds shall be paid into the separate 
account (herein called the “Bond 
Fund”). Payments for the construc- 
tion of the Project shall be made only 
from the Construction Account. 


12. Disbursement of Moneys in 
Construction Account.—Moneys in the 
Construction Account shall be expend- 
ed only for such purposes as shall 
have been previously specified in a 
certificate of purposes filed with the 
Government and as shall have been 
approved by the Government. All 
moneys remaining in the Construction 
Account after all costs incurred in 
connection with the Project have been 
paid shall be used, with the approval 
of the Administrator, either to repur- 
chase Bonds, if any of such Bonds are 
then held by the Government, or be 
transferred to the Bond Fund. In the 
event of the repurchase of Bonds with 
funds remaining in the Construction 
Account, the Administrator reserves 
the right to determine which of the 
Bonds shall be available for repur- 
chase by the applicant. 


13. Use of Moneys in Bond Fund.— 
Moneys in the Bond Fund shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on and principal of Bonds. 


14. Insurance.—If, in the judg- 
ment of the Administrator, the pay- 
ment of the Bonds and interest there- 
on is dependent, in whole or in major 
part, upon revenues to be derived 
from the Project or the system of 
which the Project is a part, the appli- 
cant shall carry insurance upon such 
completed Project or such system, of 
such types and in such amounts as 
shall be satisfactory to the Adminis- 
trator. 


IM CONSTRUCTION CONDITIONS 


1. Approval of Plans and Specifica- 
tions.—The applicant’ shall not ad- 
vertise for construction, maverial or 
equipment contracts, nor shall any 
work be undertaken on the Project, 
by contract or otherwise, until such 
proposed contract documents, includ- 
ing the plans and specifications, as 
the State Director may require, shall 
have been submitted to and approved 
by such officer. 


2. Wage Rates._-Minimum or other 
wage rates required to be pre-deter- 
mined by State law or local ordinance 
shall be predetermined in accordance 
therewith, and incorporated in the ap- 
propriate contract documents, In the 
obsence of applicable law or ordi- 
nance, the applicant shall predeter- 
mine minimum wage rate, in accord- 
ance with customary local rates, for 
all the trades and occupations to be 
employed on the Project, end sub- 
mit such rates to the State Director 
for approval before incorporating 
them in the appropriate contract 
documents. 


If, in the opinion of the State Di- 


‘The term “applicant” as used in 
the “Construction Conditions” is syn- 
onymous with the term “Owner” as 
used in the “construction Regula- 
tions.” 
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rector, work of any specific type has 
generally been done under union con- 
ditions in the political sub-division in 
which the Project is to be constructed, 


the State Director may disapprove: 


any rate to be paid on such type of 
work, other than a rate predeter- 
mined under law or ordinance, if it is 
less than the present prevailing union 
rate. 


3. Construction by Contract.—If 
the Project is to be constructed under 
contract, the applicant shall commence 
advertising for bids as soon as prac- 
ticable after approval of the proposed 
contract documents, and every oppor- 
tunity shall be given for free, open, 
and competitive bidding. If. in the 
case where the Government has offer- 
ed to make a loan, the first bond requi- 
‘sition has not been honored. prior to 
the time of the first advertisement 
for bids for any contract, the adver- 
tisement and the form of proposal 
shall provide that the award of the 
contract shall be conditioned upon 
‘funds being made available for such 
construction and upon the applicant 
having the right to hold, the bids for 
a period of 60 days from the date of 
the opening thereof, unless otherwise 
‘required by law. 


Advertisements for bids for a con- 
tract or group of contracts shall be 
made one a week for two consecutive 
weeks in such newspapers or other 
publications as will insure adequate 
publicity, and shall require bids to be 
opened within a reasonable time after 
14 days from the date of first publica- 
tion, unless otherwise approved by 
the State Director. Each contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as soon as practic- 
able after the opening of bids but not 
until the State Director shall have au- 
thorized the award: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the selection of materials 
and. equipment, the applicant may, in 
the interest of standardization and ul- 
timate economy, request the State Di- 
rector to authorize an award of a con- 


tract to a responsible bidder other 
than the lowest and the State Director 
shall make such authorization in writ- 
ing if he deems it a proper economy. 
In determining the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, the following elements 
shall be considered: Whether the bid- 
der involved (a) maintains a perman- 
ent place of business; (b) has ade- 
quate plant equipment to do the work 
properly and expeditiously; (c) has a 
suitable financial status to meet obli- 
gations incident to the work; and (d) 
has appropriaae technical experience. 


4. Performance Bond.—On all con- 
struction contracts, except as other- 
wise approved by the State Director, 
the applicant shall require a perform- 
ance bond in an amount equal to 100 
per cent of the contract price condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance 
of the contract and upon the payment 
of all persons supplying labor and fur- 
nishing materials. for the construction 
of the Project, except where it is re- 
quired by loca] law that protection for 
labor and materialmen be provided by 
a bond separate from the perform- 
ance bond. In the latter case, a per- 
formance bond in an amount equal 
to 100 per cent of the contract price 
supplemented by a separate labor and 
materialmen’s bond in an amount not 
less than 50 per cent of the contract 
price will be required. Sureties for 
performance of contracts shall be sub- 
mitted to the State Director for ap- 
proval prior to execution of the con- 
tracts. 


5. Public Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance.—If the work to be 
performed under any proposed con- 
struction contract is not sufficiently 
hazardous, in the opinion of the State 
Director, to warrant the requirement 
of Public Liability Insurance and 
Property Damage Insurance, or either 
of them, all reference to the insurance 
not required may be deleted from Par- 
agraph 6 (b) of the Construction Reg- 
ulations chapter of such proposed con- 
tract. The desired types of insurance 
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and amounts of coverage to be re- 
quired, shall be inserted in the appro- 
priate blank or blanks in Paragraph 
6 thereof prior to publication of the 
advertisement for bids. 


6. Execution of Documents.—Every 
contract and surety bond or other 
document guaranteeing performance 
of contracts shail provide that the 
document shall not be effective until 
it has been approved as to final ex- 
ecution by the State Director. 


7. Commencement of Construction. 
—Work shall be commenced as early 
as possible after funds are available 
and shall thereafter be continued to 
-completion with all practicable dis- 
patch in an efficient and economical 
manner. The commencement of work 
prior to the receipt of a bond pay- 
ment in the case where the Govern- 
ment has offered to make a loan shall 
not in any way obligate the Govern- 
ment to purchase any Bonds. 


8. Professional Services.— Contracts 
for architectural, engineering, or legal 
services shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Director as to 
form, substance, execution, and 
amount payable thereunder. 


9. Extra or change orders.—Except 
in an emergency, when work must be 
commenced immediately no extra 


or change order will be consider- 
ed in the cost of the Project 
unless the order shall have been 
approved by the Administrator or 
his authorized agent prior to its 
issuance if the amount thereof is in 
excess of 10 per cent of the amount of 
the contract, nor unless similarly ap- 
proved by the State Director if the 
order is in a lesser amount. All extra 
or change orders which constitute a 
substantial change in the contract 
must have the consent of the surety, 
unless the surety has waived in writ- 
ing its right to notification of such 
extras or changes. 


10. Force Account.—In the event 
that the applicant requests and is 
granted permission by the State Di- 
rector, or is required by the Adminis- 


- trator, to construct the whole or any 


part of the Project on force-account 
basis, that is, directly by tne applicant 
rather than by contract, all work so 
performed shall be done in accord- 
ance with all the following rules and 
regulations designated “Construction 
Regulations,” with the following ex- 
ceptions: 


(a) With the consent of the Works 
Progress Administrator or the State 
Works Progress Administrator, all 
persons to be employed on the Pro- 
ject need not be employed through the 
United States Employment Service. 


(b) Employees of the applicant 
may be paid in accordance with Civil 
Service or other statutory or charter 
provisions without regard to any rates 
which may be written into a construc- 
tion contract for work on the Project 
under Paragraph 4 (a). 


(c) Paragraphs 6 (b), 11 (b), (c), 
and (d), 12, 15, 16, 17, and 18 do not 
apply. 


Ý CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS 


The following rules and regulations 
shall be incorporated verbatim as a 
separate chapter in all contracts (ex~- 
cept sub-contracts) for work to be 
performed at the site of any project 
financed in whole or in part by the 


Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works under the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935: 


1. Employment Services and Labor 
Preferences.—With respect to all per- 
sons employed on projects,’ except as 
otherwise? provided in Regulation 
No. 2: 
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(a) Such persons shall be referred 
for assignment to such work by 
the United States Employment 
Services, and . 


(b) Preference in employment shall 
be given to persons from the 
public relief rolls, and, except 
with the specific authorization 
.of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, at least 90 per cent of 
the persons employed on any 
project’ shal] have been taken 
from the public relief rolls: 


Provided, however, that, expressly sub- 
ject to the requirement of sub-division 
(b), the supervisory, administrative, 
and highly skilled workers on the pro- 
ject,’ as defined in the specifications,’ 
need not be so referred by the United 
States Employment Service. 


2. Qualifications for Employment. 
—(a) No persons currently serving 
sentence to a penal or correctional in- 
stitution shall be employed on the pro- 
ject.’ i 


(b) No person under the age of six- 
teen (16) years, and no one whose age 
or physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to 
his health or safety, or the health or 
safety of others may be employed on 
the project.’ This paragraph shall not 
be construed to operate against the 
employment of physically handicap- 
ped persons, otherwise employable, 
where such persons may be safely as- 
signed to work which they can ably 
perform. 


(c) Except as specifically provided 
above, workers who are qualified by 
training and experience and certified 
for work on the project by the United 
States Employment Service shall not 
be discriminated against on any 
grounds whatsoever. The contractor 
may dismiss any employee not qauli- 
fied to perform the work for which he 
has been referred, subject to disap- 
proval by the Owner.

-mutual aid or protection. 


(d) Employees shall have the right 
to organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint, or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such represent- 
atives or in self organization or in 
other concerted activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining or other 
No em- 
ployee and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required as a con- 
dition. of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain from 
joining, organizing, or assisting a 
labor organization of his own choos- 
ing. 


3. Hours of Work.—(a) Except in 
case of Emergency: 


(1) The maximum hours of work 
for manual labor shall be 3 
hours per day and 180 hours 
per month. On projects located 
at points so remote and inacces- 
sible that camps or floating 
plants are necessary, the maxi- 
mum hours of work for manual 
labor shall be 8 hours per day 
and 40 hours per week. 


(2) The maximum hours of work 
for cooks, camp assistants, and 
clerical and other nonmanual 
employees such as watchmen, 
policemen, and messengers, 
shall be 8 hours per day and 40 
hours per week. 


The term “project” or “projects” 
as here used means the portion of the 
project covered by this contract. 

"Exception relates only to em- 
polyees of the Owner. Regulation No. 
2 is Executive Order No. 7060, ap- 
proved by the President June 5, 1935. 

The term “specifications” as here 
used means any one of the contract 
documents. 


(3) Administrative and supervisory 
employees, including executive 
employees, timekeepers, and 
storekeepers, who perform in a 
work-week not more than 15 
hours of manual labor (or, in 
case the project is being con- 
structed on a 40-hour week 
basis, not more than 20 hours) 
shall not be subject to any lim- 
itation of hours of work. 


(4) Wherever practicable, the con- 
tractor shall perform the work 
in at least double shifts of 
labor, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this contract. The con- 
tractor shall not knowingly em- 
ploy under this contract any 
person engaged in any other 
gainful occupation whose week- 
ly hours of labor on such occu- 
pation, together with his hours 
of labor on the project, exceed 
the limitations of hours pre- 
scribed for employees of his 
classification under this con- 
tract. 


(b) Nothing in these regulations is 
‘intended to authorize hours or days of 
work in excess of the limitations of 
any applicable law or regulation. 


4. Wages and Pay Rolls.—(a) 
There shall be paid each employee en- 
gaged in the trade or occupation listed 
below not less than the hourly wage 
rate set opposite the same, namely: 


Trade or Hourly wage 
occupation rate 


If after the award of this contract 
it becomes necessary to employ any 
person in a trade or occupation not 
herein listed, such person shall be 
paid not less than such hourly rate of 
wage, fairly comparable to the above 
rates, as shall be approved by the State 
Director, and such minimum wage 
rate shall be retroactive to the time of 
the initial employment of such per- 
son in such trade or occupation. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by 
law, claims or disputes pertairing to 
the classification of labor under this 
contract snal] be decided by the Own- 
er, subject to the right of final review 
by the State Director whose decision 
shall be binding on all parties con- 
cerned. 


(c) All employees shall be paid in 
full, at least once each week within 3 
days after the close of the pay-roll 
period, in lawful money of the United 
States, unless otherwise authorized in 
writing by the State Director: Pro- 
vided, however, that this paragraph 
shall not be construed to prohibit de- 
ductions required by law and collec- 
tion of obligations by legal process. 


(d) A clearly legible statement of 
the minimum wage rate to be paid 
each trade and occupation employed 
under this contract and of the author- 
ized deductions therefrom, if any, 
shall be posted by the contractor in a 
prominent and easily accessible place 
at the site of the work. 


(e) The contractor and each sub- 
contractor shall prepare the pzy rolls 
upon forms to be prescribed and in ac- 
cordance with instructions to be fur- 
nished by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. Not later than the éay fol- 
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lowing the payment of the wages a’ 
certified legible copy of each pay roll, 
whether paid by the contractor of any 
subcontractor, shall be transmitted by 
the contractor to such office as may be 
designated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. The contractor and each 
subcontractor shall submit reports at 
such times and on such forms as may 
be required by the Works Progress 
Administration, covering purchases of, 
and requisitions for, materials, ` to- 
gether with such other information as 
may be required to determine the 
progress and status of the completion 
of the work on the project. Such pay 
rolls shall be sworn to in accordance 
with the “Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called Kick-back ‘Statute,” 
issued jointly by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the In- 
terior on January 12, 1935, a copy of 
which is herein elsewhere set forth. 


5 Accjdent Prevention.—Precau- 
tion shall þe exercised. at all times for 
the protection of persons and prop- 
erty. The safety provisions of applic-- 
able laws, building and construction 
codes shall be observed. Machinery 
and equipment and other hazards shall 
be guarded in accordance with the 
safety provisions of the Manual of 
Accident Prevention in Construction, 
published by the Associated General 
Contractors of America, to the extent 
that such provisions are not inconsist- 
ent with applicable law or regulation. 


6. Insurance.—-The contractor shall 
not commence work under this con- 
tract until he has obtained all insur- 
ance required under this paragraph 
and such insurance has been approved 
by the oOwner and the State Director, 
nor shall the contractor allow any sub- 
contractor to commence work on his 
subcontract until all similar insurance 
required of the subcontractor has 
been so obtained and approved. 


(a) Compensation Insurance.—The 
contractor shali take out and maintain 
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during the life of this contract ade- 
quate Workmen’s Compensation In- 
surance for-all his employees employ- 
ed at the site of the project and, in 
case any work is sublet, the contractor 


` shal) require the subcontractor similar- 


ly to provide Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance for the latter’s em- 
ployees, unless such employees are 
cevered by the protection afforded by 
the contractor. In case any class of 
employees engaged in hazardous work 
under the contract at the site of the 
project is not protected under the 
Workmen’s Compensation statute, or 
in case there is no applicable Work- 
men’s Compensation statute, the con- 


-tractor shall provide, and shall cause 


each subcontractor to provide;.............. 


for the protection of his employees 
not otherwise protected. 


(b) Publie Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance—The contractor 
shall take out and maintain during 
the life of this contract such Public 
Liability and Property Damage insur- 
ance as shall protect him and any sub- 
contractor performing work covered 
by this contract, from claims for dam- 
ages for personal injury, including 
wrongful death, as well as. from 
claims for property damages, which 
may arise from operations under this 
contract, whether such operations be 
by himself or by any subcontractor or 
anyone directly or indirectly employed 
by either of them. The amounts of. 
such insurance shall be as follows: 


Public Liability Insurance in an 
amount not less than $ 
for injuries, including wrongful 
death, to any one person, and, 
subject to the same limit for each 
person, in an amount not less 
than $ — , on ac- 
count of one accident, and Prop- 
erty Damage Insurance in an 
amount not less than $ .

10. Department of Labor Reports.

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States Department of Labor monthly, 
within five days after the close of 
each calendar month upon forms to be 
prescribed, and in accordance with in- 
structions to be furnished, by the 
United States Department of Labor, 
covering the number of persons on 
their respective pay rolls directly con- 
nected with the project, the aggregate 
amounts of such pay rolls and the 
man-hours worked, and an item- 
ized statement of the total expendi- 
tures for materials.

will be paid in full unless otherwise 
provided in this contract.’

12. Wage Claims and Adjustments. 
—In cases of underpayment of wages, 
the Owner will withhold from the con- 
tractor out of payments due an 
amount sufficient to pay persons em- 
ployed on the work covered by this 
contract the difference between the 
wages required to be paid under this:

17. Termination for Breach.—In 
the event that any of the provisions 
of this contract are violated by the 
contractor or by any of his subcon- 
tractors, the Owner may, subject to 
the approval of the State Director, 
and shall, upon request of the Ad- 


ministrator, serve written notice upon 
the contractor and the surety of its in- 
tention to terminate such contract, 
such notices to contain the rea- 
sons for such intention to term- 
inate the contract, and unless 
within 10 days after the serving of 
such notice upon the contractor such 
violation shall cease and satisfactory 
arrangement for correction be raade, 
the contract shall, upon the expiration 
of said 10 days, cease aad terminate.

- “Subcontractor”: A person, firm, or 
corporation supplying labor and ma- 
terials ọr labor for work at the site 
of the project.

missal from such employment,.or: by: 
any other manner whatsoever, shall 
be. fined not more than $5,000, or 
imprisoned not more than five: 
years, or both. 


Sec. 2. To aid in the enforcement. 
of the above section, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Interior jointly shall make 
reasonable regulations for contrac- 
tors or subcontractors on any such 
building or work, ineluding a pro- 
vision that each contractor and sub-- 
contractor shall furnish weekly a 
Sworn affidavit with respect to the: 
wages paid each employee during: 
the preceding week. 


Section 2. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion, prosecution, or completion of any 

uilding or work of the United States 
or of any building or work financed 
in whole or in part by loans or grants 
from the United States, in the re- 
pair thereof, shall furnish each week 
an affidavit with respect. to the wages 
paid each employee during the preced- 
ing week. Said affidavit shall be in 
the following form:

Said affidavit shall be delivered, 
within three days after the payment 
of the pay roll to which it is attached, 
to the Government representative in 
charge at the site of the particular 
project in respect of which it is fur- 
nished, who shall forward the same 
promptly to the Federal agency hav- 
ing control of such project. If no 
Government representative is in 
charge at the site, such affidavit shall 
be mailed within such three-day per- 
iod to the Federal agency having con- 
trol of the project. 


Section 4. At the time upon which 
the first affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid to employees is required 
to be filed by a contractor or subcon- 
tractor pursuant to the requirements 
of these regulations, there shall also 
be filed in the manner required by 
Section 3 hereof a statement under 
oath by the contractor or subeontrac- 
tor, setting forth the name of its of- 
ficer or employee who supervises the 
payment of employees, and that such 
officer or employee is in a position to 
have full knowledge of the facts set 
forth in the form of affidavit required 
by Section 2 hereof. A similar affi- 
davit shall be immediately filed in the 
event of a change in the officer or 
employee who supervises the payment 
of employees. In the event that the 
contractor or subcontractor is a cor- 
poration, such affidavit shall be ex-

ecuted by its president or a vice-presi- 
dent. In the event that the contractor 
or subcontractor is a partnership, such 
affidavit shall be executed by a mem- 
ber of the firm. 


Section 5. These regulations shall 
be made a part of each contract ex- 
ecuted after the effective date hereof 
by the Government for any of. the 
purposes enumerated in Section 2 
hereof. 


Section 6. These regulations shall 
become effective on January 15, 1935. 


The clause in the payroll affidavit 
which reads “* * * that the attached 
pay roll is a true and accurate report 
of the full weekly wages due and paid 
to each person employed by the said 
contractor * * *” is construed. by 
the Public Works Administration to 
mean: 


(a) Wages due are the wages 
earned during the pay period by 
each person employed by the con- 
tractor, less any deductions required 
by law. ` 


(b) At the time of signing the 
affidavit, the wages due each em- 
ployee have either been paid to him 
in full or are being held subject to 
claim by him. 


(c) Such unpaid wages will be 
paid in full on demand of the em- 
ployee entitled to receive them. 


The clause “* * * that no rebates 
or deductions from any wages due any 
such person as set out on the attached 
pay roll have been directly or indirect- 
ly made” does not apply tu any legiti- 
mate deductions mentioned above 
which enter into the computation of 
ful weekly wages due. 


The “Regulations Issued Pursuant 
to So-called Kickback Statute” shall 
not be construed to prohibit deductions 
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required by law or deductions for 
health, sickness, unemployment, or 
other similar benefits voluntarily au~- 
thorized by permanent employees of 
equipment suppliers, engaged in in- 
stallation of the equipment at the site 
of the project. 


/ PENALTY 


Section 9 of the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1935, reads as 
follows: 


“Any person who knowingly and 
with intent to defraud the United 
States makes any false statement in 
connection with any application for 
any project, employment, or relief 
aid under the provisions of this joint 
resolution, or diverts, or attempts 
to divert, or assists in diverting 
for the benefit of any person or per- 
sons not entitled thereto, any 
moneys appropriated by this joint 
resolution, or any services or real 
or personal property acquired there- 
under, or who knowingly, by means 
of any fraud, force, threat, intimi- 
dation, or boycott, deprives any 
person of any of the benefits to 
which he may be entitled under the 
provisions of this joint resolution, 
or attempts so to do, ar assists in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $2,000 or imprisoned not 
more than 1 year, or both.” 


Secton 35 of the Criminal Code, as 
amended, provides a penalty of not 
more than $10,000 or imprisonment of 
not more than 10 years, or both, for 
knowingly and willfully making or 
causing to be made “any false or 
fraudulent statements * * * or use 
or cause to be made or used any false 
*  * * account, claim, certificate, affi- 
davit, or deposition, knowing the same 
to contain any fraudulent or fictitious 
statement * * *” relating to any 
matter within the jurisdiction of

I. GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Prerequisites to Government’s 
Obligation—The United States of 
America (hereinafter called the “Gov- 
ernment”) shall be under no obliga- 
tion to the applicant to take up and 
pay for any bends which it offers to 
purchaser (hereinafter called the 
“Bonds”) or to make any grant: 


(a) Representations.—If any repre- 
sentation made by the applicant in its 
application or in any supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, or in 
any document submitted to the Gov- 
ernment by the applicant shall be 
found by the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works (herein- 
after called the “Administrator’) to 
be incorrect or incomplete in any ma- 
terial respect; 


(b) Financial Cordition.—If, in the 
judgment of the Administrator, the 
financial condition of the applicant 
shall have changed unfavorably in a 
material degree from its condition as 
theretofore represented to the Govern- 
ment;

(d) Legal Matters.—If the Admin-

(e) Governor’s Letter—If the Gov-

2. Expenses.—The Government 
shall be under no obligation to pay 
any costs, charges, or expenses incid- 
ent to compliance with any of the 
duties or obligations of the applicant, 
including, without limiting the gener- 
ality of the foregoing, the cost of pre- 
paring, executing, and delivering any 
Bonds, and any legal, engineering, and 
accounting costs, charges or expenses 
incurred by or on behalf of the ap- 
plicant. 


3. Interest of Member of Congress. 
—No Member of or Delegate to the 
Congress of the United States of 
America shall be admitted to any 
share or part of any agreement or 


contract made by the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of 
the Project or to any benefit arising 
from any such agreement or contract. 


4. Bonus or Commission.—The ap- 
plicant shall not pay any bonus or 
commissicn for the purpose of obtain- 
ing an approval of the application. 


5.  In‘formation—The applicant 
shall furnish the Government with all 
such information and data as the Ad- 
ministrator may request as to the con- 
struction, cost, and progress of the 
work. The applicant shall also fur- 
nish the Government, and any pur- 
chaser from the Government of 25 per 
cent of the Bonds, with such financia? 
statements and other information and 
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data relating to the applicant as the 
Administrator or any such purchaser 
may at any time reasonably require. 


6. Bond Circular.—The applicant 
shall furnish all such information in 
proper form for the preparation.of a 
bond circular and shall take all such 
steps as the Government or any pur- 
chaser or purchasers from the Gov- 
ernment of not less than 25 percent of 
the Bonds may reasonably require to 
aid in the sale by the Government or 
any such purchaser or purchasers of 
any or all of the Bonds. 


7. Advance Grant.—At any time 
after the acceptance by the applicant 
of an offer from the Government to 
aid in financing the construction of a 
Project by a loan and grant, the ap- 
plicant may request an advance on 
account of the grant of not exceeding 
15 percent of the previously approved 
estimated cost of the Project. ‘This 
advance grant may be used for pay- 
ing architectural, engineering and 
planning fees, costs of surveys, bor- 
ings, and other preliminary investi- 
gations, costs of preparation of. plans, 


. Specifications, and other forms of 


proposed contract documents, and 
costs of advertisements for bids for 
contracts and the printing of the 
Bonds, but not in payment for the ac- 
quisition of lands, easements, or 
rights-of-way. The request for this 
advance grant must be accompanied 
by a signed certificate of purposes in 
which must appear in reasonable de- 
tail the purposes for which such ad- 
vance grant will be used. 


8. Payment for Bonds.—A requisi- 
tion requesting the Government to 
take up and pay for Bonds will be 
honored as soon as possible after such 
Bonds are ready for delivery, if the 
documents supporting such requisition 
are satisfactory to the Administrator. 
All the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for at one time in cases where 
the offer is to purchase Bonds in an 
aggregate principal amount of not 
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more than $1,000,000. In all other 
cases, the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for in more than one installment 
and each installment, insofar as pos- 
sible, shall be for an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of not less than 
$1,000,000. 


9. Intermediate Grant Requisitions. 
—Simultaneously with the delivery of 
and payment for the Bonds by the 
Government or, where Bonds are 
taken up and paid for in more than 
one installment, simultaneously with 
the delivery of and payment for the 
final installment, if the applicant has 
so requisitioned and if such requisition 
is accompanied by a signed certificate 
of purposes in which appear in rea- 
sonable detail the purposes for which 
the funds will be used, the Govern- 
ment will make a grant‘of an amount 
representing the difference between 
the advance grant and an amount 
equal to. 25 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. When the Project shall be ap- 
proximately 70 per cent completed, as 
determined by the Administrator, the 
applicant may file its requisition for 
an additional grant in an amount 
equal to 10 percent of said previously 
approved estimated cost of the Pro- 
ject. 


The intermediate grant requisitions 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting such requisitions are satis- 
factory to the Administrator and 
work on the Project has progressed. in 
accordance with the Rules and Regu- 
lations relating thereto. 


10. Final Grant Payment.—At any 
time after completing the Project, the 
applicant may file a requisition re- 
questing the remainder of the grant 
which, together with all previous pay- 
ments on account of such grant, shall 
be an amount equal to 45 percent of 
the cost of the Project upon comple- 
tion as determined by the Administra- 
tor, but not to exceed, in any event, ` 
the amount of the grant set forth in 


the Government’s offer to make a loan 
and grant. The final grant requisition 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting it are satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator and work on the Project 
has progressed in accordance with 
the Rules and Regulations relating 
thereto. 


11. Construction Account.—The ap- 
plicant shall set up a separate account 
or accounts (herein collectively called 
the “Construction Account”) in a bank 
or banks which are members of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion and of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and which shall be satisfactory at 
all times to the Administrator. The 
applicant shali deposit in the Con- 
struction Account, promptly upon re- 
ceipt thereof, the advance grant, the 
intermediate grants, the proceeds 
from the sale of the Bonds (exclusive 
of accrued interest and an amount, if 
any, representing interest during con- 
struction), the final grant, and any 
other moneys which shall be required 
in addition to the foregoing to pay the 
cost of constructing the Project. All 
accrued interest paid by the Govern- 
ment at the time of delivery of the 
Bonds shall be paid into a separate 
account (herein called the “Bond 
Fund”). Payments for the construc- 
tion of the Project shall be made only 
from the Construction Account. 


12. Disbursement of Moneys in 
Construction Account.—Moneys in the 
Construction Account shall be expend- 
ed only for such purposes as shall 
have been previously specified in a 
certificate of purposes filed with the 
Government and as shall have been 
approved by the Government. All 
moneys remaining in tne Construction 
Account after al] costs incurred in 
connection with the Project have been 
paid shall be used, with the approval 
of the Administrator, either to repur- 
chase Bonds, if any of such Bonds are 
then held by the Government, or be 
transferred to the Bond Fund. In the 
event of the repurchase of Bonds with 


funds remaining in the Construction 
Account, the Administrator reserves 
the right to determine which of the 
Bonds shall be available for repur- 
chase by the applicant. 


13. Use of Moneys in Bond Fund. 
Moneys in the Bond Fund shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on and principal of Bonds. 


14. Insurance.—If, in the judg- 
ment of the Administrator, the pay- 
ment of the Bonds end interest there- 
on is dependent, in whole or in major 
part, upon revenues to be derived 
from the Project or the system of 
which the Project is a part, the appli- 
cant shall carry insurance upon such 
completed Project or such system, of 
such types and in such amounts as 
shall be satisfactory to the Adminis- 
trator. 


Il. CONSTRUCTION CONDITIONS 


1. Approval of Plans and Specifica- 
tions.—The applicant? shall not ad- 
vertise for construction, material or 
equipment contracts, nor shall any 
work be undertaken on the Project; 
by contract or otherwise, until such 
proposed contract documents, inelud- 
ing the plans and specifications, as 
the State Director may require, shall 
have been submitted to and approved 
by such officer. 


2. Wage Rates.—Minimum or other 
wage rates required to be pre-deter- 
mined by State law or local ordinance 
shall be predetermined in accordance 
therewith, and incorporated in the ap- 
propriate contract documents. In the 
absence of applicable law or ordi- 
nance, the applicant shall predeter- 


The term “applicant” as used in 
the “Construction Conditions” is syn- 
onymous with the term “Owner” as 
used in the “Construction Regula- 
tions.” 
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mine minimum wage rates, in accord- 
ance with customary local rates, for 
all the trades and occupations ta be 
employed on the Project, and sub- 
mit such rates to the State Director 
for approval before incorporating 
them in the appropriate contract 
documents. 


If, in the opinion of the State Di- 
rector, work: of any specific type has 
generally been done under union con- 
ditions in the political sub-division in 
which the Project is to be constructed, 
the State Director may disapprove 
any rate to be paid on such type of 
work, other than a rate predeter- 
mined under law or ordinance, if it is 
less than the present prevailing union 
rate. . 


3. Construction by Contract.—If 
the Project is to be constructed. under 


contract, the applicant shall commence 
advertising for bids as soon as prac- 
ticable after approval of the proposed 
contract documents, and every oppor- 
tunity shall be given for free, open, 
and competitive bidding. If, in the 
case where the Government has offer- 
ed to make a loan, the first bond requi- 
sition has not been honored prior to 
the time of the first advertisement 
for bids for any contract, the adver- 
tisement and the form of proposal 
shall provide that the award of the 
contract shall be conditioned upon 
funds being made available for such 
construction and upon the applicant 
having the right to hold the bids for 
a period of 60 days from the date of 
the opening thereof, unless otherwise 
required by law. 


Advertisements for bids for a con- 
tract or group of contracts shall be 
made once a week for two consecutive 
weeks in such newspapers or other 
publications as will insure adequate 
publicity, and shall require bids to he 
opened within a reasonable time after 
14 days from the date of first publica- 
tion, unless otherwise approved by 


the State Director. Each contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as soon as practic- 
able after the opening of bids but not 
until the State Director snall have au- 
thorized the award: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the selection of materials 
and equipment, the applicant may, in 
the interest of standardization and ul- 
timate economy, request the State Di- 
rector to authorize 'an award of a con- 
tract to a responsible bidder other 
than the lowest and the State Director 
shall make such authorization in writ- 
ing if he deems it a proper economy. 


In determining the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, the following elements 
shall be considered: Whether the bid- 
der involved (a) maintains a perman- 
ent place of business; (b) has ade- 
quate plant equipment to do the work 
properly and expeditiously; (e) has a 
suitable financial status to meet obli- 
gations incident to the work; and (d) 
has appropriate technical experience. 


4. Performance Bond.—On all con- 
struction contracts, except as other- 
wise approved by the State Director, 
the applicant shall require a perform- 
ance bond in an amount equal to 100 
percent of the contract price condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance 
of the contract and upon the payment 
of all persons supplying labor and fur- 
nishing materials for the construction 
of the Preject, except where it is re- 
quired by local law that protection for 
labor and materialmen be provided by 
a bond separate from the perform- 
ance bond. In the latter case, a per- 
formance bond in an amount equa! 
to 100 per cent of the contract price 
supplemented by a separate labor and 
materialmen’s bond in an amount not 
less than 50 percent of the contract 
price will be ‘required. Surities for 
performance of contracts shall be sub- 
mitted to the State Director for ap- 
prdval prior to execution of the con- 
tracts. 
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5. Public Liability and Property 


Damage Insurance.—If the work to be. 


performed, under any proposed con- 
struction contract is not sufficiently 
hazardous, in the opinion of the State 
Director, to warrant the requirement 
of Public Liability Insurance and 
Property Damage Insurance, or either 
of them, all reference to the insurance 
not required may be deleted from Par- 
agraph 6 (b) of the Construction Reg- 
ulations chapter of such proposed con- 
tract. The desired types of insurance 
and amounts of coverage to be re- 
quired shall be inserted in the appro- 
priate blank or blanks in Paragraph 
6 thereof prior to publication of the 
advertisement for bids. 


6. Execution of Documents.—Every 
contract and surety bond or other 
document guaranteeing performance 
of contracts shall provide that the 
document shall not be effective until 
it has been approved as to final ex- 
ecution by the State Director. 


7. Commencement of Construction. 
—Work shall be commenced as early 
as possible after funds are available 
and shal] thereafter be continued to 
completion with all practicable dis- 
patch in an efficient and economical 
manner. The commencement of work 
prior to the receipt of a bond pay- 
ment in the case where the Govern- 
ment has offered to make a loan shall 
not in any way obligate the Govern- 
ment to purchase any Bonds. 


8. Professional Services.—Contracts 
for architectural, engineering, or legal 
services shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Director as to 
form, substance, execution, and 
amount payable thereunder. 


9. Extra or change orders.—Except 


approved by the Administrato: or 
his authorized agent prior tc its 
issuance if the amount thereof is in 
excess of 10 percent of the amount of 
the contract, nor unless similarly ap- 
proved by the State Director if the 
order is in a lesser amount. All extra 
or change orders which constitute a 
substantial change in the contract 
must have the consent of the surety, 
unless the surety has waived in writ- 
ing its right to notification of such 
extras or changes. 


10. Force Account.—In the event 
that the applicant requests and is 
granted permission by the State Di- 
rector, or is required by the Adminis- 
trator, to. construct the whole or any 
part of the Project on force-account 
basis, that is, directly by the applicant 
rather than by contract, all work so 
performed shall be done in accord- 
ance with all the following rules and 
regulations designated “Construction 
Regulations,” with the following ex- 
ceptions; 


(a) With the consent of the Works 
Progress Administrator or the State 
Works Progress Administrator, all 
persons to be employed on the Pro- 
ject need not be employed through the 
United States Employment Service. 


(b) Employees of the applicant 
may be paid in accordance with Civil 
Service or other statutory or charter 
provisions without regard to any rates 
which may be written into a construc- 
tion contract for work on the Froject 
under Paragraphs 4 (a). 


(c) Paragraphs 6 (b), 11 (b), (c), 
and (d), 12, 15, 16, 17, and 18 do not 
apply.

(a) Such persons shall be referred 
for assignment to such work by 
the United States Employment 
Services, and 


. (b) Preference in employment shall 
be given to persons from the 
publie relief rolis, and, except 
with the specifie authorization 
.of the. Works. Progress Admin- 
istration, at least 90 percent of 
the .persons employed .on. any 
project’ shall have been taken 
from -the. public.-relief.. rolls: 


Provided, however, that, expressly sub- 
ject to the requirement of sub-division 
(b), the supervisory, administrative, 
and highly skilled workers on the pro- 
ject,’ as defined in the specifications,’ 
need not be so referred by the United 
States Employment Service. 


2. Qualifications for Employment. 
—(a) No .persons currently serving 
sentence to a penal or correctional in- 
stitution shall be employed on the pro- 
ject. . . 


. (b) No person under the age of six- 
teen (16) years, and no one whose age 
or. physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to 
his health or safety, or the health or 
safety of others may be employed on 
the project.’- This paragraph shall not 
be construed to operate against the 
employment of physically handicap- 
ped persons, otherwise employable, 
where such persons may be safely as- 


signed to work which they can ably 
perform. 


(c) Except as ‘specifically provided 
above, workers who are qualified by 
training and experience and certified 
for work on-the project by the United 
States Employment Service shall not 
be discriminated against on any 
grounds whatsoever. The contractor 
may dismiss any émployee not quali- 
fied to perform the work for which he 
has been referred, subject to disap- 
proval by the Owner.

*The term “specifications” as here 
used means any one of the contract 
documents, 
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(1) The maximum hours of work 
for manual labor shall be 8 
hours per day and 180 hours 
per month. On projects located 
at points so remote ard inacces- 
sible that camps or floating 
plants are necessary, the maxi- 
mum hours of work for manual 
labor shall be 8 hours per day 
and 40 hours per week. 


(2) The maximum hours of work 
for cooks, camp assistants, and 
clerical and other nonmanual 
employees such as watchmen, 
policemen, and messengers, 


shall be 8 hours per day and 40 
hours per week. 


(8) Administrative and supervisory 
employees, including executive 
employees, timekeepers, and 
storekeepers, who perform in a 
work-week not more than 15 
hours of manual labor (or, in 
case the project is being con- 
structed on a 40-hour week 
basis, not more than 20 hours) 
shall not be subject to any lim- 
itation of hours of work.

The con- 
tractor shall not knowingly em- 
ploy under this contract any 
person engaged in any other 
gainful occupation whose week- 
ly hours of labor on such occu- 
pation, together with his hours 
of labor on the project, exceed 
the limitations of hours pre- 
scribed for employees of his 
classification under this con- 
tract. 


(b) Nothing in these regulations is 
intended to authorize hours or days of 
work in excess of the limitations of 
any applicable law or regulation. 


4. Wages and Pay Rolls.—(a) 
There shail be paid each employee en- 
gaged in tae trade or occupatior. listed 
below not less than the hourly wage 
rate set opposite the same, namely:

If after the award of this contract 
it becomes necessary to employ any 
person in a trade or occupation not 
herein listed, such person shall be 
paid not less than such hourly rate of 
wage, fairly comparable to the above 
rates, as shall be approved by the State 
Director, and such minimum wage 
rate shall be retroactive to the time of 
the initia] employment of such per- 
son in such trade or occupation. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by 
law, claims or disputes pertaining to 
the classification of labor under this 
contract shall be decided by the Own- 
er, subject to the right of final review 
by the State Director whose decision 
shall be binding on all parties con- 
cerned. 


(c) All employees shall be paid in 
full, at least once each week within 3 
days after the close of the pay-roll 
period, in lawful money of the United 
States, unless otherwise authorized in 
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writing by the State Director: Pro- 
vided, however, that this paragraph 
shall not be construed to prohibit de- 
ductions required by law and collec- 
tion of obligations by legal process. 


(d) A clearly legible statement of 
the minimum wage rate to be paid 
each trade and occupation employed 
under this contract and of the author- 
ized deductions therefrom, if any, 
shall be posted by the contractor in a 
prominent and easily accessible place 
at the site of the work. 


(e) The contractor and each sub- 
contractor shall prepare the pay rolls 
upon forms to be prescribed and-in ac- 
cordance with instructions to be fur- 
nished by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. Not later than the day fol- 
lowing the payment of the wages a 
certified legible copy of each pay roll, 
whether paid by the contractor of any 
subcontractor, shall be transmitted by 
the contractor to such office as may be 
designated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. The contractor and each 
subcontractor shall submit reports at 
such times and on such forms as may 
be required by the Works Progress 
Administration, covering purchases of, 
and requisitions for, materials, to- 
gether with such other information as 
may be required to determine the 
progress and status of the completion 
of the work on the project. Such pay 
rolls shall be sworn to in accordance 
with the “Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called Kick-back Statute,” 
issued jointly by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the In- 
terior on January 12, 1935, a copy of 
which is herein elsewhere set forth. 


5. Accident Prevention.—Precau- 
tion shall be exercised at all times for 
the protection of persons and prop- 
erty. The safety provisions of applic- 
able laws, building and construction 
codes shall be observed. Machinery 
and equipment and other hazards shall 
be -guarded in accordance with the 
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safety provisions of the Manual of 
Accident Prevention in Construction, 
published by the Associated General 
Contractors of America, to the extent 


' that such provisions are not inconsist- 


ent with applicable law or regulation. 


6. Insurance.—The contractor shall 
not commence work under this con- 
tract until he has obtained all insur- 
ance required under this paragraph 
and such insurance has been approved 
by the Owner and the State Director, 
nor Shall the contractor allow any sub- 
contractor to commence work on his 
subcontract until all similar insurance 
required of the subcontractor has 
been so obtained and approved. 


. (a) Compensation Insurance.—The 
contractor shall take out and maintain 
during the life of this contract ade- 
quate Workmen’s Compensation In- 
surance for all his employees employ- 
ed at the site of the project and, in 
case any work is sublet, the contractor 
shall require the subcontractor similar- 
ly to provide Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance for the latter’s em- 
ployees, unless such employees are 
covered by the protection afforded by 
the contractor. In case any class of 
employees engaged in hazardous work 


-under the contract at the site of the 


project. is not protected under the 
Workmen’s Compensation statute, or 
in case there is no applicable Work- 
men’s Compensation statute, the con- 
tractor shall provide, and shall cause 


each subcontractor to provide,............ 


for the protection of his employees 
not otherwise protected. 


(b) Public Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance.—The contractor 
shall take out and maintain during 


. the life of this contract such Public 


Liability and Property Damage insur- 
ance as shall protect him and any sub- 


contractor performing work covered 
by this contract, from claims for dam- 
ages for personal injury, including 
wrongful death, as well as from 
claims for property damages, which 
may arise from operations under this 
contract, whether such operations be 
by himself or by any subcontractor or 
anyone directly or indirectly employed 
by either of them. The amounts of 
such insurance shall be as follows:

REGULATIONS ISSUED PURSU- 
ANT TO SO-CALLED “KICK-BACK 
STATUTE” 


Pursuant to the provsiions of Pub- 
lic Act No. 824, Seventy-third Con- 
gress, approved June 13, 1984 (48 
Stat. 948), concerning rates of pay 
for labor, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and the Secretary of the Interior 
hereby jointly promulgate the follow- 
ing regulations: 

Section 1. Said Act to read as 
follows: - 


To effectuate the purpose of certain 
statutes concerning rates of pay 
for labor, by making it unlawful 
to prevent anyone from receiving 
compensation contracted for 
thereunder, and for other pur- 
poses. . 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That whoever shall 
induce any person employed in the

be fined not more than $5,000, or 
imprisoned not more than five 
years, or both. 


Sec. 2. To aid in the enforcement 
of the above section, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Interior jointly shall make 
reasonable regulations for contrac- 
tors or subcontractors on any such 
building or work, including a pro- 
vision that each contractor and sub- 
contractor shall furnish weekly a 
Sworn affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid each employee during 
the preceding week. 


Section 2. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion, prosecution, or completion of any 
building or work of the United States 
or of any building or work financed 
in whole or in part by loans or grants 
from the United States, in the re- 
pair thereof, shall furnish each week 
an affidavit with respect to the wages 
paid each employee during the preced- 
ing week. Said affiidavit shall be in 
the following form:

Section 4. At the time upon which 
the first affiidavit with respect to the 
wages paid to employees is required 
to be filed by a contractor or subcon- 
tractor pursuant to the requirements 
of these regulations, there shall also 
be filed in the manner required by 
Section 3 hereof a statement under 
oath by the contractor or subcontrac- 
tor, setting forth the name of its of- 
ficer or employee who supervises the 
payment of employees, and that such 
officer or employee is in a position to 
have full knowledge of the facts set 
forth in the form of affidavit required 
by Section 2 hereof. A similar affi- 
davit shall be immediately filed in the 
event of a change in the officer or 
employee who supervises the payment 
of employees. In the event that the 
contractor or subcontractor ‘is a cor- 
poration, such affidavit shall be ex- 
ecuted by its president or a vice-presi- 
dent. In the event that the contractor 
or subcontractor is a partnership, such 
affidavit shall be executed by a mem- 
ber of the firm. 


Section 5. These regulations shall 
be made a part of each contract ex- 
ecuted after the effective date hereof 
by the Government for any of the 
purposes enumerated in Section 2 
hereof. 


These regulations shall 
become effective on January 15, 1985.

The clause “* * -* that no rebates 
or deductions from any wages due any 
such person as,set out on the attached 
pay roll have been directly or indirect- 
ly made” does not apply to any legiti- 
mate deductions. mentioned . above 
which enter into the computation of.

The “Regulations Issued Pursuant 
to So-called Kickback Statute” shall 
not be construed to prohibit deductions 
required by law or deductions for 
health, sickness, unemployment, or 
other similar benefits voluntarily au- 
thorized by permanent employees of 
equipment suppliers engaged. in instal- 
lation of the equipment at the site of 
the project. 


VA PENALTY 


_ Section 9 of the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1985, reads as 
follows: 


“Any person who knowingly and 
with intent to defraud the United 
States makes any false statement in 
connection with any application for 
any project, employment, or relief 
aid under the provisions of this joint 
resolution, or diverts, or attempts 
to divert, or assists in diverting 
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for the benefit of any person or per- 
sons not entitled thereto, any 
moneys appropriated by this joint 
resolution, or any services or real 
or personal property acquired there- 
under, or who knowingly, by means 
of any fraud, force, threat, intimi- 
dation, or boycott, deprives any 
person of any of the benefits to 
which he may be entitled under the 
provisions of this joint resolution, 
or attempts so to do, or assists in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $2,000 or imprisoned not 
more than 1 year, or both.” 


Section 35 of the Criminal Code, as 
amended, provides a penalty of not 
more than $10,000 or imprisonment of 
not more than 10 years, or both, for 
knowingly and willfully making or 
causing to be made “any false or 
fraudulent statements * * * or use 
or cause to be made or used any false 
* * * account, claim, certificate, affi- 
davit, or deposition, knowing the same 
to contain any fraudulent or fictitious 
statement * * *” relating to any 
matter within the jurisdiction of 
any governmental department or 
agency.

y L. GENERAL CONDITIONS 


1. Prerequisites to Government’s 
Obligation——The United States of 
America (hereinafter called the “Gov- 
ernment”) shall be under no obliga- 
tion to the applicant to take up and 
pay for any bonds which it offers to 
purchaser (hereinafter called the 
“Bonds”) or to make any grant; 
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(a) Representations.—If any repre- 
sentation made by the applicant in its 
application or in any supplement 
thereto or amendment thereof, or in 
any document submitted to the Gov- 
ernment by the applicant shall be 
found by the Federal Emergency Ad- 
ministrator of Public Works (herein- 
after called the “Administrator”) to 
be incorrect or incomplete in any ma- 
terial respect;

vance grant will be used. 

8. Payment for Bonds.—A requisi- 
tion requesting the Government to 
take up and pay for Bonds will be 
honored as soon as possible after such 


‘Bonds are ready for delivery, if the 


documents supporting such requisition 
are satisfactory to the Administrator. 
All the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for at one time in cases where 
the offer is to purchase Bonds in an 
aggregate principal amount of not 
more than $1,000,000. In all other 
cases, the Bonds will be taken up and 
paid for in more than one- installment 
and each installment, insofar as pos- 
sible, shall be for an aggregate prin- 
cipal amount of of not less than 
$1,000,000. 


9. Intermediate Grant Requisitions. 
—Simultaneously with the delivery of 
and payment for the Bonds by the 


Government or, where Bonds are 
taken up and paid for in more than 
one installment, simultaneously with 
the delivery of and payment for- the 
final installment, if the applicant has 
so requisitioned and.if such requisition 


Jis accompanied by a signed certificate 


of’ purposes in which appear in rea- 
sonable detail the purposes for which 
the funds will be used, the Govern- 
ment will make a grant of an amount 
representing the -difference between 
the advance grant and an amount 
equal to 25 per cent of said previously 
approved estimated .cost of the pro- 
ject. When the Project shall be ap- 
proximately 70 per cent completed, as 
determined by the Administrator, the 
applicant may file its requisition for 
an additional grant in an amount 
equal to 10 per cent of said previously 


` approved estimated cost- of the Pro- 


ject. 

The intermediate grant requisitions 
will be honored if the documents sup- 
porting such requisitions are satis- 
factory to the Administrator and 
work on the Project has progressed in 
accordance with the Rules and Regu- 


` lations relating thereto. 


10. Final Grant Payment.—At any 
time after completing. the Project, the 
applicant may file a. requisition re- 
questing the remainder of the grant 
which, together with all previous pay- 
ments on account of such grant, shall 
be an amount equal to 45 per cent of 
the cost of the Project upon comple- 
tion as determined by the Administra- 
tor, but.not to exceed, in any event, 
the amount of the grant set forth in 
the Government’s offer to make a loan 
and grant. The final grant requisition 
will.be honored if the documents sup- 
porting it are satisfactory to the Ad- 
ministrator and work on the Project 
has progressed in accordance with 
the Rules and Regulations relating 


‘thereto. 


11, Construction Account.—The ap- 
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plicant shall set up a separate account 
or accounts (herein collectively called 
the “Construction Account”) in a bank 
or banks which are members of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion and of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem and which shall be satisfactory at 
all times to the Administrator. The 
applicant shall deposit in the Con- 
struction Account, promptly upon re- 
ceipt thereof, the advance grant, the 
intermediate grants, and proceeds 
from the sale of the Bonds (exclusive 
of accrued interest and an amount, if 
any, representing interest during con- 
struction), the final grant, and any 
other moneys which shall be required 
in addition to the foregoing to pay the 
cost of constructing the Project. All 
accrued interest paid by the Govern- 
ment at the time of delivery of the 
Bonds shall be paid into the separate 
account (herein called the “Bond 
Fund”). Payments for the construc- 
tion of the Project shall be made only 
from the Construction Account. 


12. Disbursement of Moneys in 
Construction Account.—Moneys in the 
Construction Account shall be expend- 
ed only for such purposes as shall 
have been previously specified in a 
certificate of purposes filed with the 
Government and as shall have been 
approved by the Government. All 
moneys remaining in the Construction 
Account after all costs incurred in 
connection with the Project have been 
paid shall be used, with the approval 
of the Administrator, either to repur- 
chase Bonds, if any of such Bonds are 
then held by the Government, or be 
transferred to the Bond Fund. In the 
event of the repurchase of Bonds with 
funds remaining in the Construction 
Account, the Administrator reserves 
the right to determine which of the 
Bonds shall be available for repur- 
chase by the applicant. 


13. Use of Moneys in Bond Fund.— 
Moneys in the Bond Fund shall be ex- 
pended solely for the purpose of pay- 
ing interest on and principal of Bonds. 


14. Insurance.—If, in the judg- 
ment of the Administrator, the pay- 
ment of the Bonds and interest there- 
on is dependent, in whole or in major 
part, upon revenues to be derived 
from the Project or the system of 
which the Project is a part, the appli- 
cant shall carry insurance upon such 
completed Project cr such system, of 
such types and in such amounts as 
shall be satisfactory to the Adminis- 
trator. 


Hf. CONSTRUCTION CONDITIONS 


VA Approval of Plans and Specifica- 

tions.—-The applicant’ shall not ad- 
vertise for construction, material or 
equipment contracts, nor shall any 
work be undertaken on the Project, 
by contract or otherwise, until such 
proposed contract documents, includ- 
ing the plans and specifications, as 
the State Director may require, shall 
have been submitted to and approved 
by such officer. 


2. Wage Rates.—Minimum or other 
wage rates required to be pre-deter- 
mined by State law or local ordinance 
shall be predetermined in accordance 
therewith, and incorporated in the ap- 
propriate contract documents. In the 
obsence of applicable law or ordi- 
nance, the applicant shall predeter- 
mine minimum wage rate, in accord- 
ance with customary local rates, for 
all the trades and occupations to be 
employed on the Project, and sub- 
mit such rates to the State Director 
for approval before incorporating 
them in the appropriate contract 
documents. 


If, in the opinion of the State Di- 


The term “applicant” as used in 
the “Construction Conditions” is syn- 
onymous with the term “Owner” as 
used in the “construction Regula- 
tions.” 
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rector, work of any specific type has 
generally been’ done under union con- 
ditions in the political sub-division in 
which the Project is to be constructed, 
the State Director may disapprove 
any rate to be paid on such type of 
work, other than a rate predeter- 
mined under law or ordinance, if it is 
less than the present prevailing union 
rate. 


3. Construction by Contract.—If 
the Project is to be constructed under 
contract, the applicant shall commence 
advertising for bids as soon as prac- 
ticable after approval of the proposed 
contract documents, and every oppor- 
tunity shall be given for free, open, 
and competitive bidding. If. in the 
case where the Government has offer- 
ed to make a loan, the first bond requi- 
sition has not been honored, prior to 
the time of the first advertisement 
for bids for any contract, the adver- 
tisement and the form of proposal 
shall provide that the award of the 
contract shall be conditioned upon 
funds being made available for such 


‘construction and upon the applicant 


having the right to hold. the bids for 
a period of 60 days from the date of 
the opening thereof, unless otherwise 
required by law. 


Advertisements for bids for a con- 
tract or group of contracts shall be 
made one a week for two consecutive 
weeks in such newspapers or other 
publications as will insure adequate 
publicity, and shall require bids to be 
opened within a reasonable time after 
14 days from the date of first publica- 
tion, unless otherwise approved by 
the State Director. Each contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder as soon as practic- 
able after the opening of bids but not 
until the State Director shall have au- 
thorized the award: Provided, how- 
ever, that in the selection of materials 
and equipment, the applicant may, in 
the interest of standardization and ul- 
timate economy, request the State Di- 
rector to authorize an award of a con- 


tract to a responsible bidder other 
than the lowest and the State Director 
shall make such authorization in writ- 
ing if he deems it a proper economy. 
In determining the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, the following elements 
shall be considered: Whether the bid- 
der involved (a) maintains a perman- 
ent place of business; (b) has ade- 
quate plant equipment to do the work 
properly and expeditiously; (c) has a 
suitable financial status to meet obli- 
gations incident to the work; and (d) 
has appropriaae technical experience. 


4. Performance Bond.—On all con- 
struction contracts, except as other- 
wise approved by the State Director, 
the applicant shall require a perform- 
ance bond in an amount equal to 100 
per cent of the contract price condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance 
of the contract and upon the payment 
of all persons supplying labor and fur- 
nishing materials for the construction 
of the Project, except where it is re- 
quired by local law that protection for 
labor and materialmen be provided by 
a bond separate from the perform- 
ance bond. In the latter case, a per- 
formance bond in an amount equal 
to 100 per cent of the contract price 
supplemented by a separate labor and 
materialmen’s bond in an amount not 
less than 50 per cent of the contract 
price will be required. Sureties for 
performance of contracts shall be sub- 
mitted to the State Director for ap- 
proval prior to execution of the con- 
tracts. 


5. Public Liability and Property 
Damage Insurance.—If the work to be 
performed under any proposed con- 
struction contract is not sufficiently 
hazardous, in the opinion of the State 
Director, to warrant the requirement 
of Public Liability Insurance and 
Property Damage Insurance, or either 
of them, all reference to the insurance 
not required may be deleted from Par- 
agraph 6 (b) of the Construction Reg- 
ulations chapter of such proposed con- 
tract The desired types of insurance 
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and amounts of coverage to be re- 
quired, shall be inserted in the appro- 
priate blank or blanks in Paragraph 
6 thereof prior to publication of the 
advertisement for bids. 


_ 6. Execution of Documents.—Every 
contract and surety bond or other 
document guaranteeing performance 
of contracts shall provide that the 
document shall not be effective until 
it has been approved as to final ex- 
ecution by the State Director. 


7. Commencement of Construction. 
—Work shall be commenced as early 
as possible after funds are available 
and shall thereafter be continued to 
completion with all practicable dis- 
‘patch in an efficient and economical 
manner. The commencement of work 
prior to the receipt of a bond pay- 
ment in the case where the Govern- 
ment has offered to make a loan shall 
not in any way obligate the Govern- 
ment to purchase any Bonds. 


8. Professional Services.—Contracts 
for architectural, engineering, or legal 
services shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the State Director as to 
form, substance, execution, and 
amount payable thereunder. 


9. Extra or change orders.—Except 
in an emergency, when work must be 
commenced immediately no extra 
or change order will be consider- 
ed in the cost of the Project 
unless the order shall have been 
approved by the Administrator or 
his authorized agent prior to its 
issuance if the amount thereof is in 
excess of 10 per cent of the amount of 
the contract, nor unless similarly ap- 
proved by the State Director if the 
order is in a lesser amount. All extra 
or change orders which constitute a 
substantial change in the contract 
must have the consent of the surety, 
unless the surety has waived in writ- 
ing its right to notification of such 
extras or changes, 


10. Force Account.—In the event 
that the applicant requests and is. 
granted permission by the State Di- 
rector, or is required by the Adminis- 
trator, to construct the whole or any 
part of the Project on fcerce-account 
basis, that is, directly by the applicant 
rather than by contract, all work so 
performed shall be done in accord- 
ance with all the following rules and 
regulations designated “Construction 
Regulations,” with the following ex- 
ceptions: 


(a) With the consent of the Works 
Progress Administrator or the State 
Works Progress Administrator, all 
persons to be employed on the Pro- 
ject need not be employed through the 
United States Employment Service. 


(b) Employees of the applicant 
may be paid in accordance with Civil 
Service or other statutory or charter 
provisions without regard to any rates 
which may be written into a construc- 
tion contract for work on the Project 
under Paragraph 4 (a). 


(c) Paragraphs 6 (b), 11 (b), (c), 
and (d), 12, 15, 16, 17, and 18 do not 
apply. 


y CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS 


The following rules and regulations 
shall be incorporated verbatim as a 
separate chapter in all contracts (ex- 
cept sub-contracts) for work to be 
performed at the site of any project 
financed in whole or in part by the 


Federal Emergency Administration of 
Public Works under the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation Act of 1935: 


1. Employment Services and Labor 
Preferences.—With respect to all per- 
sons employed on projects,’ except as 
otherwise? provided in Regulation 
No. 2: 
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(a) Such persons shall be referred 
for assignment to such work by 
the United States Employment 
Services, and. 


(b) Preference in employment shall 
be given to persons from the 
public relief rolls, and, except 
with the specific authorization 
of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, at least 90 per cent of 
the persons employed on any 
project’ shall have been taken 
from the public relief rolls: 


Provided, however, that, expressly sub- 


ject to the requirement of sub-division. 


(b), the supervisory, administrative, 
and highly skilled workers on the pro- 
ject,’ as defined in the specifications,’ 
need not be so referred by the United 
States Employment Service. 


2. Qualifications for Employment. 
—(a) No persons currently serving 
sentence to a penal or correctional in- 
stitution shall be employed on the pro- 
ject.’ 


(b) No person under the age of six- 
teen (16) years, and no one whose age 
or physical condition is such as to 
make his employment dangerous to 
his health or safety, or the health or 
safety of others may be employed on 
the project. This paragraph shall not 
be construed to operate against the 
employment of physically handicap- 
ped persons, otherwise employable, 
where such persons may be safely as- 
signed to work which they can ably 
perform. 


£c) Except as specifically provided 
above, workers who are qualified by 
training and experience and certified 
for work on the project by the United 
States Employment Service shall not 
be discriminated against on any 
grounds whatsoever. The contractor 
may dismiss any employee not qauli- 
fied to perform the work for which he 
has been referred, subject to disap- 
proval by the Owner 


(d) Employees shall have the nght 
to organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their own 
choosing, and shall be free from the 
interference, restraint, or coercion of 
employers of labor, or their agents, 
in the designation of such represent- 
atives or in self organization or in 
other concerted activities for the pur- 
pose of collective bargaining or other 
mutual aid or protection. No em- 
ployee and no one seeking employ- 
ment shall be required as a con- 
dition. of employment to join any 
company union or to refrain from 
joining, organizing, or assisting a- 
labor organization of his own choos- 
ing. 


3. Hours of Work.—(a) Except in 
case’ of Emergency: 


(1) The maximum hours of work 
for manual labor shall be 3 
hours per day and 180 hours 
per month. On projects located’ 
at points so remote and inacces- 

‘sible that camps or floating 
plants are necessary, the maxi- 
mum hours of work for manual 
labor shall be 8 hours per day 
and 40 hours per week. 


(2) The maximum hours of work. 
for cooks, camp assistants, and 
clerical and other nonmanual 
employees such as watchmen, 
policemen, and messengers, 
shall be 8 hours per day and 40 
hours per week. 


*The term “project” or “projects” 
as here used means the portion of the 
project covered by this contract. 

"Exception relates only to em- 
polyees of the Owner. Regulation No. 
2 is Executive Order No. 7060, ap- 
proved by the President June 5, 1935. 

‘The term “specifications” as here 
used means any one of the contract 
documents. ` 
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(3) Administrative and supervisory 
employees, including executive 
employees, timekeepers, and 
storekeepers, who perform in a 
work-week not more than 15 
hours of manual labor (or, in 
ease the project is being con- 
structed on a 40-hour week 
basis, not more than 20 hours) 
shall not be subject to any lim- 
itation of hours of work. 


(4) Wherever practicable, the con- 
tractor shall perform the work 
in at least double shifts of 
labor, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this contract. The con- 
tractor shall not knowingly em- 
ploy under this contract any 
person engaged in any other 
gainful occupation whose week- 
ly hours of labor on such occu- 
pation, together with his hours 
of labor on the project, exceed 
the limitations of hours pre- 
scribed for employees of his 
classification under this con- 
tract. 


(b) Nothing in these regulations is 
intended to authorize hours or days of 
work in excess of the limitations of 
any applicable law or regulation. 


4. Wages and Pay Rolls.—(a) 
There shall be paid each employee en- 
gaged in the trade or occupation listed 
below not less than the hourly wage 
rate set opposite the same, namely: 


Trade or Hourly wage 
occupation rate 


If after the award of this contract 
it becomes necessary to employ any 
person in a trade or occupation not 
herein listed, such person shall be 
paid not less than such hourly rate of 
wage, fairly comparable to the above 
rates, as shall be approved by the State 
Director, and such minimum wage 
rate shall be retroactive to the time of 
the initial employment of such per- 
son in such trade or occupation. 


(b) Unless otherwise provided by 
law, claims or disputes pertaining to 
the classification of labor under this 
contract shal] be decided by the Own- 
er, subject to the right of final review 
by the State Director whose decision 
shall be binding on all parties con- 
cerned, 


(c) All employees shall be paid in 
full, at least once each week within 3 
days after the close of the pay-roll 
period, in lawful money of the United 
States, unless otherwise authorized in 
writing by the State Director: Pro- 
vided, however, that this paragraph 
shall not be construed to prohibit de- 
ductions required by law and collec- 
tion of obligations by legal process. 


(d) A clearly legible statement of 
the minimum wage rate te be paid 
each trade and occupation employed 
under this contract and of the author- 
ized deductions therefrom, if any, 
shall be posted by the contractor in a 
prominent and easily accessible place 
at the site of the work. 


(e) The contractor and each sub- 
contractor shall prepare the pay rolls 
upon forms to be prescribed and in ac- 
cordance with instructions to be fur- 
nished by the Works Progress Admin- 
istration. Not later than the day fol- 
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lowing the payment of the wages a 
certified legible copy of each pay roll, 
whether paid by the contractor of any 
subcontractor, shall be transmitted by 
the contractor to such office as may be 
designated by the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration. The contractor and each 
subcontractor shall submit reports at 
such times and on such forms as may 
be required by the Works Progress 
Administration, covering purchases pf, 
and requisitions for, materials, to- 
gether with such other information as 


may be required to determine the - 


progress and status of the completion 
of the work on the project. Such pay 
rolls shall be sworn to in accordance 
with the “Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called Kick-back Statute,” 
issued jointly by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Secretary of the In- 
terior on January 12, 1935, a copy of 
which is herein elsewhere set forth. 


5. Accident Prevention.—Precau- ’ 


tion shall be exercised, at all times for 
the protection of persons and prop- 
erty. The safety provisions of applic- 
able laws, building and construction 
codes shall be observed. Machinery 
and equipment and other hazards shall 
be guarded in accordance with the 
safety provisions of the Manual of 
Accident Prevention in Construction, 
published by the Associated General 
Contractors of America, to the extent 
that such provisions are not inconsist- 


ent with applicable law or regulation. 


6. Insurance.—The contractor shall 
not commence work under this con- 
tract until he has obtained all insur- 
ance required under this paragraph 
and such insurance has been approved 
by the oOwner and the State Director, 
nor shall the contractor allow any sub- 
contractor to commence work on his 
subcontract until all similar insurance 
required. of the subcontractor has 
been so obtained and approved. 


(a) Compensation Insurance.—The 
contractor shall take out and maintain 


during the life of this contract ade- 
quate Workmen’s Compensation In- 
surance for all his employees employ- 
ed at the site of the project and, in 
case any work is sublet, the contractor 
shal] require the subcontractor similar- 
ly to provide Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Insurance for the latter’s em- 
ployees, unless such employees are 
covered by the protection afforded by 


‘the contractor. In case any class of. 


employees engaged in hazardous work 
under the contract at the site of the 
project is not protected under the 
Workmen's Compensation statute, or 
in case there is no applicable Work- 
men’s Compensation statute, the con- 
tractor shall provide, and shall cause 


each subcontractor to provide,.............. 


for the protection of his employees 
not otherwise protected. 


(b) Public Liability and_ Property ~ 
Damage Insurance.—The contractor 
shall take out and maintain during 
the life of this contract such Public 
Liability and Property Damage insur- 
ance as shall protect him and any sub- 
contractor performing work covered 
by this contract, from claims for dam- 
ages for personal injury, including 
wrongful death, as well as from 
claims for property damages, which 
may arise from operations under this 
contract, whether such operations be 
by himself or by any subcontractor or 
anyone directly or indirectly employed 
by either of them. The amounts of 
such insurance shall be as follows:

- amount not less than $ 
for injuries, including wrongful 
death, to any one person, and, 
subject to the same limit for each 
person, in an amount not less

Provided, however, that the Owner, 
with the approval of the State Direc- 
tor, may accept insurance covering 
a subcontractor in character and 
amounts less than the standard re- 
quirem nts set forth under this sub- 
paragraph (b) where such standard 
requirements appear excessive be- 
cause of the character or extent of the 
work to be performed by such sub- 
contractor. | . 


(c) The following special hazards 
shall be covered by rider or riders to 
the policy or policies erquired under 
subparagraph (b) hereof or by separ- 
ate policies of insurance in amounts 
as follows: 


7.  Materials—-(a) Domesite—In 
the performance of this contract the 
contractor, subcontractors, material- 
men, or suppliers shall use only such 
unmanufactured articles, materials, 
and supplies as have been mined or 
produced in the United States, and 
only such manufactured articles, ma- 
terials, and supplies as have been 
manufactured in the United States 
substantially all from articles, ma- 
terials, or supplies mined, produced, 
or manufactured, as the case may be, 
in the United States, except, unless 
otherwise required by law, foreign 
materials, articles, or supplies may be 
purchased if the foreign materials, 
articles, or supplies are lower in cost 
after the following differentials are 
applied in favor of domestic articles,, 
materials, or supplies: 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
is $100 or less, a differential of 
100% will apply; 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
exceeds $100, but is less than 
$10,000, a differential of 25% will 
apply; 


On purchases where the foreign bid 
is $10,000 or more, a differential 
of 15% will apply. 


(b) Convict Made.—No materials 
manufactured or produced in a penal 
or correctional institution shall be 
used on or incorporated in the project, 
unless required by law. 


8. Inspection.—(a) The Adminis- 
trator, through his authorized agents, 
and the Works Progress Administra- 
tion, through its authorized agents, 
shall have the right to inspect all 
work and materials, shall have access 
to all pay rolls, records of perscnnel, 
invoices of .material, and all other 
data and records relevant to the per- 
formance of this contract. 


(b) Facilities shall be provided as 
set forth in the specification for the 
use of the Government Inspector. 


9. Construction Reports.—The con- 
tractor shall submit to the Owner 
schedules of the cost of labor, costs 
and quantities of materials and other 
items, supported as to correctness by 
such evidence as, and in such form as, 
the Administrator through his author- 
ized agents may require. Submission 
of this information shall be a condi- 
tion precedent to any payment under 
this contract. In addition to any rec- 
ords herein required, the following 
records, on forms to be furnished by 
the Public Works Administration, are 
required: 


(1) Detailed Estimate (Contract 
“break-down” }. 


(2) Construction Schedule (Chart 
of Contemplated Progress). 


(3) Periodical Estimates for Par- 
tial Payment. 


10. Department of Labor Reports. 
—The contractor and each stb-con- 
tractor shall report to the United 
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States Department of Labor monthly, 
within five days after the close of 
each calendar month upon forms to be 
prescribed, and in accordance with in- 
structions to be furnished, by the 
United States Department of Labor, 
covering the number of persons on 
their respective pay rolls directly con- 
nected with the project, the aggregate 
amounts of such pay rolls and the 
man-hours worked, and an item- 
ized statement of the total expendi- 
tures for materials. The contractor 
shall also furnish to the United States 
Department of Labor the names and 
addresses of all subcontractors on the 


work at the earliest date practicable. 


11. Payments.—(a) The contractor 
shall provide all labor, services, ma- 


terials, and equipment necessary to 
perform and complete the work under 
this contract. Except as otherwise 
approved by the Owner and State Di- 
rector, the contractor (1) shall pay 
for in full all transportation and. util- 
ity services on or before the 20th 
day of the month following the cal- 
endar month in which such services 
are rendered, and (2) shall pay for all 
materials, tools, and other expendible 
equipment, to the axtent of 90 per cent 
of the cost thereof, on or before the 
20th day of the month following the 
calendar month in which such ma- 
terials, tools, and equipment are de- 
livered to the Project, and the balance 
of the cost within 30 days after com- 


pletion of that part of the work in or . 


on which such materials, tools, . and 
other equipment are incorporated or 
used. ` 


(b) In the absence of other provi- 


. sions in this contract more favorable. 


to the subcontractor, the contractor 
shall pay each subcontractor, within 
five days after each payment made to 
the contractor, the amount allowed 
the contractor for and on account of 
the work performed by the subcon- 
tractor, to the extent of the subcon- 
tractor’s interest therein 


(c) Within the first 15 days of each 
calendar month the Owner will make 
partial payment to the contractor for 
work performed during the preceding 
calendar month on estimate certified 
by the contractor, the Owner, and the 
Government Inspector. Except as 
otherwise provided by law, 10 percent 
of each approved estimate shall be re- 
tained by the Owner until final com- 
pletion and acceptance of all work 
covered by this contract, provided 
that at any time after 50 per cent of 
the work covered by this contract has 
been completed, if progress satisfac- 
tory to the Owner and the Govern- 
ment Inspector is being made in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this con- 
tract, subsequent approved estimates 
will be paid in full unless otherwise 
provided in this contract. 


(d) Compliance with the provisions 
of subparagraphs (a) and (b) of this 
paragraph in a condition precedent to 
partial payment under subparagraph 
(c) hereof. 


12. Wage Claims and Adjustments. 
—In cases of underpayment of wages, 
the Owner will withhold from the con- 
tractor out of ‘payments due an 
amount sufficient to pay persons em- 
ployed on the work covered by this 
contract the difference between the 
wages required to be paid under this 
contract and the wages actually paid 
such employees for the total number 
‘of hours worked. The amounts with- 
held shall be disbursed by the Owner, 
for and on account of the contractor, 
to the respective employees to whom 
they are due. co 


‘13. Signs.—The contractor shall 
furnish signs bearing the‘legend: 


“Federal Works Project No............. 
Public Works Administration” 


as required in the specifications and 
shall erect the same at such locations 
as may be designated by the Govern- 
ment Inspector. 
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14. Observance of Rules.—All rea- 


sonable requirements which the Ad- 
ministrator or his authorized agents 
may make toward the effectuation of 
the matters covered in these Construc- 
tion Regulations shall be observed in 
the performance of the work. 


15. Subcontracts.—(a) The Con 
tractor shall perform, directly and 
without subcontracting, not less than 
25 per cent of the construction, to be 
calculated on the basis of the total 
contract price. No part of this con- 
tract shall be sublet without the ap- 
proval of the Owner and the State Di- 
rector. . 

(b) If the contractor shall sublet 
any part of this contract , the contrac- 
tor shall be as fully responsible to the 
owner for the acts and ommissions of 
his subcontractor and of the persons 
either directly or indirectly employed 
by his subcontractor, as he is for the 
acts and omissions of persons directly 
employed by himself. 


(c) Paragraphs 1 to 5 inclusive, 7 
to 10 inclusive, 11 (a) and (b), 14, 18, 
19, 20, the Regulations Issued Pursu- 
ant to So-called “Kick Back Status” 
and the penalty clauses set forth in 
Section 9 of the Act and Section 35 of 
the Criminal Code, as amended, shali 
be inserted verbatim in all construc- 
tion subcontracts under this contract. 


16. Assignment of Contract.—The 
contractor shall not assign this con- 
tract or any part hereof without the 
approval of the Owner and State Di- 
rector, nor without the consent of 
surity unless the surety has waived 
its right to notice of assignment. 


17. Termination for Breach—In 
the event that any of the provisions 
of this contract are violated by the 
contractor or by any of his subcon- 
tractors, the Owner may, subject to 
the approval of the State Director, 
and shall, upon request of the Ad- 


ministrator, serve wzitten notice upon 
the contractor and the surety of its in- 
tention to terminate such contract, 
such notices to contain the rea- 
sons for such intention to term- 
inate the contract, and unless 
within 10 days after the servirg of 
such notice upon the contractor such 
violation shall cease and satisfactory 
arrangement for correction be made, 
the contract shall, upon the expiration 
of said 10 days, cease and terminate. 
In the event of any such termination, 
the Owner shall immediately serve 
notice thereof upon the surety and the 
contractor, and the surety shall have 
the right to take over and perform the 
contract, provided however, that if the 
surety does not commence periorm- 
ance thereof within 30 days from the 
date of the mailing to such surety of 
notice of termination, the Owner may 
take over the work and prosecute the 
same to completion by contract for the 
account and at the expense of the con- 
tractor, and the contractor and his 
surety shall be liable to the Owner for 
any excess cost occasioned the Owner 
thereby, and in such event the Owner 
may take possession of and utilize in 
completing the work, such materials, 
appliances, and plant as may be on the 
site of the work and necessary there 
for.

“Emergency”: A temporary unfor- 
seen occurence or combination of cir- 


cumstances which endangers life or. ~ 


property and calls for immediate ac- 
tion or remedy. 


“Material”: Materials incorporated 
in the project, or used or consumed in 
the performance of the work. 


“Subcontractor”: A person, firm, or 
corporation supplying labor and ma- 
terials or labor for work at the site 
of the project. 


“Work at Site of Project”: Work to 
be performed, including work normal- 
ly done, on the location of the project. 


20. Paragraphs 1, 2(a), (b) and

REGULATIONS ISSUED PURSU- 
ANT TO SO-CALLED “KICK-BACK 
STATUTE” 


Pursuant to the provisions of Pub- 
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lice Act No. 324, Seventy-third Con- 
gress, approved June 13, 1934 (48 
Stat. 948), concerning rates of pay 
for labor, the Secretary of the Treas-- 
ury and the Secretary of the Interior 
hereby jointly promulgate the follow- 
lewing regulations: 

Section 1. Said Act to read as 
follows: 


To effectuate the purpose of certain 
statutes concerning rates of pay 
for labor, by making ‘it unlawful 

‘to prevent anyone from receiving 
compensation contracted fo? 
thereunder, and for other pur- 
poses. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That whoever shall 
induce any person employed in the 
construction, prosecution, or com- 
pletion of any public building, pub- 
lice work, or building or work fi- 
nanced in whole or in part by loans 
or grants from the United States, 
or in the repair thereof to give up 
any part of the compensation to 
which he is entitled under his con- 
tract of employment, by force, in- 
timidation, threat of procuring dis- 
missal from such employment, or by 
any other manner whatsoever, shall 
be fined not more than $5,000, or 
imprisoned not more than five 
years, or both. 


` See. 2. To aid in the enforcement 
of the above section, the Secretary 
of the Treasury and the Secretary 
of the Interior jointly shall make 
reasonable regulations for contrac- 
tors or subcontractors on any such 
building or work, including a pro- 
vision that each contractor and sub- 
contractor shall furnish weekly a 
Sworn affidavit with respect to the 
wages: paid each employee during 
the preceding week. 


Section 2. Each contractor and sub- 
contractor engaged in the construc- 
tion, prosecution, or completion of any 
building or work of the United States 
or of any building or work financed 
in whole or in part by loans or grants 
from the United States, in the re- 
pair thereof, shall furnish each week 
an affidavit with respect to the wages 
paid each employee during the preced- 
ing week. Said affidavit shall be in 
the following form:

Section 3. Said affidavit shall be 


executed and sworn to by the officer 
or employee of the contractor or sub- 
contractor who supervises the pay- 
ment of its employees. 


Said affidavit shall be delivered, 
within three days after the payment 
of the pay roll to which it is attached, 
to the Government representative in 
charge at the site of the particular 
project in respect of which it is fur- 
nished, who shall forward the same 
promptly to the Federal agency hav- 
ing control of such project. If no 
Government representative is in 
charge at the site, such affidavit shall 
be mailed within such three-day per- 
iod to the Federal agency having con- 
trol of the project. 


Section 4. At the time upon which 
the first affidavit with respect to the 
wages paid to employees is required 
to be filed by a contractor or subecon- 
tractor pursuant to the requirements 
of these regulations, there shall also 
be filed in the manner required by 
Section 3 hereof a statement under 
oath by the contractor or subcontrac- 
tor, setting forth the name of its of- 
ficer or employee who supervises the 
payment of employees, and that such 
officer or employee is in a position to 
have full knowledge of the facts set 
forth in the form of affidavit required 
by Section 2 hereof. A similar affi- 
davit shall be immediately filed in the 
event of a change in the officer or 
employee who supervises the payment 
of employees. In the event shat the 
contractor or subcontractor is a cor- 
poration, such affidavit shall be ex- 
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ecuted by its president or a vice-presi- 
dent. In the event that the contractor 
or subcontractor is a partnership, such 
affidavit shall be executed by a mem- 
ber of the firm. 


Section 5. These regulations shall 
be made a part of each contract ex- 
ecuted after the effective date hereof 
by the Government for any of the 
purposes enumerated in Section 2 
hereof. . 


Section 6. These regulations shall 
become effective on January 15, 1935. 


The clause in the payroll affidavit 
which reads “* * * that the attached 
pay roll is a true and accurate report 
of the full weekly wages due and paid 
to each person employed by the said 
contractor * * *? is construed by 
the Public Works Administration to 
mean: 


(a) Wages due are the wages 
earned during the pay period by 
each person employed by the con- 
tractor, less any deductions required 
by law. 


(b) At the time of signing the 
affidavit, the wages due each em- 
ployee have either been paid to him 
in full or are being held subject to 
claim by him. 


(c) Such unpaid wages will be 
paid in full on demand of the em- 
ployee entitled to receive them. 


The clause “+ * * that no rebates 
or deductions from any wages due any 
‘such person as set out on the attached 
pay roll have been directly or indirect- 
ly made” does not. apply tu any legiti- 
mate deductions mentioned above 
which enter into the computation of 
ful weekly wages due. 


The “Regulations Issued Pursuant 
to So-called Kickback Statute” shall 
not be construed to prohibit deductions

required by law or deductions for 
health, sickness, unemployment, or 
other similar benefits voluntarily au- 
thorized by permanent employees of 
equipment suppliers, engaged in in- 
stallation of the equipment at the site 
of the project. 


va PENALTY 


Section 9 of the Emergency Relief 
Appropriation Act of 1935, reads as 
follows: 


“Any person who knowingly and 
with intent to defraud the United 
States makes any false statement in 
connection with any application for 
any project, employment, or relief 
aid under the provisions of this joint 
resolution, or diverts, or attempts 
to divert, or assists in diverting 
for the benefit of any person or per- 
sons not entitled thereto, any 
moneys appropriated by this ‘joint 
resolution, or any services or real 
or personal property acquired there- 
under, or who knowingly, by means 
of any fraud, force, threat, intimi- 
dation, or boycott, deprives any 
person of any of the benefits to 
which he may be entitled under the 
provisions of this joint resolution, 
or attempts so to do, ar assists in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined not 
more than $2,000 or imprisoned not 
more than 1 year, or both.” 


Secton 385 of the Criminal Code, as 
amended, provides a penalty of not 
more than $10,000 or imprisonment of 
not more than 10 years, or both, for 
knowingly and willfully making or 
causing to be made “any false or 
fraudulent statements * * * or use

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in opposi- 
tion to this application ? 


Mr. E. Garfield Gifford: Mr. Mayor 
and Commissioners, I appeared before 
the Zoning Board when this matter 
was considered and advanced before 
them practically the same arguments 
that I shall present to you. I want to 
state at the beginning that at that 
time I was the only objector who ap- 
peared, and I did not understand why, 
but I think I do now. 


I represent Lerman Holding Com- 
pany who own property at 60 Mul- 
berry Street. And when I say to you 
that we have just recently paid to Mr. 
Parnell’s department the sum of $19,- 
000, $6,000 of which was an assess- 
ment for the widening of Mulberry 
Street, and that our taxes annually 
are in excess of $2,600, you can ap- 
preciate that we have a very sub- 
stantial interest down there. 
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Our property is within two hundred 
feet of this location. We feel that the 
granting of a permit for a gasoline 
station there is going to be a detri- 
ment to our property. I do not think 
I need, to advance any reasons why 
gasoline stations are not desirable ad- 
joining your property. The principal 
reason for this is because it is unde- 
virable from our standpoint, and it is 
undesirable from the standpoint of the 
Plaza Hotel which is right directly 


.across a very narrow street from this 


location, and it is undesirable because 
it is within 260 feet, I think, of St. 
John’s Church, and it is within 260 feet 
of that beautiful building there which 
houses all the activities of the Cath- 
olic Diocese. Directly across the 
street from it, of course, is the Pub- 
lic Service. In addition to its unde- 
sirability, there is no necessity for it 
in that locality. 


We already have on Raymond 
Boulevard, back of the Public Service 
Building, a large parking space with 
gasoline service. We have back of 
the Lefcourt Building a large parking 
space with gasoline service. We have 
on Centre Street there at the corner 
of Mulberry Street gasoline service. 


I think one reason why there 
weren’t other immediate owners of 
property. objecting is because ~ the 
piece on the corner where the cafe 
now is under process of foreclosure. 
The owner of the property was served, 
and naturally, this property is being 
foreclosed, and taken away from him, 
he does not care. The piece on the 
other side of us is being foreclosed by 
the Federal Trust Company, and they 


are not interested—that is, the owners . 


who were served. It seems to me that 
the granting of this permit is a ser- 
ious detriment and it is going to 
handicap the development of that 
property and lessen the return we 
would. get. 


I advanced these same arguments 
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before the Board, but they felt at that 
time there were some thirty people 
notified and I was the only objector 
appearing. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Where did the 
thirty-two come from? 


Mr. Daniel G. Kasen: The surround- 
ing neighborhood, the immediate 
vicinity. Thirty-two people were noti- 
fied—or forty-three, I am told, all 
from the immediate neighborhood. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Are there forty- 
three properties there? 


Mr. Rankin: There are a lot of small 
properties there. Forty-three were 
notified. 


Mr. Kasen: I appear for the appli- 
cant. I need not tell the Commission 
the fact that the vote of the Board 
was unanimous. One of the members 
of the Board, Mr. McDermitt, pointed 
out that he himself had interviewed 
several people associated with the 
Catholic Diocese and St. John’s > 
Church, and both persons in charge of 
those two bodies stated that they had 
no opposition. . 


The Plaza Hotel, whose position Mr. 
Gifford asks you to conjecture as be- 
ing perhaps unfavorable, did not ap- 
pear at the meeting, nor does it ap- 
pear here and enter any opposition. 


He states also that perhaps nobody 
else in adjoining properties appeared 
before the Board nor appeared here 
in opposition because of the fore- 
closure proceedings. Well, now, that 
Mr. Gifford might well have con- 
tacted the mortgagees and asked an 
expression of opinion from them 
whether they were opposed. 


There is only one objector, and he 
says he objects because any gasoline.. 
station is an undesirable tenant. This 
objector happens to be m the auction 


business. He stores his assets in that 
locality in a store. He tells me that 
he owns the property and intends to 
continue owning it for that particular 
purpose. So that a fluctuation in the 
value of the property by reason of a 
great development in the neighbor- 
hood would not and could not interest 
him. He does not conduct a retail 
store; he does not own this property 
for speculation; he does not intend to 
take advantage of a boom down in 
that neighborhood and sell his prop- 
erty and get rid of it. It is the same 
to him for his business whether there 
is or is not a gasoline station. 


Mayor Ellenstein: He does not ob- 
ject because of any personal animos- 
ity, does he? 


Mr. Kasen: No, not that I know of. 
So I say there is no detriment to his 
business when you get down to it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I would suggest 
to you, Mr. Kasen, and to you, Mr. 
Gifford, that the matter be adjourned 
for a week or two until there is the 
full Board present, so neither side 
might be prejudiced in any way. 


Mr. Kasen: May I respectfully point 
out that we are under a lease. Und2r 
that lease we are now paying and 
have been paying since October 1, a 
rental of $400 a month, over $100 a 
week. That rental continues, al- 
though the property is not at present 
income producing at all. We would 
be seriously hampered in the com- 
mencement of building operations if 
we were not permitted to do that now. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Would you rather 
do that than risk the chance of having 
the application turned down, or would 
you rather have the full Board pres- 
ent? That is for you to decide. 


Mr. Kasen: May I confer with my 
client about it? 
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Mayor Ellenstein: I have tried to be 
fair in the matter. 


Mr. Kasen: I appreciate that. May 
I ask your Honor would that se one 
week? 


Mayor Ellenstein: In one week we 
will have four members of the Board 
and probably the full board present. 


Mr. Kasen: Very good. That. meets 
with my client’s approval, so, of 
course, it does with mine. 


Mayor Ellenstein: In all fairness to 
your client and Mr. Gifford, too, I 
think it ought to go over for a week. 


Commissioner Franklin: I move this 
matter be deferred for one week. 


Commissioner Minisi: I second the 
motion.

Mr. Sol Pearlman, 159 Washington 
Street: If you will follow that dia- 
gram you will realize what I.am driv- 
ing at. There is only one argument I 
have against it, and, that is purely the 
safety to the public and the traffic 
angle. You will notice that the pro- 
posed parking lot is located— 


Mayor Ellenstein; “Whom do you 
represent ? 


Mr. Pearlman; The Kent Parking 
Garage, which is practically directly 
opposite this proposed parking lot. _ 


Mayor Ellenstein: You object to it 
because of the traffic hazard? 


Mr. Pearlman: Yes, sir. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And not, of 
course, because of any competition 
that might be set up because of the 
fact that you have a ratable there 
and that you are contributing to the 
City? 


Mr. Pearlman: No, I am leaving 
that out. 


Mayor Elienstein: Then, for expedi- 
ency’s sake, I might say, suppose this 
matter be referred to Director Duffy 
to determine whether it is a traffic 
hazard or not. Of course, I assume 
the recommendation of the engineers 
of traffic would certainly lend great

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 


"son who desires to be heard in opposi- 


tion to this application? These ob- 
jections are directed to both applica- 
tions? 


Mr. Jacob Lubetkin: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, I repre- 
sent the applicant in one case. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Let us hear from 
the objectors. 


Mr. Lubetkin: No, I want to ask for 
an adjournment. It seems to me we 
did not fix this date for a hearing, 
this date for a hearing was fixed by 
the Clerk. We did not know that we 
were only going to have three Com- 
missioners here. 


Now, I say the applicant in a case 
of this kind is at a disadvantage, be- 
cause if there are five members of the 
Board, and it requires three votes, and 
two are absent, he might be denied by 
one or two votes that sanction this 
permit, if they were present; and J 
think in fairness to the applicant he 
should have his day in court and seek 
an opportunity to have his permit 
either granted or rejected. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Well, now, since 
these people are down here let us 
hear what they have to say in opposi- 
tion, and perhaps it won’t be neces- 
sary to bring them down again. It 
may be that this Board, the majority 
of the Board may decide one way or 
another. If we are in accord on it, 
why bring these people down again? 

Mr. Lubetkin: That is perfectly sat- 
isfactory to me. 


Mayor Ellenstein: If there is any 
objection in the Board, then I will be 
fair about it and advise that it be de- 
ferred. But it may save you and the 
others a loss of time in coming down 
here again. 


Mr. William F. Nies: I represent the 
other applicant. I would, if the mat- 
ter is laid over for a week, like to 
bring in the architect. He is not here 
this morning. So I would like to re- 
serve that right. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Yes, that is all 
right. 


Mr. William G. McPhee, 1 Rutgers 
Street, Maplewood: I represent the 
Garage Association, and we object to 
this application because we fee] that 
there is enough of this kind, of busi- 
ness there now. As you see on this 
diagram, there is already six gasoline 
outlets in four blocks on Bergen 
Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: How many? 


Mr. William McPhee: Six. Bergen 
Street is not a highway; there is prac- 
tically no transient business. Another 
objection, we feel there is a hazard 
there. The school Children come from 
the Peshine Avenue School and St. 
Charles School against two drive-in 
stations over the sidewalk. 


And Bergen Street is a shopping 
center, plentifully supplied with gas- 
oline, and all the arteries leading to 
Weequahic are plentifully sprinkled 
with gasoline outlets now, and would 
only tend to depreciate tax values. 


Mayor Ellenstein; What is on these 
sites now? . 


Mr. Nies: One is a vacant site. 


Mr. Lubetkin: The other is a very 
ancient building. 


Mr. Alexander McPhee, 58 Stenge? 
Avenue: Mr. Mayor and Commis- 
sioners, these same people brought 
this same thing up about a year ago 
and you turned it down one hundred 
per cent. You could not see why shere 
should be any more gasoline stations 
there. Six stations in four blocks. 
Then on the suburbs around that there 
is about ten or twelve more. You 
have enough stations there now to 
supply ten times the amount of people 
there. 


Mrs. Rinker, 110 Scheerer Avnue: 
I have the property right adjoining 
one of those lots, with a lot. Of 
course, we bought at the highest price 
and put everything we have in it. I 
do not think a gasoline station will 
help the neighborhood any, and I do 
not see that we ought to lose any 
more. 


Mrs. Sylvia Hirschman, 162 Renner 
Avenue: I feel, your Honor, there are 
four stations there within a block. I 
do think it would be a shame to put 
any more there as things are now. 


Mrs. Diana Polte, 115 Renner Ave- 
nue; My husband and J run that ser- 
vice garage one house in from the 
corner, and we have some gas and 
don’t sell much, but what we sell we 
depend upon. If another two comes 
in, they will take part of the business 
away. 


Mr. Sylvester Brokes, 981 Bergen 
Street: Mr. Mayor and Commission- 
ers, about two and one-half years ago 
I moved to the building right next to 
this empty lot. I tried to buld up 
gasoline and I put out portable tanks 
on the sidewalk, and in about a year 
I sold fifteen gallons of gas out of the 
portable tanks. There is room for a 
few apartment houses, because the 
apartment houses are all filled up. 

Mayor Ellenstein: You have a gas- 
oline station ? 
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Mr. Brokes: I have a garage right 
next to it. I tried to build up a gas- 
oline business but it was impossible. 


Mr. Abraham Mayer, 60, ' Park 
Place: I am appearing in behalf of 
Nathan Berger, who represents both 


Investment Building and Loan Asso- 


ciation and the North American Build- 
ing and Loan Association. We own 
the property at 981 Bergen Street in 
which there is conducted a public gar- 
age by Mr. Brokes. That property is 
assessed by the City for approximate- 
ly $65,000. It is a very large assess- 
ment, and any more garages or ser- 


vice stations up in that neighborhood - 


would, certainly depreciate the value 
of that property down to practically 
nothing. I do not see that it is good 
business policy to allow the erection 
of a service station and thereby ruin 
these high ratables on these other 
properties. It does not seem logical 
to me. The only reason you should 
allow it is where the public demands 
it. This is not a public highway, this 
is a private street, and there are cer- 
tainly enough gasoline stations there 
to take care of serving, or more than 
adequately service the public located 
in that particular locality. 


Commissioner Minisi: Are there any 
more objectors? 


I would like to say something: I- 


think the opponents have made out a 
rather strong case, and I do not think 
we ought to waste any more time with 
that side. Let the other side have an 
opportunity to endeavor to overcome 
the opposition. 


Mr. Scharf: In addition to that, may 
I say there have also been a substan- 
tial number of property owners who 
signed a petition which was in opposi- 
tion. 


Commissioner Minisi: I know. That 
was reported with the apphcation 


Mr. Lubetkin: “Mr. - Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, you 
will have observed that out of the ob- 
jectors, that practically all of them, 
with the exception of two, are, either 
operating or own a garage or gasoline 
station, and I think, of course, that 
element should be taken into consider- , 
ation in weighing your judgment. The 
owner of this property, I am particu- 
larly unimpressed by the argument of 
the building and loan association that 
owns that garage over there, because 
Seifert & Baime purchased this prop- 
erty about ten years ago, and when 
application was made for that garage 
we objected to it. Then a year or two 
later the Standard Oil Company made , 
application for the erection of a gas- 
oline station on the corner diagonally 
opposite us, and that application was 
granted above our objection. 


Subsequently to that, another year 
or so later, Warner-Quinlan or some 
other oil company made application 
for a gasoline station on Renner Ave- 
nue. We opposed that application and 
that application was granted. 


Now, I did not know that there was 
any preferential status for any par- 
ticular property owner in any particu- 
lar neighborhood. The condition of 
this neighborhood is a gasoline alley, 
I agree with the objectors. But that 
condition was created not by the ap- 
plicant in. this case, but by the prop- 
erty owners. If there are too many 
gasoline stations and yzarages there, 
there are also tuo many stores there. 


Mayor Ellenstein: I know the char- 
acter of the neighborhood. Here is 
the part that impressed me, and per- 
haps this will save a great deal of 
time. This application was presented 
to the City Commission and the Com- 
mission unanimously turned it down 
at that time. Now, what chang2s 
have taken place since the time that 

> application was made” 
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Mr. Scharf: None at all. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is what I 
am interested in. 


Mr. Lubetkin: That application was 
presented to the City Commission and 
originally allowed by the City Com- 
mission, this City Commission. 


Mr. Scharf: Oh, no. 
Mr. Lubetkin: Well, it was allowed— 


Mayor Ellenstein: By the Zoning 
Board. 


_ Mr. Lubetkin: There was an appli- 
eation approved by the City Commis- 
sion. That permit lapsed because the 
owner did not exercise it. That other 
permit was also for the center of the 
plock, and this permit is on the corner. 


Mayor Ellenstein; That was also by 
the last Commission, in March, 1983. 


Mr. Lubetkin: Yes. 


Mayor 
lapsed. 


Ellenstein: And then it 


Mr. Scharf: Yes. 


Mr. Lubetkin: Now, I want to call 
the attention of the Board—I think 


the Board is familiar with the opinion 
of Justice Bodine in the case of Dorn- 
busch vs. The City of Newark. Now, 
in his opinion Justice Bodine said, 
“Sanford Avenue is a main thorough- 
fare, and automobile traffic is heavy. 
It seems to me ideally located for gas- 
oline filling stations, because there are 
six stations in three blocks. The pro- 
posed site of the auto laundry adjoins 
a filling station, and another is im- 
mediately across Sanford Avenue. On 
the other side of Mt. Vernon Place is 
an apartment house which accounts 
for the original objection, later vol- 
untarily withdrawn before the Board 
of Adjustment revoked the the per- 


mit. After the Superintendent of 
Buildings issued the permit for the 
laundry, the work was substantially 
completed before an appeal was taken 
to the Board. It seems to us that the 
business cf washing cars, as conducted 
in the kind of automobile laundry 
shown in the proofs and plans, is real- 
ly an automobile accessory business. 
The exclusion of an automobile wash- 
ing equipment in a neighborhood so 
largely devoted to the sale of gasoline 
and servicing of cars and batteries 
was arbitrary and unjustified.” And 
he ordered the issuance of the permit. 


Now, this is exactly the situation 
here. Here is a neighborhood that is 
adapted to a certain line of business. 
It is a condition that is brought about, 
whether by the acts of any board or 
general economic conditions or any 
other conditions, the fact remains that 
this neighborhood is adapted for that 
type of business. 


Now, we certainly cannot, in a 
neighborhood surrounded by gasoline 
stations or garages, erect a high-class 
apartment house, or even stores. 
After all, there is a limitation upon 
the use of our property, and we are 
entitled to make some use of it. 


After all, the Board is not con- 
cerned with the economic situation, be- 
cause if they were to be concerned 
with the economic situation in every 
one of these cases, we would have so 
many considerations, and I think the 
courts have determined that question, 
and I think your Honor is familiar 
with it, that economic considerations 
should have no weight. 


Is the man entitled to use the prop- 
erty in the manner in which he has 
requested? I say, in view of these 
circumstances, he is. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Those are all the 
same arguments that were presented 
to this Board the last time it came be- 
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fore us. What further have you to 
offer that would prompt the Board to 
change its mind? 


Mr. Lubetkin: The decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Dornbusch case. 


Mr. Scharf: The decision of the 
Supreme Court does not in any way 
effect this location. Speaking of San- 
‘ford Avenue and Bergen Street, you 
are speaking of two different neigh- 
borhoods. Sanford Avenue is ideally 
located for service stations, but cer- 
tainly not this one. You have trolley 
car lines here, you have two first-class 
service stations, you have efficient ser- 
vice sations and garages. 


Mr. Nies: As to the property 977 
Bergen Street, the property across the 
street, the argument made by Mr. 
Lubetkin is practically the same that 
I would advance, except that I want to 
say at the present time there are bill- 
boards on this vacant lot, there is a 
great deal of refuse, people are using 
the lot for parking at night, and it is 
an eyesore to the general neighbor- 
hood, in my opinion; and I think a 
properly operated service station, ac- 
cording to the ordinance, would be an 
advantage to that neighborhood rather 


“ than a detriment. 


Then, of course, this garage owners 
association is composed of the garage 
owners of Essex County. Now, it just 
so happens that one or two officers of 
that garage owners association have 
places on Bergen Street, and they are 
using the Garage Owners Association 
to oppose the granting of these 
permits, 


Mayor Ellenstein: What help do you 
think your architects would be? 


Mr. Nies: If there was any question, 
I thought some question might come 


up. 


Mayor Ellenstem- This is virtually 
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a rehearing on that ground. I as- 
sumed you had some other matter 
that would prompt the Commission to 
change its mind where it is unan-. 
imously on record to turn this down. 


Mr. Nies: This permit was never 
heard by your Board. It was turned 
down originally over a year ago by 
the Board of Adjustment. 


Mayor Ellenstein: It has no super- 
ior claim over that of the other. 


Mr. Nies: They are on the same 
basis. 


Mayor Ellenstein; They arë on the 
same plane; as a matter of fairness, 
it we had a permit to give out, they 
made the first application. 


Mr. Scharf: This application was 
turned down only six months ago by 
the Board of Adjustment, March, 1935. 


Mr. Nies: On the other side, the 
Siefert & Baime side, there was never 
an application for that corner, it was 
on the inside plot. 


Mr. Scharf: It was next to it. 


Mayor Ellenstein: That, of course, 
is splitting hairs. There may be more 
objection to the fact that it is on the 
corner than if it were in the middle 
of the block. And it was turned down 
in the middle of the block, so why 


shouldn’t it be turned down on the 
corner. 


Commissioner Franklin: If you want 
to get an opinion before bringing 
these people back, I can tell you now 
I am opposed to it. f 


Mayor Ellenstein: That is what I 
say, I am opposed to it also. There 
isn’t anything presented to me that 
would prompt me to change my mind 
on it. How do you feel about it? 


Commissioner Minisi: I make a mo- 
tion that we reject the application, 
both applications. 


Commissioner Franklin :I second 
the motion. 


Commissioner Minisi: I think I 
ought to add the statement that the 
policy of this Commission has always 
been consistent in matters of this 
kind. We have always endeavored to 
adhere to the desires and wishes of 
the majority of those whose properties 
are affected. And you, Mr. Mayor, 
more than once have gone as far as to 
say that even though their objections 
are fantastic that we ought to listen 
to their plea. 


And for that reason, I move the ac- 
tion of the Zoning Board be reversed 
and the applications be rejected. 


Commissioner Franklin: I will again 
second the motion.

Dear Judge Boettner: 


We have discovered a procedural 
error which, we feel, makes it advis- 
able and perhaps even necessary that 
a further ordinance þe passed for the 
purpose of authorizing the issuance of 
the propesed $1,117,000 School Bonds. 


The ordinance adopted October 23, 
1935 describes the new Senior High 
School which 1s to be financed by the 
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issuance of the bonds as a building of 
“fireproof construction.” The pro- 
ceedings of the Board of Education, 
including the resolution adopted on 
September 30, 1935, do not determine 
the character of the building. As a 
strict matter of law it is, of course, 
the province of the Board of Educa- 
tion rather than of the Board of Com: 
missioners to determine what kind of 
school building’ shall be erected. 


We are somewhat fearful that the 
power of the Board of Commissioners 
to pass the ordinance which was 
adopted, before the Board of Educa- 
tion had determined the character of 
the building, might successfully be 
questioned. 


The character of the building, 80 
far as concerns the bonds, is, of 
course, ‘of the utmost importance. If 
the building is not to be a “fireproof 
building” none of the proposed bonds 
could mature later than thirty years 
after their date. In actual fact a por- 
tion of the bonds mature subsequent 
to November 1, 1965. 


We enclose herewith a new ordi- 
nance which should be introduced and 
passed. as soon as possible. Prior to 


_ the actual passage of the new ordi- 


nance the Board of Education should 
adopt a resolution definitely determin- 
ing the .character of the proposed 
Senior High School. So that the au- 
thorization of bonds made by the or- 
dinance of October 23, 1935 may not 
count against the City’s debt limit, it 
is advisable to repeal the latter ordi- 
nance. We enclose herewith a repeal- 
ing ordinance which should be intro- 
duced and passed simultaneously with. 


the adoption of the new bond ordi- 
nance, 


I enclose herewith a draft of the 
resolution to be adopted by the Boar 
of Education. 


We must, of course, assume re- 
sponsibility for the error which has 
been made. We should have called 
your attention to the discrepancy be- 
tween the resolution of the Board of 
Education and the ordinance before 
the ordinance was introduced. We re- 
gret the error very much and console 
ourselves with the thought that we 
have discovered it in time to prevent 
any appreciable delay in the author- 
ization of the bonds.

NOW, THEREFORE, 


The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark, Do Ordain, as 
follows: 


Pursuant to the author- 
ity conferred by an Act of the Legis- 
lature of the State of New Jersey en- 
titled “An Act to establish a thorough 
and efficient system of free public 
schools, and to provide for the main-

To 
secure the repayment of said sum so 
borrowed, there shall be issued, bonds 
in the corporate name of The City of 
Newark, in the aggregate principal 
amount of $1,117,000. The additional 
moneys necessary to meet said appro- 
priation shall be obtained by a grant 
from the United States of America. 


Section 3. Said bonds shall be des- 
ignated “School Bonds,” and shall be 
coupon bonds, with privilege of regis- 
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tration as to principal only or as to 
both principal and interest. They 
shall be eleven hundred and seventeen 
in number, numbered from 1 to 1117, 
inclusive, in the order of their matur- 
ity, and shall be of the denomination 
of $1,000 each. They shall be dated 
November 1, 1935, shall bear interest 
at the rate of four per centum (4%) 
per annum, payable semi-annually on 
each May 1st and November ist sub- 
sequent to the date of said bonds, and 
shall mature serially, thirty bonds on 
November ist in each of the vears 
1936 to 1950, inclusive, thirty-five 
bonds on November ist in each of the 
years 1951 to 1960, inclusive, thirty- 
seven bonds on November 1, 1961, and 
forty bonds on November 1st in each 
of the years 1962 to 1968, inclusive. 
They shall be signed by the Mayor 
and countersigned. by the Director of 
Revenue and Finance of The City of 
Newark, and the corporate seal of 
said City shall be affixed thereto or 
impressed thereon and attested by the 
City Clerk. The coupons to be at- 
tached to said bonds shall be signed 
by the fac-simile signature of said Di- 
rector.

if An Ordinance to regulate the use, 
handling, storage and distribution of 
fuel oil, and the arrangement, design, 
construction and installation of burn- 
ers, tanks and other equipment for 


the burning of fuel oil for heating 
purposes in the City of Newark. 


The Board of Commissioners of 
The City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Section 1: APPLICATION AND PER-. 
MIT: ` 


(a) No fuel oil burning equipment 
shall þe installed in the City of New- 
ark, N. J., until a permit is secured 
from the Inspector of the Bureau of 
Combustibles and Fire Risks. 


(b) Am application shall be filed 
with the Inspector of the Bureau of 
Combustibles and Fire Risks, such ap- 
plication to be correctly filled out. 


(e) An inspection of the premises 
where oil burning equipment is to be 
installed shall be made and location 
of tank, piping, fill pipe, vent pipe, 
etc., and burner placed as the In- 
spector of the Bureau shall so order. 


(d) No tank shall be covered or en- 
closed until an Inspector of the 
Bureau is preesnt and final approval 
given, 


(e) When. located inside the build- 
ing the aggregate capacity of the ex- 
posed tank used in connection with the 
system shall not exceed 275 gallons. 


(£) Oil-burning equipments under 
this Ordinance are intended for fuels 
having a flash point of not less than 
100 degrees F. and above, closed cup 
tester, 


(g) In determining the flash point, 
either the Elliott, Abel, Abel-Pensky 
or Tag Closed Testers shall be used, 
but the Tag Closed Tester (standard- 
ized by the United States Bureau of 
Standards) shall be authoritative in 
the case of dispute. All tests shall 
be made in accordance with the meth- 
ods of tests as adopted by the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials. 


(h) Storage tanks shall be placed 
underground to obtain the greatest 
measure of safety. -Where this cannot 
be done and tanks are necessarily lo- 
cated within the building, or above 
ground, such an arrangement is con- 
sidered more hazardous. 


(i) Above ground, storage or supply 
tanks may be permitted only outside 
of closely built districts. 


(j) A duplicate set of plans shall 
be submitted when any fuel oil storage 
tank exceeds 5,000 gallons capacity. 
Plans must show locations of tanks, 
burners, pumps, piping and elevations 
of buildings and their lowest floor or 
pits, ete. 


Section 2: MATERIALS AND CON- 
STRUCTION OF TANKS: 


(a) Tanks shall be constructed of 
steel, or wrought iron, of a minimum 
guage (U. S. Standard), depending 
upon the capacity as given in the fol- 
lowing table: 


Capacity—Gallons Guage 
1 to 280 12 
281 to 1,000 7 
1,001 to 4,000 1/4 inch 
4,001 to 12,000 5/16 inch 
12,001 to 30,000 8/8 inch 


(b) All joints shall be rivited and 
eaulked, welded or made tight by some 
equally satisfactory process. Tanks 
shall be tight and sufficiently strong 
to bear without injury the most severe 
strains to which they may be subjected 
in practice. Shells of tanks shall be 
properly reinforced where connections 
are made, and all connections made 
through the top of tank above the 
liquid Jevel. 


(c) Underground tanks shall be 
thoroughly coated on the outside with 
tar, asphaltum or other suitable rust- 
resisting material, dependent upon the 
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condition-of the soil in which they are 
placed. Where soil contains corrosive 
substances, special protection may be 
required, 


(d) Inside or akove ground and 


auxiliary tanks shali be coated with a, 


good quality of rust-resisting paint; 
the bottom surfaces preferably being 
coated with tar or asphaltum or the 
equivalent. 


Section 8: VENTING OF TANKS: 


(a) An open or automatically op- 
erated galvanized iron vent pipe with- 
out trap and draining te the under- 
ground storage tank shall be provided. 


(b) Inside or above ground and 
auxiliary tanks shall be provided with 
open vent pipes. 


(c) Vent pipe shall terminate 
twelve feet above ground. When 
tanks are heated, such vent pipe shall. 
extend three feet above roof of ad- 
joining buildings. 


(d) Vent openings and vent pipes 
shall be of ample size to prevent ab- 
normal pressure in the tanks during 
filling, but not smaller than 11/4 inch 
pipe size. 


Section 4: FILLING PIPE: 


All filling pipes shall terminate out- 
side of buildings and when installed in 
the vicinity of any door or other build- 
ing opening shall be as remote there- 
from as possible so as to prevent 
liability of flow of oil or vapor 
through building openings, terminal 
shall be provided with a metal cover 
or cap which may ke locked. All un- 
derground tank fill pipes must be lo- 
cated at curb, in driveway, or other 
approved location. 

Section 5: MANHOLE. 

Manholes, if used, shall have covers 

securely fastened in order to make ac- 
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cess difficult by unauthorized persons 
No manhole shall be used. for. filling 
purposes, 


Section 6: | OIL LEVEL’ INDICAT- 
ING DEVICE. ° 


"A test well or guaging device shall 


be installed. on all tanks and so de- 
signed as to prevent escape of oil or 
vapors when closed. Top of well or 
Zuaging device shall be kept locked 
when not in use. Test wells shall not 
be located within buildings. 
Section 7: SETTING OF TANKS: 
(a) Except as permitted in Section 
1-E, tanks shall be buried under 
ground, at least 5 feet from founda- 
tion of building, with top of tank not 
less than two feet below the surface 
of ground and below the level of any 
piping to which the tank may be con- 
nected, except that in lieu of the two 
feet cover tanks may be buried under 
12 inches of earth and a slab of re- 
inforced concrete or equivalent con- 
structions, in no ease less than 5 
inches in thickness and capable of 
sustaining a load of 250 pounds per 
square foot; slab shall be set on a 
firm, well tamped earth foundation, 
and shall extend at least one (1) foot 
beyond the outline of the tank in all 
directions. Tanks shall be securely 
anchored or weighted in place to pre- 
vent floating where special conditions 
make it necessary. 


Where a tank cannot be entirely 
buried, it shall be covered over with 
earth to a depth of at least two (2) 
feet with a recommended slope on all 
sides of not less than 3 to 1, but un- 
der no circumstances shall such slope 
be less than 11/2 to 1, depending on 
the angle of repose of the earth. Such 
cases shall also be subject to such 
other requirements as may be deemed 
necessary by the Inspector of Com- 
bustibles and Fire Risks. 


If tank cannot be set below the 


level of all pxping to which it is con- 

nected; ; satisfactory | arrangements . 
shall be, provided to prevent siphon- 

ing or gravity flow in case of accident 

to the Piping. 


w) Underground. tanks shall be set 
on a six inch concrete foundation and. 
surrounded with soft earth or sand 
well tamped in place. 


(c) Tanks having a capacity of not 
to exceed 1,500 gallons when'installed 
under buildings, shall be surrounded. 
with soft earth or sand well tamped 
in place, and the floor immediately 
above the tank shall be reinforced 
concrete at least 6 inches in thickness, 
capable of withstanding a uniformly 
distributed load of 250 lbs. per sq. ft.; 
reinforcement shall extend, at least 12 
inches on all sides of tank. 


(d) Inside storage, gravity and 
auxiliary tanks not enclosed in 
masonry or concrete shall be provided 
with securely attached substantial in- 
combustible supports and be securely 
bolted to basement floor or otherwise 
secured to avoid strains of piping, and 
shall not be located within 10 feet, 
measured horizontally from any fire 
or source of flame. 


(e) Unenclosed inside storage or 
gravity tanks maye be provided with 
a 1 inch opening in the bottom of the 
tank for an approved key stem gate 
valve to aid in the cleaning of tank. 
Section 8: GRAVITY TANKS: 

Gravity feed to burner from either 
auxiliary tank or 275 gallon storage 
tank may be permitted if suitable au- 
tomatic safeguards to prevent ab- 
normal discharge of oil at the burner 
are provided, together with an auto- 
matic shut-off at outlet of tank. 


Section 9: FILLING OF AUXILI- 
ARY TANKS; 


(a) Unless filled as specified in Sec- 


tion 4, auxiliary tanks shall be filled 
by pumping from storage tanks. 


(b) Tank shall be provided with an 
overflow connection draining to stor- 
age tank. Overflow pipe shall be not 
less than one size larger than supply 
pipe from pump. 


(c) The overflow pipe of an auxili- 
ary gravity tank shall not be provided 
with valves or obstructions; but over- 
flow pipe or auxiliary pressure tank 
shall be provided with inter-connected 
valves or other means for automatic- 
ally venting tank when filling. 


Section 10: PIPING: 


(a) Standard full-weight wrought 
iron, steel or brass pipe with sub- 
stantial fittings or approved brass or 
copper tubing with approved fittings 
shall be used and shall be carefully 
protected against injury in a manner 
satisfactory to Inspector of the 
Bureau of Combustibles. In all pip- 
ing systems proper allowance shall be 
made for expansion and contraction, 
jarring and vibration. 


All piping shall be separated from 
electric wiring not enclosed in ap- 
proved conduit raceways or armored 
cable by some continuous and firmly 
fixed non-conductor creating a perin- 
anent separation as approved by the 
Electrical Bureau of the City of New- 
ark, N. J. 


(b) Approved brass or copper tub- 
ing where permitted by the Inspector 
shal] have a wall thickness of not less 
than 1/16 inch for small sizes and 
correspondingly heavier where neces- 
sary. 
Section 11; PUMPS: 

(a) Automatic pumps, not an in- 
tegral part of the oil burner, shal! be 
of an approved type provided with 
automatic means for preventing con- 
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tinuous discharge of ail in case of 
pipe breakage. 


(b) Pumps shall be of an approved 
design and secure against leaks. They 
shall be installed in duplicate where 
fire protection equipment is depend- 
ent on the use of fuel oil for heating 
or steam, or where necessity for con- 
tinuous operation of plant makes it 
impracticable to shut down for re- 
pairs. 


(c) They shall be located in a room 
cut off from oil burning devices and 
provided with entrance which can be 
reached without passing through room 
where burners are located. If this is 
not practicable, provision shall be 
made for remote control. 


Section 12: VALVES: 


(a) Readily accessible valves shall 
be provided near each burner and 
also at auxiliary and gravity tank in 
the pipe line to burners. Valves shull 
be automatic in operation in case of 
fire. A shut-off valve shall be placea. 
on oil feed line after it enters building. 


(b) Control valves shall be of ap- 
proved type, provided with stuffing 
box of liberal size, containing a re- 
movable cupped gland designed to 
compress the packing against the 
valve stem and arranged so as to 
facilitate removal. Valve shall be de- 
signed, to close against the supply, and 
to prevent withdrawal of tem by con- 
tinued operation of the handwheel. 
The use of packing affected by the 
oil or heat is prohibited. 


Section 18: EMERGENCY CON- 
TROL: 
Means for remote control of the 


flow of oil to the burner should be 
provided for use in emergency, and a 
sign indicating its purpose shall be 
located at the control device. Such 
valve or switch control shall be placed 
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Section 14: 


as directed by the Inspector of the 
Bureau of Combustibles and Fire 
Risks. 


NOTE: A switch in the motor sup- 
ply circuit may serve this pur- 
pose for an electrically driven 
equipment, or a  quick-closing 
valve in the oil supply line, ar- 
ranged to be operated from a safe 
location. 


BURNERS: 


Burners shall be of an approved 
type provided with suitable automatic 
safeguards to prevent abnormal dis- 
charge of ail. - 


Section. 15: VENTILATION: 


Adequate ventilation of boiler or 
furnace room shall be provided in or- 
der to: assure proper combustion. 


Section 16: ABOVE GROUND 
TANKS: MATERIAL AND CON- 
STRUCTION OF TANKS: 


(a) Tanks, including top, shall be 
constructed of open hearth steel or 
wrought iron of a thickness depend- 
ing upon the capacity and to be fig- 
ured in accordance with the following 


table or formula: 


1—Horizontal tanks over 1,100 gal- 
lons capacity. 


Tanks having a diameter of not over 
6 feet shall be made of at least 3/16 
inch steel. 


Tanks having a diameter of over 6 
feet and less than 111/2 feet shall be 
at least 1/4 inch steel. 


2—Vertica] tanks over 1,100 gallons 
capacity. 


Tanks of this class shall be of such 
material and. so constructed as to give 
a factor of safety of at least 2.5

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The minimum thickness of shell or 
bottom shall be 3/16 inches, -The min- 
imum thickness of roof shall be 1/8 
inches. 


The thickness of plates shall be fig- 
ured in accordance with the following 
formula: :

Section 17: SETTING OF TANKS: 
ABOVE GROUND. 


Tanks with bottom more than one 
foot above the ground shall have firm 
foundation and supports of fire-resist- 
ing materials, except wooden cushions. 
The storage of combustible material 
within fifty feet of any tank is pro- 
hibited. — 


Section 18: RETAINING WALLS: | 


(a) In locations where above-ground! 
tanks are liable, in case of breakage 
or overflow, to endanger surrounding 
property, each tank shall be protected 
by a retaining wall of masonry or ap- 
proved concrete having a capacity 
equivalent to but not less than that of 
the tank. 7 


(b) Retaining wall shall be contin- 


uous, with no openings for piping or 
roadway. Piping shall preferably be 
laid over or under retaining walls. 


(c) Retaining walls shall have a 
thickness of at least 12 inches. 


Section 19: SETTING AND EN- 
CLOSING OF TANKS: 


(a) Tanks shall be located below 
the level of any piping to which they 
may be connected, or if this is im- 
practicable, satisfactory arrange- 
ments shall be made to prevent 
siphoning or gravity flow in case of 
accident to the equipment of piping. 


(b) Steel tanks of over 275 gallons 
capacity shall be placed in an en- 
closure of dimensions 6 inches greater 
on all sides than the outside dimen- 
sions of the tank. The walls of the 
enclosure shall be constructed of re- 
inforced concrete not less than 8

inches in thickness, or of 12 inches of 
masonry. The walls shall be bonded 
to floor and carried to a height not 
less than 1 foot above the tank and

concrete or equivalent construction in 


no case less than 5 inches in thickness

Piping shall be run as directly as 
possible without sags and so laid that 
where possible pipes pitch toward the 
supply tank without traps; provision 
shall be made for expansion, contrac- 
tion, jarring and vibration. 


Oil burning equipment shall be in- 
stalled only by properly qualified 
mechanics experienced in this kind of 
work. 


Section 25: TESTS: 


Piping after installation shall be 
tested and proven tight at the follow-

Section 26: HEATING: 

(a) Where it is necessary to heat

ed at points necessary to assure 
proper control of the oi] temperature, 


Section 27; DAMPERS: 


Attention is called to the serious 
hazard arising should dampers in the 
flues to the stacks be closed or in- 
duction fans be inoperative at the time 
the oil is being ignited. Owing to the 
Hability of explosion the operator 
must assure himself positively that 
all vents are clear and open before 
starting the fire. 


Section 28: OIL SUPPLY: 

(a) Except as provided in the fol- 
lowing paragraph, oil shall be pumped 
from tanks to burners. 


(b) Gravity feed may be used to 
the same extent as permitted in Sec- 
tion 8. Only fuel oil that is adapted 
for burner shall be used. 


Section 29: PESSURE TANK FEED: 


Shall be used only with burners ar- 
ranged to prevent abnormal discharge 


of oil at the burner by automatic 
Means specifically approved for the 
burner with which it is used. 


Pressure tanks shall not exceed a 
eapacity of 10 gallons, and shall not 
be operated at pressures exceeding 50 
pounds per square inch. Pressure 
tanks shall be equipped with a reliable 
pressure guage, and relief valve, and 
shut-off valve. Pressure tank shall 
be kept at least 10 feet from burner. 
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Section 30: BOILERS, FURNACES, 
EEATERS OR RANGES. 


(a) Previous to the installation of 
the burner, the ash door of the boiler 
or furnace shall be permanently re- 
moved, or botton ventilation other- 
wise provided to prevent the accumu- 
lation. of vapors within the ash pit 
unless burner is of type which me- 
chanically purges ash pit. When ash 
door is closed it is recommended that 
other doors of furnace be arranged to 
swing from the top or be otherwise 
arranged to relieve pressure some- 
times caused by puffs or backfire due 
to delayed ignition. 


(b) Stoves, heaters or ranges or- 
iginally designed for use of fuel other 
than oil should not be used in con- 
nection with oil burners unless spaces 
in which vapors might collect are ade- 
quately vented. Not more than a five 
gallon metal supply tank to such sys- 
tem shall be approved. Stoves, heat- 
ers or ranges designed to burn oil 
shall comply with these regulations. 
No gasoline or other highly inflam- 
mable liquid shall be used. 


(c) Dampers which may entirely 
close the chimney uptake are pro- 
hibited. Damper area should be care- 
fully determined in each case but in 
No ease shall it be greater than 80 per 
cent of the internal cross sectional 
area of the uptake. 


(d) No combustible material shall 
be stored within 10 feet of boiler or 
furnace. 


(e) When automatic operation is 
provided, the installation shall be 
equipped with approved limiting de- 
vices to prevent abnormal tempera- 
tures in hot air furnace ducts, abnor- 
mal water temperatures or abnormal 
steam pressure. It is required that 
in steam, vapor or vapor vacuum sys- 
tems approved means be provided to 
guard against firing into a dry boiler 


d) 


or one in which the water level is 


. dangerously low. Such means should 


be arranged either to require manual 
resetting or to prevent operation until 
the safe water level is restored. 
Section 81: FIRE PROTECTION: 

(a) Any woodwork, wooden lath 
and plaster partition or other com- 
bustible material within 4 feet of the 
sides or back or 8 feet from the front 
of the furnace shall be covered with 
approved plaster board or other ap- 
proved incombustible material. Above 
the furnace there shall be constructed 
a ceiling consisting of plaster board, 
asbestos board, cement plaster or 
metal lath, or other incombustible ma- 
terial. Said ceiling shall extend 4 feet 
beyond the sides and back and 8 feet 
from the front. An approved hand 
fire extinguisher is required for each 
oil burner in service. 


Smokepipes shal] be located within 
minimum distance of 3 feet clearance 
to ceiling, partitions, etc.

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Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires-to be heard in op- 
position to this application ? 


Mr. E. Garfield Gifford: Mr. Mayor 
and gentlemen, I am opposing the re- 
opening of your former finding on the 
grounds as stated when we first ap- 
peared here, that there is no neces- 
sity, it is undesirable; and if you want, 
I can at length go into those things 
again, but I do not want to repeat. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do the other 
Commissioners recall what Mr. Gifford 
said at the time of the last hearing? 
Wasn’t there something you were go- 
ing to supplement that with? 


Mr. Gifford: Only in addition to that 
I am representing Mr. Callahan, who: 
has the property on the corner of Mul- 
berry and Durand Road who is oppos- 
ed to it. That is right across the little 
alley from there. I am also repre- 
senting Mrs. Loadi, who has lived 
twenty-three years in the back and’ 
paid taxes, and she is opposed to it. 
In addition to which, I represent the- 
Lerman Holding Company, who, I said, 
were responsible property owners, 
paying considerable taxes a year, and’ 
they strenuously object. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Originally there 
were three members of the Board 
present, and I suggested that it be 
deferred. And the last time it was: 
to be heard the attorney for the ap- 
plicant did not appear, he was delay- 
ed; he had a breakdown of some kind.. 
That is why we re-opened it. 


Commissioner Parnell: Is this an ap- 
lication to re-open? 


Mayor Eillenstein: No, the re-open- 
ing had been agreed upon and the 
property owners had been notified, 
and it is now before the Board for 
either approval or rejection. Mr. 
Gifford says he represents the prop- 
erty adjoining. 


Mr. Gifford: The property owner 
immediately adjoining the rear, run- 
ning from East Park Street through 
to Durand, and Callahan, who has the 
property on Mulberry Street at the 
northwest corner running opposite 
where this would be, and I represent 
the Lerman Holding Company of 60 
Mulberry Street, and I have not yet 
found any argument of necessity. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Particularly for 
those Commissioners who were not 
here, Director Parnell and Director 
Duffy, just state what your clients’ 
objection is. 


Mr. Gifford then reiterated his prev- 
jous objections. 


Commissioner Duffy: Mr. Gifford, 
you have one of your clients on East 
Park Street? 


Mr. Gifford: Mrs. Loadi,.73 East 


Park Street, and they run through, it., 


is in the rear of this property, they 
run through to Durand Place. They 
have lived there for twenty-three 
years and avhe been paying taxes to 
the City. l 


The Callahan property is the cafe at 
the corner of Durand Alley or Durand 
Place, whichever you call it, and Mul- 
berry Street. They are also here ob- 
jecting. 


Commissioner Parnell: There are al- 
ways two questions that come to my 
mind; first, the question of necessity; 
and second, that of desirability. The 
question of necessity seems to be an 
economic one that will be determined 
by whether or not the concern can 
make a living. That is their business. 


The question of desirability is one—I. 


do not want to speak for the Commis- 
sion, but as far as | am concerned, 
the question of desirability is-the one 
I acted on when I gave my vote. Now, 
the question of necessity, that is a 
business matter. Now, as far as de- 
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sirability is concerned, the Public Ser- 
vice has that tremendous gasoline and 
parking station right across from 
there; there is ancther parking sta- 
tion on one corner and then there is 
another parking station that would 
be , practically opposite behind that 
Savoy Hotel there. 


Commissioner Parnell: Now, that 
seems to me pretty conclusive on the 
question of desirability. Certainly, 
this gasoline station is not going to 
change the locus of the situation. 


Mr. Gifford: It seems to me, Mr. 
Mayor and Commissioners, that the 
granting of additional permits on 
Mulberry Street is just going to re- 
tard any probable future develop- 
ments in that locality for a number 
of years. 


Commissioner Parnell: Well, they 
get out if it is worthwhile for them 
to get out., 
along and wants to build an office 


building on their property, they buy - 


them out. 

Mr. Gifford: But they are not going 
to build on the adjoining property 
while that is there. It is going to in- 
crease the hazard of traffic along 
there. We have got the Centre Mar- 
ket. We have got to do something 
with that locality, and if you are go- 
ing to surround it on every side with 
gasoline stations, then you are going 
to make it an undesirable automobile 
row as long as you put gasoline sta- 
tions on this location, and then no- 
body is going to come and build on 
the adjoining property. We all know 
that there are plans for the develop- 
ment of the whole locale in the neigh- 
borhood of the Pennsylvania Term- 
inal. It will seriously handicap the 
permanent improvement along there. 


Commissioner Parnell: I see Mr. 
Fiedler here. He is a man upon whose 
opinion I put a great deal of weight 


If some concern comes. 
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in these matters. He is high-minded— 


Mayor Ellenstein: Suppose we hear 
from the applicant. 


_ Mr. Kaufman: Mr. Mayor and mem- 
bers of the Commission, the applicant, 
Robert Treat Service Station, applied 
and in the usual course came up be- 
fore the Board of Adjustment. The 
Board of Adjustment, after a personal 
inspection of the premises and after 
an interview of practically all the ad- 
joining holders of land, including the 
pastor of the church of the Catholic 
Diocese, approved this permit unani- 
mously, thus bringing it before this 
Commission. Mrs. Loadi, offered here 
as an objector, came here under a 
misapprehension that we were here 
under a twenty-year lease. When the 
nature of the lease was explained to 
her she said she had no objection. 


I would like to show the Commis- 
sion the proposed type of structure 
that is going to be on that site. I 
think that will answer Commissioner 
Parnell’s point of view as to desir- 
ability. 


In the operation of that vacant land 
it has all been outgo in the payment 
of taxes to the City. For-two years 
‘they have had Mr. Fiedler survey that 
situation for the purpose of attract- 
ing to Newark a major improvement 
that could be put upon that property 
so that they could have some earnings 
out of it and at the same time a nice 
piece of property for the City of 
Newark. 


The Commission knows that is a de- 
Sirable section of the City of New- 
ark and in time to come it may de- 
velop hotels, office structures and the 
like. But due to the depression it is 
not right now. The only improvement 
that they were able to attract to this 


‘property was the Robert Treat Ser- 


vice Station garage with a lubrica- 
torium of the type that is designed 
m that picture 
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Now, they did not enter into a twen- ; 
ty-year lease and they did not tie 


themselves up to prevent a major im- | 


provement from going on the prop- 
erty. There is a ten-year lease with 
a recapture clause at the end of two 
years, whereby they are entitled, if 
they desire to, to cancel the lease and 
terminate it and pay us a fraction of 
the cost of the construction of the 
building that we propose putting on 
that property. 


The minimum rent that we propose 
paying will not only pay the. taxes 
levied on this property, but will give 
them a slight return for their own 
purposes. It seems to me that when 
the Board of Adjustment acting in an 
advisory capacity, after a personal 
inspection, has passed upon it, and_ 
there was only one objector ever ap- 
peared before the Board of Adjust- 
ment, namely, Mr. Lerman, and if you 
examine the type of building going 
up and compare it to the buildings 
that are there now, instead of being a 
detriment to the neighborhood it is 
far superior to eighty per cent of the. 
buildings that face it. 


I respectfully submit these land 
owners must be given some relief, be- 
cause if they are not permitted to 
lease it for the only purpose they can 


get, they will eventually have to lose 


the land to the City of Newark, be-- 
cause they cannot continue paying 
three or four thousand dollars a year 
in taxes without having some income 
from: it. 


The permit on Raymond Boulevard, 
the other permit that was granted has 
expired. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do you want to 
say something ? 


Mr. William C. Fiedler: I think the 
counselor has covered the situation. 
It is a fact the Carter-Gough people 
engaged us to make a survey, and we 


covered every kind of a concern that 
we thought might be interested in 
this locution, without success. And 
we finally in our report to them ad- 
vised them that the only business that 
could possibly stand it there was an 
automobile concern. And then we 
sought the very best concern in that 
neighborhood that we could, and we 
picked. these people because they have 
been operating a similar business 
successfully and in a very first-class 
way right in that neighborhood. They 
are operating the Robert Treat for 
many years. Now they are going to 
put up a building which is not the or- 
dinary gasoline station. And, as Mr. 
Kaufman said, there is a stop after 
two years and possession can be had 
by the owner if the neighborhood 
grows or business gets better so that 
a better development can he profitably 
maintained there. But we have used 
all the resources of our office, and we 
have been there for many, many 
years, and not one, but ten of our 
people have tried to make that prop- 
erty pay, and this is the only thing 
we can do. 


We believe the owner is entitled to 
consideration. And'the tenant surely 
knows whether he can make it pay or 
not, because they are operating in that 
very vicinity and know just exactly 
what they can do. 


Commissioner Parnell: Mr. Fiedler, 
you are a former official and inter- 
ested in the City of Newark and. help- 
ed out in our assessment work. Do 
you think this will have any bad in- 
fluence on the ratables there? 


Mr. Fiedler: Why, of course not. 
if you will look at that area, as I did 
only this morning from the windows 
of the Lefcourt building, if there ever 
was a blighted area in the City of 
Newark it is right there, and nothing 
ean hurt it. A new improvement can 
only help it. 
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Mayor Ellenstein: Is there anything 
else you wish to adc? 


Mr. Gifford: I have nothing, except 
I want to reiterate that putting a gas- 
oline station on there is going to re- 
tard the development, I feel, for many 
years to come. We are having enough 
trouble now paying taxes on the prop- 
erty we have, and we are looking for- 
ward to some improved conditions 
there, not simply gasoline stations. 
Don’t forget, ¢here is a permit still in 
force on the corner of Raymond Boule- 
vard and Mulberry Street. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What is the dis- 
position of the Commission? 


Commissioner Duffy: I move we 
concur in the recommendation of the 
Board of Adjustment.

The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark, Do Ordain, as 
follows:

Section 3. Said bonds shall be des- 
ignated “School Bonds,” and shal! be 
coupon bonds, with privilege of regis- 
tration as to principal only or as to 
both principal and interest. They 
shall be eleven hundred and seventeen 
in number, numbered from 1 to 1117, 
inclusive, in the order of their matur- 
ity, and shall be of the denomination 
of $1,000 each.

Mayor Ellenstein: I might say that 
that comes rather as a belated thought 
on the part of Commissioner Parnell. 
The hospital and school plan had been 
advocated and suggested and had been 
aired in the newspapers by every civic 
group before the last election; that 
was the time to suggest anything like 
that. We know, too, that there would 
not be sufficient time in order to have 
a referendum, because the dead Nne, 
as I understand it, is December 15, 
when the funds are to be appropriated 
by the PWA; so the referendum would 
stand in the way. Even if the citizens 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of 
building a new hospital and the new 
high schools, the City would have lost 
the opportunity of doing so. So, I 
can’t see that anything would be 
gained by it, and itcertainly is belated. 
It would be an additional expense to 
have a referendum and probably 
would cost in the neighborhood, of 
forty thousand dollars. (Applause.) 


Commissioner Parnell: For your in- 
formation, Mr. Mayor, may I tell you 
that it is not belated because under 
the lawz of 1917, Chapter 152, the only 
time a referendum can be held is after 
due application by the taxpayers with- 


jin ten days from the final publication 
of it. So, the only time we can pos- 
sibly have a referendum is after that 
law has been complied with, unless 
you wish to do it under some other 
law. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You know we 
rcouldn’t have a referendum before 
December 15. The PWA are not in 
-want of customers. There are appli- 
«cations before the PWA for many, 
-many hospitals throughout the coun- 
‘try. Newark has been fortunate in 
‘being able to get a sympathetic ear 
from the PWA. At any rate, there is 
no second to your motion; so, continue 
with the resolutions.

L Mr. Ira Scharf: About two years ago 
an application was made for a service 
station directly opposite this particu- 
lar plot of ground, and this Commis- 
sion unanimously turned it down. 
Eight months ago this same applicannt 
made application for a gasoline sta- 
tion at the southwest corner of Ber- 
gen Street and Scheerer Avenue, and 
this time the Zoning Board unani- 
mously turned it down. On October 2 
this same applicant came before this 
Commission. Commissioner Duffy and 
Commissioner Parnell were absent 
and this application was unanimosuly 
turned down, together with applica- 
tion for a gasoline station on the other 
side of the street. The conditions ex- 
isting there today on Bergen Street 
are the same that have existed there 
for the last six years. There are sev- 
eral gasoline stations that will feed 
that community for the the next gen- 
eration or more. It will add to the fire 
hazards. It will certainly not help the 
children crossing that street going to 
Peshine Avenue School. There isn’t 
any real reason why another gasoline 
station should go up in that commun- 
ity. The same people who opposed it 
last time are practically here today 
and they plead with the Commission 
to turn down this application. 


Mr. William F. Nies: I am appear- 
ing on behalf of the applicant. The 
reason this application was re-opened 
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was because Mr Baime on the oppo- 


` site corner who made application sev- 


eral months ago, has abandoned his 
proposition and is satisfied for a zas 
station to go in this particular vicin- 
ity. You gentlemen heard at the last 
hearing that adjoining this property 
is a garage. Now, at the previous 
hearing the garage man objected. He 
said he couldn’t make a living. Weil, 
conditions have changed at that gar- 
age. I understand that a Ford dealer 
is going in there for a sales room, 
and since our tast hearing the portable 
tanks have been removed and have 
been put inside; so, he is no longer a 
competitor with us. We feel the land 
owner of this property, vacant ground, 
should have some consideration. He 
is a man who paid taxes to this City 
for years on that ground and cannot 
use it for anything else but a station; 
he should have some consideration. It 


is an eyesore in the neighborhood; it | 


is a dumping ground. People are 
parking cars on it at night. The man 
who has had this vacant ground for 
many years should have consideration 
and not pay taxes continuously and 
get no income on his investment. It 
is not going to be a detriment to the 
next door neighbors or anybody else 
because at the present time the large 
garage adjoining this property is 
closer to the next door house than 
this service station will be. 


Mayor, Ellenstein: Are all these 
people in that vicinity? 


Mr. Nies: I may add this: these gar- 
age owners who are now objecting 
are not within two hundred feet of 
this particular property. Every one 
of them is farther away, and they are 
doing it fo rselfish interests only. 


Mr. Abraham Mayer: I represent 
the Investment Building and Loan As- 
sociation who owns the adjoining 


‘property to the applicant. That ad- 


foining property is assessed by the 
City of Newark for $64,700, and we 
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vigorously oppose the granting of this 
application. I think we have sufficient 
investment there to be entitled to fair 
consideration. We feel that the neigh- 
borhood would be greatly depreciated 
in value by an increase in service sta-' 
tions along that street. We feel that 
the putting in of a service station 
alongside of our building will increase 
the fire hazard and injure our in- 
terests. 


Mr. Alexander McPhee: As a 
former owner of a garage I want to 
say for the other applicants here—for 
the other people appearing in opposi- 
tion that they certainly have a legiti- 
mate claim to oppose the granting of 
any further permit for garages or 
service stations. I know how hard it 
is for any service station to make a 
living’in there under present-day con- 
ditions. I certainly think the Com- 
missioners ought to consider the fact 
that they not only have to grant a 
fair deal to this applicant, but they 
must consider the serious damage to 
the ratables of the other property 
owners along that street by the grant- 
ing of another permit for a gasoline 
station at that street.

Mayor Ellenstein: I might say, in 
opening this meeting, before the reso- 
lution is read by the Clerk, that in 
spite of what Director Parnell has as- 
serted in his memorandum that comes 
to each Commissioner and a copy of 
which was handed to me, in which he 
states in effect—not having had an 
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opportunity to analyze the memor- 
andum, it having been handed to me 
a few minutes ago by Director Par- 
nell, who stated, “I leave this, and 
leave you to your deliberations”—that 
the irregularity, apparently, from an 
authentic source, came to me on 
Thursday night. At the proper time 
I will prove to the citizenry of New- 
ark, and even to Director Parnell, that 
this is not done in retaliation of the 
stand that he has taken against the 
City Hospital and high schoo projects, 
but that I feel it my sworn duty and 
obligation, when purported irregular- 
ities come to my attention, that I pre- 
sent it to the other Commissioners and 
that I carry out the full oath of my 
office. And I cannot make it too em- 
phatic that it was not retaliatory in 
any part. So that I took action im- 
nediately upon learning it. 


I want to say further I did not seek 
the advice of this person, but that he 
communicated with me; and I met him 
Thursday night, and in the presence 
of others there were certain facts he 
told me that indicate that there are 
irregularities, to say the least, in the 
Department of Revenue and Finance, 
And I feel that my colleagues should 
know about this, and I feel the citizen- 
ry and taxpayers of Newark should 
know about this.

Mayor Ellenstein: Is there any per- 
son who desires to be heard in opposi- 
tion to this application? 


Mr. Maxwell M. Plotkin, 786 Borad 
Street: I represent Mr. Charles Rob- 
inson, who owns the property directly 
adjoining Mr. Samuels’, This zone is 
strictly a residential zone. My clients 
have a two-family house in which they 
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have a $10,000 investment. They have 
have just spent $2,000 modernizing 
their property. 


I checked up with the Schedule 
Rating Office and they tell me that 
there will be an increase of six cents 
per $100 in the rate of insurance per 
year on this particular property. 


My client works in the Y. M. C. A.; 
he is a porter; and he is having a hard 
time to get along as it is. The taxes 
for 1935 are paid in full and they do 
not owe any money on the moderniza- 
tion improvements that were made on 
that particular piece of property. 


This man has been carrying on a 
business there for the past few years, 
and the last year he has been having 
mine or ten automobiles, used cars in 
the rear of his premises. He is not 
coming before your Honors with clean 
hands; he has been carrying on this 
business and now is asking you to 
legalize a business that he has been 
earrying on illegally. 


This matter came up before the 
Zoning Board, and one of the mem- 
bers seemed to think that this fellow 
had a vested right to carry on that 
business in view of the fact that he 
had been carrying it on for the past 
two years. That is not so. 


My client also, in order to get along, 
has taken in a few children from the 
Board of Children’s Guardians. They. 
are infants and it would create a haz- 
ard to have automobiles being driven 
over the sidewalk adjoining my client’s 
property, day and night. 


They are bothered continually .now 
with people knocking on their door 
and asking for used cars. And the 
tenant has threatened to move unless 
this application is denied. 


Now, the present petitions signed > 
We ` 


by various property owners. 
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have checked up on those petitions. 
This man Samuels came around to the 
property owners and told them the 
garage is a little bit over the line 
and they should sign a petition mak- 
ing it all right. The petition clearly 
shows that the reason why the petition 
was signed was—is defective, because 
of the fact this man is going to store 
and repair cars was attached later. 
If the clerk will bring forth the peti- 
tion your Honors can see that. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What do you say 
it clearly shows? 


Mr. Plotkin: It clearly shows it was 
attached subsequently. My client 
went around to some of those people, 
and they said they did not know this 
man was going to store automobiles 
there. 


Mrs. Robison: Mayor Ellenstein and 
Commissioners, I live next door to 
Mr. Samuels and have maintained a 
home there for eleven years. Mr. 
Samuels came there after I did, and 
for at least three years or more Mr. 
Samuels has been carrying on a used 
car business. First it was two or 
three cars. I haven’t said anything 
to Mr. Samuels because he was a per- 
son you could not talk to, and I sim- 
ply went along with it. Now he 
wants a license for a business which 
costs me $17 extra on my fire insur- 
ance, and also depreciates my prop- 
erty.. Why has anybody got a right 
to depreciate my property after my 
husband has worked so hard to build 
up our home? I went to the tax 
office and they informed me it was de- 
preciating my property. that I should 
ask for lower taxes. Now, what right 
has anybody got to depreciate my 
property after we have worked so 
hard to build. up our home, and also 
the rest of my life pay $17 additional 
fire insurance. 


In the summer time I have to shut 
my door that 1s about eighteen feet, 
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and then he takes cars out. He hasn’t 
considered me. He put his used or 
place right in my door. He has three 
compartments. Why don’t he put it 
on the other side. 


Mayor Ellenstein; Is there any 
other person who desires to be heard 
in opposition? 


Mr. R. H. Brown, Maplewood: 

My mother, my sister and my wife 
are executors of the estate owning 
228, a six-family apartment on the 
other side. You will find the taxes on 
that have all been paid and you will 
find it has all been painted. And we 
seriously object. 


Mr. Plotkin: The record also dis- 
closes that about four or five property 
owners did not receive notice, and the 
police officers were unable to locate 
around eleven or twelve property 
owners in the vicinity. 


Mayor Ellenstein: You charge mis- 
representation on these petitions? 


Mr. Plotkin: Yes, there was misrep- 
resentation, absolutely. 


Mr. Harry Pine, 17 Academy Street: 
Mr. Mayor and members of the Com- 
mission, this is not as terrible as it 
seems. Mr. Samuels has not been try- 
ing to perpetrate any fraud upon the 
Commission. Ever since 1927 he has 
been making a living through the 
medium of purchasing one or two sec- 
ond-hand cars, repairing them in the 
yard or in the driveway or out in the 
street, and reselling them at a small 
profit, and that is how he has earned 
his livelihood. Now he has erected a 
four-car fireproof cement block gar- 
age to enable him to store two cars 
and make the necessary repairs in- 
doors instead of out doors. He does 
not do a general repair business; 
there is no sign there outside indicat- 
ing he does repairs; he simply pur- 
chases a car or two, at the most four. 


He makes these repairs. They are 
not great repairs; he hasn’t got the 
medium for welding. Probably touch- 
ing up the motor. No painting. And 
makes a sale. Now, he has been do- 
ing that since 1927 and wants to have 
the proposition done in a legal man- 
ner, so he has erected this $1,400 gar- 
age, cement, fire-proof, with fire-proof 
doors, that stands thirty feet away 
from the building, or about thirty feet 
away from the building where this 
lady lives. 


Now, Mr. Samuels too is the owner 
of a property. He is interested there 
to the extent of about $14,000. He 
wants to go on in the same quiet 
peaceful way. except that the repairs 
should be made indoors instead. of out- 
doors. 


There is a cheese factory diagnolly 
in the rear of this place; an open-air 
parking place opposite near Clinton 
Avenue; and there is no reason in the 
world why this four-car garage with 
the man doing repairs during the day 
—the hours are specified—would hart 
anybody. It would only give him an 
opportunity to carry on his own busi- 
ness. All through the years these 
people have found no reason for com- 
plaint. It is his means of earning a 
livelihood, and I believe permission 
ought to be granted according to the 
recommendation of the Zoning Board. 


Mrs. Robinson: Mr. Samuels made 
repairs all day Thanksgiving. He 
parked cars right up in the door. 
Now, since he has been caught, why 
did the Zoning Board give him per- 
mission to continue. He has con- 
tinued to do it. His garage holds five 
cars and two are parked outdoors. 


Mr. Pine: We are willing to have a 
limitation put on the number of cars. 


Mayor Ellenstein: Do I understand 
he makes repairs outdoors now? 


Mr. Plotkin: Yes, he does. 
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Mrs. Robinson: Yes, he does; and ıt 
is right by my kitchen door. 


Mayor Ellenstein: And where is the 
garage being located, is that further 
away from your door? 


Mrs, Robinson: The garage remains 
about twenty feet from my door, 
from where the garage is now. From 
the door of his garage to my dining 
room is twenty feet. He takes his 
ears out further right by my fence 
and makes his repairs, 


Mayor Ellenstein: You would not 
recommend that a person who is try- 
ing to make a living should throw 
themselves on charity? 


Mrs. Robinson: Well, if he is so 
sick, why not. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The man has a 
right to earn a living, even though— 


Mrs. Robinson: At my expense? 


Mayor Ellenstein: No, not at your 
expense. You would not advise a man 
that is in poor health to throw him- 
self on charity. 


Mrs. Robinson: I have stood for 
everything from Mr. Samuels but tak- 
ing money out of my pocket. 


Commissioner Duffy: The Board of 
Adjustment limited you to six cars. 
What are you going to do with the 
other two? 


Mr. Pine: I mean, if this body wants 
us to limit it to four cars, that is the 
end of it. The Board of Adjustment 
thought six was a fair number, but 
we want the opportunity to hold four 
cars. 


Mayor Ellenstein: What caused the 
increase in the fire insurance rates? 


Mr. Pine: It was the repair of au- 
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tomobiles. But this ıs a fireproof gar- 
age. There is a $1,200 policy on this 
garage for three years which cost $5. 
That will give your Honors an idea 
of how high the rate is. 


Mrs. Robinson: And also, it depre- 
ciates my property. 


Mayor Ellenstein: The policy of this 
Board has been, where there is a 
change in the zone which comes before 
this Board, to follow the will of the 
majority of the property owners. Ad- 
joining property owners get engaged 
in family feuds and have some fantas- 
tical idea because they have some 
grudge against the individual who 
might want a garage or some- 
thing else, and they appear here be- 
fore the Board and state their ob- 
jections. Now, obviously, in a case 
like that, this Board cannot deside; so 
we take the will of the majority of 
the property owners within two hun- 
dred feet, and that eliminates that 
question as to whether or not it is 
based upon any personal tiff with the 
petitioner or whether it is really valid. 


Commissioner Minisi: Mr. Mayor, 
may I get a word in. Now, this in- 
crease in fire insurance is based on 
the application which was approved 


by the Zoning Board for six auto- 
mobiles. 

Mr. Plotkin: Yes. 

Commissioner Minisi: They ap- 


proved a very definite specific appli- 
cation under which this gentleman is 
to receive the privilege of having six 
automobiles. Now, I think that com- 
mon sense would tell us that a place 
housing one hundred automobiles 
would create a very definite fire haz- 
ard, much greater than a place hous- 
ing six automobiles. And six automo- 
biles would create a greater fire haz- 
ard than four. I think we might very 
well adjourn this for a week or so 
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and give Mr Pine an opportumty to 
look into these insurance rates. 


Mr. Pine: I will be glad to do that. 


Commissioner Minisi: To find out if 
a reduction of the number of cars 
from six to four would change the 
situation. This lady seems to particu- 
larly object to the fact she must pay 
$17 more for fire insurance. 


Mrs. Robinson; And the deprecia- 
tion of my property also. 


Commissioner Minisi: Will you give 
a copy of that letter to Mr. Pine so 
he can check up on it? 


_ Mr. Pine: Yes, I will be glad. to. 


Commissioner Minisi: Have you any 
objection to an adjournment ? 


Mr. Plotkin: No. And in the mean- 
time I will check up on the petitions. 

Mayor Ellenstein: Find out how 
many of the people in the vicinity are 
opposed to it. After all, this man 
wants to earn a living. 


Mrs. Robinson; At my expense. 


Mayor Ellenstein: All right, at your 
expense. However, if it is not going 
to injure you a great deal and it is 
the will of the majority of those in the 
locality— 


Mr. Plotkin: Mr. Brown is also ob- 
jecting. 


Commissioner Duffy: May I ask, 
Mrs. Robinson, would you be satisfied 
if the capacity of the garage was four 
cars? 


Mrs. Robinson: Well, I believe in 
being fair. I have always tried to be 
fair with Mr. Samuels. But here is 
my particular objections: if my fire 
insurance don’t increase that I have 
to pay that additional raise all my 


life, and. also, if my property is not 
depreciated, I am willing for Mr. 
samuels to have that business, four 
cars or whatever cars. But there was 
seven there yesterday. He won’t stand 
to what he is supposed to do. 


Commissioner Minisi: In other 
words, you will withdraw your objec- 
tion if your insurance does not go up? 


Mr. Plotkin: And depreciation of 
property and the noise. 


Mrs. Robinson: Now, let us be hon- 
est; supposing I wanted to sell it, 
what could I do? They explained that 
to me in the tax office, if I wanted to 
sell my property, a person would not 
want to buy next to a used car busi- 
ness. 


Commissioner Minisi: You realize 
every person is entitled to use his 
property as long as he uses it in a 
reasonable manner. Your property 
would be worth a lot more money if 
you did not have houses on either side 
of you, which would give you a lot 
more light and air. We all want those 
things, but when we live in a com- 
munity like the City of Newark, we 
have got to give and take. 


Commissioner Duffy: I would like 
to have a copy of the petition for a 
police check. 


Commissioner Minisi: I move that 
the application be laid over for one 
week.
